FRANK. E. ROWE 


Frank E. Rowe, veteran insur- 
ance agent and prominent civically 
in Winchester for many years, died 
Friday, June 2G, at his home, 30 
Vine street. 

Mr. Rowe was the son of Alonzo 
E., and Almira A. (Coffin) Rowe. 
He was born in Winchester, August 
10, 18G9, was graduated from Win- 
chester High School in 1887, and 
from Dartmouth College in 1891, 
serving as secretary of his college 
class until his death. While at 
Dartmouth he was a member of the 
track team, establishing several 
college records for that time in run- 
ning events. From 1894 to 1895 he 
served ns master of the grammar 
school in Winchester. 

Long identified with the insur- 
ance field, Mr. Rowe was for more 
than 55 years general agent in Bos- 
ton for the Union Central Life In- 
surance Company with offices at 80 
Federal street. He was also for 
more than 50 years associated with 
the Hartford Fire Insurance Com- 
pany. Upon the expiration of 50 
years service with both companies 
Mr. Rowe was given a testimonial 
dinner and gift by the Union Cen- 
tral Life Insurance Company, and 
a luncheon and wrist watch by the 
Hartford Fire Insurance Company. 

Mr. Rowe took an active and 
prominent part in town politics. He 
served as a member of the Appro- 
priations Committee, now the Fin- 
ance Committee, 1904-1905, and 
from 1008-1909; he was selectman 
from 1905 to 190G, and a member 
of the Planning Board from 1915 
until his retirement in 1952, serv- 
ing the Board for more than 35 
years as secretary. Many of the 
Zoning By-Laws of the town were 
established during the years he was 
on the Bourd and his reports of the 
Board’s meetings and activities 
were familiar to three decades of 
town meeting members. 

Mr. Rowe was a member of the 
Town Insurance Committee, 1927- 
1928, and a member of the Commit- 
tee on Names, for 22 years, from 
1930 to 1952. He was from 1929 to 
1952 a town meeting member for 
Precinct 5, serving as Precinct 
Chairman. Few who aspired to 
town meeting membership in his 
•precinct without his backing met 
with success at the polls. 

Well, versed in town affairs 
through his many years of activity 
in town politics, Mr. Rowe was for 
many years a frequent speaker at 
town meetings, and he was in re- 
cent years always called upon to 
adjourn or dissolve the sessions by 
the various Moderators under 
which he sat. 

Mr. Rowe was one of the older 
members of the First Congrega- 
tional Church, serving the Society 
as treasurer for 14 years and as 
deacon. He was past president of 
the Field and Forest Club of Bos- 
ton, and a member of William 
Parkman Lodge of Masons. 

Mr. Rowe was twice married. On 
August 25, 1892, he married Nellie 
R. Dodge, who died December 24, 
1908. On August 29, 1910, he mar- 
ried Alice Clementine Friend, who 
survives, with a son, Frank E. 
Rowe, Jr., of Hingham; two daugh- 
ters, Mrs. Francis J. Foster of 
Newton Highlands and Mrs. Jack- 
son B. Hayden of Winchester; three 
grandchildren, four great-grand- 
children, and two brothers, Walter 
W., of Boston, and Brainard A. 
Rowe of Warren, N. H. 

Funeral services were held Mon- 
day afternoon at the late residence 
with Dr. Charles Merrill of Cam- 
bridge, Dartmouth, ’94, and a re- 
tired Congregational clergyman, 
officiating. Burial was in Wild- 
wood Cemetery.

AWARDED FELLOWSHIP 

Forbes H. Norris, Jr., of 31

a fellowship for two months of 
study by the National Foundation 
for infantile Paralysis, it was an- 
nounced today by William W. Mac- 
kay, chairman of the Middlesex 
County Chapter of the March of 
Dimes organization.

The Winchester School Commit- 
tee is happy to announce the ap- 
pointment of Mr. Harry Gilson as 
Superintendent of the Winchester 
Schools.

They have 
no pig manure and are victims of 
this dumping in that the rats at- 
tracted to the smell and finding 
nothing edible go to the nearest 
source of food which is the farm. 
They have lost many vegetables 
this way. 

When we protested this dump- 
ing last year and spoke of the rats, 
Dr. Benson assured us rats would 
not he attracted but they have been 
seen coming out of the pits into 
which this mess is dumped. 

This is not only a neighborhood 
affair it is also a civic affair. Visit- 
ors to the town go away and tell 
about the Winchester stench. Let’s 
have it eliminated entirely.

FOURTH FATAL ACCIDENT 
FOR WINCHESTER 


When John H. Guilano of 21 
Murdock street, Somerville, was 
killed Tuesday night on Main street 
near Town Way his death was the 
fourth caused by automobiles in 
Winchester during the past year. 
This is an unusual record for Win- 
chester and offers something of an 
index of the possible increase in ser- 
ious accidents as traffic on the 
highways becomes heavier and 
heavier. 

A yeur ago on the Fourth of July 
a man was killed in an automobile 
collision at the intersection of Wild- 
wood street and Cambridge street. 

On January 17th the wife of a 
retired clergyman was killed in a 
collision involving an Eastern 
Massachusetts Street Railway bus 
and the automobile in which the 
victim and her husband, also badly 
injured, were riding. This accident 
took place on Main street at the in- 
tersection of Lhe Parkway, since 
made a stop street at this point. 

On April 13, a Winchester man, 
the only local resident to lose his 
life in the four accidents, was 
struck and fatally injured by an 
uutomobile us he was crossing Ea- 
ton street at Washington street. 

Winchester through the years 
bus been very free of fatal automo- 
bile accidents, but the year, 1962- 
53, has been a bad one. In two of 
the four fatalities Winchester driv- 
ers were involved.

RENT CONTROLS 

Under present regulations, fed- 
eral and state, rent controls will 
expire July 31, 1953. It w'ill be 
recalled that the Town voted on 
September 16, 1952 to extend con- 
trols to July 31, 1963, the last date 
permitted under the regulations. 
The vote of the Town was very 
close, 1,727 yes to 1,714 no, a differ- 
ence of 13 votes. 

A statute recently passed by the 
Massachusetts Legislature effec- 
tive June 2, 1953, makes it permis- 
sible for a town to continue rent 
controls if it so votes at a town 
meeting called for thut purpose by 
the Selectmen. Such a vote must 
contain a declaration that a sub- 
stantial shortage of a rental hous- 
ing accommodations exists in the 
town and that control of rents 
therein is necessary in the public 
interest. 

It is the intention of the Board 
of Selectmen to present this mat- 
ter for the Town to vote on at the 
next town meeting to be called in 
the Fall, unless a sufficient number 
of citizens petition the Board for

Camp Fcllsland, the local Scout 
Camp located in Amesbury, Mums., 
opened on Sunday, June 28th, with 
a group of 90 hoys plus a stnfT of 
30 coming in to register and to he- 
, come full-fledged campers of the 
‘J9th season of Camp Fellsland. 

This total of 90 hoys is a large 
number to handle on opening day. 
The procedure for these young men 
entering camp is that they and 
their families first park in the am- 
ple parking area and then go to 
the Memorial Lodge where the hoy 
and his parents visit the registra- 
tion desk to pay his hoard and in- 
surance fee. On entering, each boy 
is presented a letter of welcome 
and a full set of instructions. From 
the registration desk the boy goes 
to the store-man, where all his 
money is put into a bank account 
so that there is qo chance of any 
boy losing his money during active 
participation in the camp program. 
The boys can draw on this store 
account for any camping tonic, 
craft articles or for shooting at the 
rifle range. From this station boys 
go to the camping assignment 
where they have their choice of go- 
ing into a regular wooden screened 
cabin or a tent. Scouts who want to 
tent out must have had previous 
camp experience. No first-year 
camper is allowed in a tent for 
Hanger area. Then the hoy gets his 
luggage, takes it to his cabin or 
tent, and changes into his bathing 
trunks and shoes. He then visits 
the camp infirmary, where he has 
a complete physical re-check to see 
that he is physically fit and carries 
no communicable disease. If he 
passes this test he is given a tag 
and then goes directly to the water- 
front, where he takes a swimming 
test to show whether he is a be- 
ginner, intermediate or advanced 
swimmer. His rating will determine 
the area in which he will he allow- 
ed to swim. When this has been 
completed he goes to his cabin and 
gets into his uniform, ready to join 
seven other boys in his cabin and 
an adult leader. The routine may 
not seem much to the layman, but, 
in the language of the camp staff, 
it means four hours of solid check- 
ing and work on the part of every 
single member of the staff. 

This week, beginning July 5th, 
is the “bursting - at - the - seams” 
week as far as Camp is concerned, 
for statistics show that only 7 hoys 
will leave Camp and 30 new ones 
will be coming in. This means 
there will be about 120 boys and 
30 Staff, which is the capacity of 
the Camp; so if you are a Scout and 
want to attend Camp hut have not 
registered, please arrange to come 
during one of the later weeks as it 
is impossible to take care of more 
hoys this week. The following 
weeks, however, are not so crowd- 
ed and there will be room for any 
new Campers who may apply. 

The Camp is fortunate in having 
added new canoes and boats and a 
brand new Basket-ball court. Also 
an addition to the boat and canoe 
wharf as well as to the Directors* 
Cabin.

LOCAL BOYS ON WAY 
TO CALIFORNIA 

A delegation of five Winchester 
' young men from Fellsland Council 
I of Boy Scouts left on Tuesdnv, 
July 7th on what is known ns the 
"Lobster Special” train from Wor- 
cester on their cross-country trip 
to the Third National Jamboree for 
the Boy Scouts of America. This 
is the beginning of some seven or. 
eight thousand miles of cross coun- 
try traveling that these young men 
will make during the month of July. 

The group consists of Anthony 
Doyle, Troop No. 12; Harold Ek- 
strom. Troop No. 7; Robert Kugler, 
Troop No. f»; Philip Dresser, Post 
No. 7; and David McLean, Troop 
No. 4. The first stop for these 
young men, along with some 600 
other Scouts from New England, 
will he at New York. 

Then they will hoard the train 
for Chicago, where there will he a 
short stay, and then follow the 
Northern States stopping at Glacier 
National Park, the Indian Reser- 
vation, Grand Coulee Dam and 
Spokane, Washington. They next 
travel down the West Coast to 
Santa Ana which is just south of 
Los Angeles. There they will par- 
ticipate in pre-Jamborce prepar- 
ations for three days before the 
July 17th official opening of the 
Third National Scout Jamboree, 
which will include 13 representa- 
tives from European and Asiastic 
countries in addition to the posses- 
sions of the United States. Al- 
together there will he over 50,000 
Scouts from the United States and 
foreign countries encamped here on 
what is known as the Irvin Ranch 
of Newport Harbor, California. 
This ranch is owned by the Irvin 
family and consists of over 100,000 
acres on an area that is nine miles 
wide and twenty-three miles long. 
This land has been in the Irvin 
family since the Spanish grants 
were maeje previous to the 1849 
Gold Rush. The actual camp site 
itself will be over 15 square miles 
in area. 

There will he three occasions 
when the 50,000 hoys will he to- 
gether in the large arena. This 
will he the opening night on Fri- 
day the 17th when special stage 
productions are put on. Then on 
Sunday, July 19th, there will he a 
grand convocation when all the 
boys in the leading states will come 
together for one special affair. In 
the morning of July 19th, all the 
various faiths will have their own 
services hut in the evening all of 
them will meet for one general 
gathering which will be known as 
the theme “My Duty to God.” 
Tuesday, July 21st, will be “Holly- 
wood Night”, with a variety show, 
fireworks, and an entertainment by 
famous movie stars. Every other 
one of the afternoons and evenings 
will have smaller demonstrations 
in the smaller arena for special 
rodeos, novelty training and things 
of that sort. On the closing even- 
ing of Thursday, July 23rd, there 
will he the final ceremony known 
as the “Cavalcade of Scouting.” 
Fiom July 24th to July 27th, the 
boys will break Camp and start 
homeward on a southern route 
through Salt Lake City, Denver, 
Chicago and so forth. On this re- 
turn trip the boys will have an 
opportunity to swim in the Salt 
Lake in Salt Lake City, and parti- 
cipate in a rodeo in Denver, Colo- 
rado. The boys are due home on 
Tuesday, July 28th.

RULES AND REGULATIONS RELATIVE TO THE 
GRANTING AND REVOCATION OF PERMITS 
FOR FIRES IN OPEN AIR 


In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 48, Section 13 
of the General Laws, as amended, I hereby prescribe the following 
rules and regulations relative to the granting and revocation of 
permits for fires in the open air, revoking any rules und regu- 
lations heretofore made thereunder. 

1. Whenever the Governor, in his discretion, shull issue 
a proclamation closing the forests and woodlands of 
the Commonwealth, all outstanding permits for open 
air fires shull forthwith he revoked. 

2. No Forest Warden or Fire Chief of any city or town, 
or official exercising the duties of a Forest Warden 
or Fire Chief, shull issue any permit for a fire in the 
open air during such time as a proclamation by the 
Governor closing the* forests und woodlunds of the 
Commonwealth shall remain in force and effect, ex- 
cept with the writen approval of the State Forester 
and under such conditions as he shall prescribe. 

Renaly for uny violation of these rules und regula- 
tions shall be in accordance with the provisions of 
said chapter 48, Section 13 of the Genera) Laws.

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A PROCLAMATION 

19 5 3 

Since a serious fire hazard exists in some of the forests and 
woodlands of the Commonwealth by reason of extreme drought, 
acting under the authority vested in me under General Luws 
(Ter. Ed.) c. 131, sec. 57 as amended, I hereby proclaim that com- 
mencing at 6:00 p. m., Eastern Daylight Saving Time, on July 3, 
1953, all sections of the forests and woodlands of the Common- 
wealth lying east of the Connecticut River shall be closed to all 
persons except the owners and tenants of such forests and wood- 
lands and their agents or employees or persons holding written 
permission from such owners or tenants to enter thereon for any 
purpose not prohibited by law, provided, however, that this proc- 
lamation shall not prohibit entry into any recreation area main- 
tained on any land owned by the Commonwealth or any political 
sub-division thereof if fire patrols are maintained on said areas 
during the time that the public is admitted thereto. 

I further proclaim in accordance with said chapter 131, section 
57, as amended that, in the area of the Commonwealth lying east 
of the Connecticut River, there shall be a closed season on all 
fishing, except as hereafter provided, hunting and trapping, and I 
prohibit the possession of firearms on tin* property of another 
during the continuance of the pro ! r. <► » except that fishing 
from boats shall not be prohibited in • nv Inland water which can 
be reached without entering any woo iland. 

This proclamation shall remain in effect during the con- 
tinuance of the present danger to forests and woodlands of this 
Commonwealth and until they shall he reopened by proclamation.

INJURED AS CAR HIT POLE 


There was only one death during 
the famous 31 -man Lewis and 
Clark expedition to the West 150 
years ago, says the National Geo- 
graphic Society. That fatality re- 
sulted not from wild animals or 
Indians, but from a “bilious colic.” 


Mexican oropendulas, members 
of the blackbird family, select for 
a nesting place a tree with a wasp 
nest built around its trunk. With 
wasps around, maurauding mon- 
keys, raccoons and opossums stay 
clear. 


The London Zoological Society’s 
Fish House, opened 100 years ago 
this year, was the first attempt to 
keep water breathing animals on 
public exhibition, the National 
Geographic Society recalls. Al- 
though improperly built for its pur- 
pose, it sparked wide interest in 
aquariums. The original Fish 
House was replaced in 1924. 


Mrs. Helen E. Sullivan of 12 
Buckman Court, Woburn, was treat- 
ed at the Winchester Hospital Tues- 
day afternoon after tHe car she 
was driving north on Cambridge 
street struck a pole about two hun- 
dred feet south of the Texaco gas 
station at the comer of Pond street.

The police found Mrs. Sullivan’s 
car bad crossed the street from the 
easterly to the westerly side 
before striking the pole, which was 
snapped completely off about 4 feet 
above ground and left hanging by 
the wires. 

Police believe Mrs. Sullivan must 
have blacked out just before the 
accident as there were neither skid 
nor brake marks on the street. Her 
car was wrecked about the front 
end. She sustained head injuries 
and was cut about the wrist of her 
left arm. 

At the hospital Mrs. Sullivan 
was attended by Dr. Charles Roo- 
ney who, after preliminary treat- 
ment, ordered her held to deter- 
mine the full extent of her injuries.

HETAL MIXTURE ENRICHES 
AUSTRALIAN WASTELANDS 


Metals commonly are combined 
with other metals to produce use- 
ful alloys, but in Australia minute 
quantities of metallic minerals are 
mixed with soil to turn a 6,000,000 
acre wasteland into productive 
farm and pasture land. 

The wasteland is the “Ninety- 
Mile-Desert” in the southeastern 
part of the continent, straddling the 
boundary between the states of 
South Australia and Victoria, says 
the National Geographic Society. 

The metals that are building soil 
fertility in the area are chiefly cop- 
per and zinc. Manganese and 
molybdenum are used to a smaller 
extent. All are applied in minute 
quantities, mixed with a much 
larger amount of superphosphate 
fertilizer. 

Well-Watered 

Land being transformed has long 
been open to settlers, but the pi- 
oneers who have tried it have found 
it so unproductive that few re- 
mained. Although well watered, 
the land showed its poverty through 
the scrub timber, bush and coarse 
grass that grew untended. 

Discovery that this “desert” 
could be made productive through 
addition of such minute quantities 
of minerals that they are termed 
“trace” elements was made by the 
Commonwealth Scientific and In- 
dustrial Research Organization. 
Small scale experiments produced 
not only good forage for sheep, but 
grain and seed crops. 

The process of turning the desert 
into good land was expensive, and 
considerably beyond the means of 
the average homesteader. An or- 
ganization with plentiful funds was 
needed, and it was found in the 
Australian Mutual Provident So- 
ciety, largest mutual life insurance 
organization on the continent. 

Farm Every Two Weeks 

The company took over the de- 
velopment of some 750,000 acres, 
500,000 in South Australia and 250,- 
000 in Victoria, in a project aimed 
at providing “a farm every two 
weeks” when it gets into full oper- . 
ation. 

Thq farms will he of 800 to 1,000 
acres each, and will be turned over 
to applicants at the rate of 20 to 
30 a year. Each will be complete 
with buildings, established pasture, 
fencing and stock. 

The land is first cleared of scrub 
growth in a “logging” operation 
that levels as many as 30 to 50 
acres an hour. Two 60-foot logs 
are coupled together and chained 
behind heavy tractors. Dragged 
through the brush at top tractor 
speed, the logs clear swathes 100 
feet wide as fast as they can be 
towed. 

Trace Elements Added 

Once the ground is cleared it is 
plowed by immense eight-tandem 
disc plows, and allowed to lie fallow 
for several months. Then the land 
is cultivated again and the all-im- 
portant mineral elements are added, 
along with fertilizer. Standard 
practice is to mix seven pounds of 
copper sulphate and seven pounds 
of zinc sulphate to 187 pounds of 
superphosphate for each acre. 

The enriched soil is planted with 
seed and cover crops in preparation 
for final distribution to new farm- 
ers. Efficiency of the metal-enrich- 
ed soil has been proved by several 
pioneer farm families. These set- 
tlers are now successfully raising 
sheep and grain.

FOURTH OF JULY, 1903 


A Glorious Day And A Glorious Event 


NEWSY PARAGRAPHS 


Last Friday night shortly before 
11 o’clock a large limb fell from a 
tree on Ridgefield road in front of 
the home of Mr. John S. Pearson. 
Officer Thomas Kennedy was sent 
there to prevent accidents and 
Officer William T. Haggerty dis- 
patched to put wurning lanterns on 
the limb until it could be removed 
by Tree Superintendent Edward 
McKenzie and his crew. 

A resident of Cross street noti- 
fied the police last Friday night 
thut a bell was persistently ringing 
in his neighborhood, yet he could 
not locate it. Officer William Hag- 
gerty finally discovered that the 
bell was a defective burglar alarm 
at the New England Modelling 
Shop nearby. The owner came 
from Woburn to shut off* the alurm.

If there have been any doubting 
Thomases regarding the advisabil- 
ity of expending the town’s money 
for celebrating the Fourth, there 
are now few of them and far be- 
tween . . . 

In the first place we were highly 
favored by the weather. If it had 
been made to order for us, it could 
not have been more suitable for the 
time and the occasion. The day 
was ushered in as usual by the ring- 
ing of bells and the firing of pistols 
and fire crackers and the tooting 
of horns and various other noises 
which go to make the “great and 
glorious Fourth.” 

Perhaps the most impressive and 
the most dignified feature of the 
whole celebration was the meeting 
at the Town Hall at 10 o’clock. 
Promptly at the hour the hall was 
filled with an audience of our best 
men and women with a goodly num- 
ber of young people. All came to 
listen, for from first to last all were 
as attentive as if they were in 
church. 

The Woburn Band began the 
exercises with choice selections 
from the best patriotic and popular 
music. Promptly at the appointed 
hour, Mr. George Coit, the presid- 
ing officer of the occasion, follow- 
ed by J. Harper Blaisdell, who was 
to read the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, and Hon. Samuel W. Mc- 
Call, the orator of the day, came 
onto the platform and were re- 
ceived with long and enthusiastic 
applause. 

After a few well chosen prelim- 
inary remarks, Chairman Ooit in- 
troduced J. Harper Blaisdell who 
proceeded to read in a loud and 
distinct voice, which penetrated 
every corner of the hall, the glo- 
rious text of the time-honored 
Declaration of Independence. After 
this reading Miss Florence Dyer of 
Grove street, the well known and 
popular soprano, sang the “Star 
Spangled Banner” with exquisite 
skill and vigor. 

Mr. Coit was very happy in the 
few words with which he intro- 
duced Hon. Samuel W. McCall, the 
orator of the day. If the Town 
Hall ever resounded with applause, 
it was on this occasion when this 
distinguished citizen and Congress- 
man for their district came for- 
ward to give his oration, or rather 
“a talk to his fellow citizens,” as 
he called it. 

Mr. McCall began his oration by 
referring to the circumstances 
which brought about the signing of 
the Declaration, saying that the 
American Commonwealth was 
founded on the broad moral prin- 
ciple that governments derived 
their just powers from the con- 
sent of the governed, which was 
established by seven years of strug- 
gle and confirmed nearly 100 years 
later in the great war of the re- 
bellion. After paying eloquent trib- 
ute to the men who fought and 
bled in these wars, Mr. McCall said: 

“What do we of today propose 
to do with the idea for which our 
nation came at last to stand? If 
it has worked badly, if neither we 
nor other nations have benefitted 
by it, then perhaps it might he said 
that we should reject it, hut if it 
has worked well for us and for 
mankind, then we should add stu- 
pidity to dishonor if we overturned 
the foundations cemented in as no- 
ble blood as ever was shed in war. 

Mr. McCall then argued that the 
American Revolution had more 
profoundly benefitted m unkind 
than any other event in political 
history. It had brought in the era 
of the people. It had unshackled 
the most potent force upon this 
plunet. the human intellect, and by 
extending equal opportunity to ail 
it had set millions of minds in prac- 
tical motion. The world had gain- 
ed infinitely more thun was pos- 
sible under the old system where 
the energies of the few were chiefly 
adsorbed in governing and plunder- 
ing the many. 

Mr. McCall spoke for thirty min- 
utes. Every word was listened to 
with profound attention and the 
speaker was frequently and en- 
thusiastically appluuded. It was a 
most masterful effort, and will add 
substantially to the speakers repu- 
tation as an eloquent orator and as 
an independent Congressman. 

The athletic events in the after- 
noon were started by a hullgame 
between two Winchester teams, 
composed of the best hall players 
in town. The game resulted in a 
victory for the Hiawathas over the 
Coney Island Club in the score of 
7-4. In the seventh inning the 
score was a tie, 4-4, hut soon sev- 
eral good hits brought home the 
winning runs for the Iliuwuthas.

Promptly at 3 o’clock the field 
and track events were started. The 
first event was the hundred yard 
dash for men. On account of the 
size of the crowd, the committee 
had the event take place in the 
middle of Manchester Field. At 
the start William Little took the 
lead and kept it for fifty yards. 
Wilder Gutterson, however, crept 
up and passed him, finishing first 
with Little a close second. The 
time was ten and four-fifths sec- 
onds. 

The next event, the 25 yard egg 
race for girls, proved most inter- 
esting as well as ludicrous. Twelve 
little girls lined up holding in their 
mouths large spoons on which were 
placed glass eggs. The idea was 
to carry the egg in that position 
for 25 yards. The race was won 
by Eva Stowers and Eva Morris 
was second. 

The shoe race for hoys came next 
on the program. In this event the 
hoys were lined up one hundred 
yards from a barrel in which were 
placed their shoes. On reaching 
the barrel they were to pick out 
their shoes, put them on and race 
back to the starting line. The race 
was most easily won by Julius 
Hovey who came in half a minute 
ahead of any of the others. Alex 
Hendrickson was second. 

The next event was the quurter 
mile run. This race was easily 
taken by Frank Sullivan with John 
Russell, second. As Sullivan was 
at no time pressed for his place 
the time was slow, it being exactly 
one minute flat. 

The hundred yard race for girls 
proved to he most interesting. 
About 20 girls entered, but the 
field was soon distanced by the two 
leaders who raced to the very 
finish. Rhoda Foley came in first 
with Claudia Leforte, second. The 
time was very fast, 13 seconds. 

The hop-step-and-jump was next. 
In this event Frank Sullivan easily 
took first with a jump of 39 ft., 1 
in., and H. J. Lyons took second on 
a jump of 37 ft., 6 in. 

Probably the most laughable 
feature of the afternoon was the 
obstacle race for boys. In this the 
hoys were compelled to get through 
barrels, jump, wheel wheel-bar- 
rows, and many other ludicrous 
things. The race was won by Arthur 
Cameron and Fred Jctter was sec- 
ond. 

The next event was the mile run. 
At the start F. H. Higgins took the 
lead und kept it a greater part of 
the race. On the second lap Ches- 
ter C. Locke tripped and fell, cut- 
ting his knee badly, hut he pluek- 
ily continued to the end. On the 
home stretch came the sensutionul 
feature. Higgins lost his lead and 
P. H. Dennen on the last 25 years 
sprinted hard, taking the race by 
u nurrow margin. C. T. Proctor 
came a close second. The time was 
5m, 6 2 f>8, the best thus has ever 
been made on Manchester Field in 
a race. 

The last event on the program 
was the 100 yard dash for hoys 
under 12, which wus run off in two 
heats. Edgar Peterson, first; 
Joseph O’Melia, second. 

The grand celebration of the day 
closed with a splendid display of 
fireworks. At dusk the crowds be- 
gan to assemble on Manchester 
Field. At dark there must have 
been several thousand present. 
The nearby towns must have fur- 
nished hundreds of spectators. For

MRS. MAUDE H. BRIDGE 


Mrs. Maude II. Bridge of 37 Lloyd 
street, widow of Henry Saunders 
Bridge, former deputy treasurer of 
Massachusetts, died Thursday, July 
9, after an illness of two years. 

Mrs. Bridge was the daughter of 
Capt. Harrison Burdette, and Mary 
Elisabeth (Cole) Arey. Her father, 
an old-time sea captain, was master 
of English ships, the barque, 
"Hochclagu,” and the ship, “Duke 
of York.” Her family on both her 
father’s and mother’s side was rep- 
resented among the earliest arriv- 
als from England on Cape Cod and 
in Maine. For several generations 
both the Areys and Coles numbered 
many master mariners who sailed 
their own ships all over the world. 

Mrs. Bridge was born December 
4, 1701), in Bombay, India, but came 
with her parents to the United 
States at the age of six years and 
grew up in Newburyport. She at- 
tended the Newburyport schools 
and then studied stenography and 
typewriting with a prominent court 
reporter in Boston, later working 
as a court reporter herself. 

After her father had been lost 
at sea and following the death of 
her mother, Mrs. Bridge moved 
with her sister, Miss May E. Arey, 
to an apartment in Boston. For a 
time Mrs. Bridge worked in an in- 
surance office, but later she was for 
twelve years a private secretary 
in the Treasury Department of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 
It was there that she met Mr. 
Bridge, whom she married on Feb- 
ruary 12, 11)08. Mr. Bridge held rc- 
spot.sib e positions at the State 
Hou o for more than 30 years, re- 
tiring as Deputy Treasurer in 1910. 

Mis. Bridge and her husband 
came to Winchester after their 
marriage, establishing their home 
at 37 Lloyd street. Mr. Bridge died 
in 1910, but his widow lived in the 
Lloyd street house for 45 years. 

She was for 28 years a member 
of the Fortnightly Women’s Club, 
being an interested member of the 
club’s Literary Croup for 10 years. 
United with the First Congrega- 
tional Church in 1910, she served 
for two yours as president of the 
Western Missionary Union and she 
Wfts also a member of the Mission 
Union, both of that church. She wus 
a charter member of the Winches* 
ter Historical Society, fl member 
of the Women’s Republican Club of 
Winchester, and the Winchester 
Circle of the Florence Crittenton 
League. While living in Newbury- 
port and Boston she was active in 
church and society circles. 

Mrs. Bridge leaves her sister, 
Miss May E. Arey, with whom she 
made her home. A son, Henry Arey 
Bridge, died November 25, 1932, at 
the age of 23 years. 

Private funeral services were 
held Saturday afternoon at the late 
residence with the Rev. Henry F. 
Smith of this town, retired pastor 
of the West Medford Congrega- 
tional Church, officiating. Butial 
was in the family lot in Oak Hill 
Cemetery, Newburyport.

VOLCANO ERUPTION 


Mr. and Mrs. Robert* Cross of 
Spenard, Alaska, with their son, 
Richard, 4, and daughter, Gayl, 2, 
had the thrilling experience of wit- 
nessing the eruption of the volcano 
Mt. Spur, near Anchorage, Alaska, 
on July 9. Mr. Cross is a former 
Winchester hoy and the son of Mr. 
and Mrs. A. W. Cross of Winthrop 
street. 

“Bob” and his family live on a 
homestead outside Anchorage and 
plenty near enough to witness the- 
excitement. 

They first thought the eruption 
was a heavy storm, but by 10 o’clock 
in the forenoon they were warned 
by radio that Mt. Spur was erupting 
and what they thought was a heavy 
rainstorm was really the precipita- 
tion of volcanic ash or lava. 

By noontime on the day of the 
eruption it was as dark in and 
around Anchorage as the blackest 
night one could imagine. Mr. and 
Mrs. Cross drove about a bit in 
their car to get nearer the eruption 
and found that although the erup- 
tion was obscuring the sky to the 
east and west, the sun was shining 
to the north and south. They picked 
up some of the volcanic ash and 
sent it to Mr. Cross’ parents in 
Winchester, the senior Mrs. Cross 
describing it as resembling dark 
gray cement. The hasty note dis- 
patched from Spenard to Winches- 
ter made no mention of any damage 
or Iosh of life due to the eruption.

MAKING TRAFFIC CHECK 

POLICE HAVE NOVEL 
INSTRUMENT IN USE 


Not only Police chiefs from sur- 
rounding cities and towns, hut j 
Registry of Motor Vehicle inspec- 
tors have been much interested in 
the ingenious little gadget being 
used by the Winchester Police in 
connection with a traffic control 
project on Main street. 

Sgt. Edward F. Bowler came 
hack from his course at F. IT. 1. 
school in Washington with pictures 
and descriptions of a machine got- 
ten up by the F. B. 1. in connection 
with its traffic work. Briefly the 
machine is a sort of periscope which 
passing cars light up. It is set up 
at one end of a carefully measured 
220 ft. strip of road with an officer 
and stopwatch at the other end. 

H.v starting his watch and stop- 
ping it at the flash of the periscope 
the officer gets an accurate check 
on the speed of the motor vehicle 
against the legal rate established 
for the 220 ft. stretch. Incidentally 
the periscope and stopwatch work 
equally well whether the gadget or 
the officer is reached first by the 
car to he measured. 

Chief Charles J. Harrold of the 
Police Department was interested 
in the machine as described by Sgt. 
Bowler and, after looking over the 
diagram carefully, constructed one 
at his home for use by local officers. 

It was put in use Wednesday on 
Main street, first at Town Way and 
in the afternoon, at Stowell road. 
During the morning 670 cars pass- 
ed over the 220 ft. strip in two 
hours and 10 minutes. 

Motor Vehicle inspectors who 
witnessed the gadget in operation 
were especially interested in the 
potentialities of the periscope as a 
means of measuring speeding cars, 
but felt that a somewhat larger 
periscope with a range of 660 ft. 
would he better for such work. 

According to Chief Harrold there 
is no reason why such a periscope 
can not be constructed and prove 
entirely workable. He and his 
officers tried the one now in use at 
660 ft. and although the light was 
just visible they felt that the larger 
one would he necessary for the 
longer distance. 


RENT CONTROL 


The Selectmen are continuing to 
he alert to the wishes of the Town 
relative to rent control. Only a 
few scattered requests have been 
noted to them. 

These seem to he about equally 
divided between those interested in 
control and in decontrol. This 
would seem to confirm the very 
close vote of a few months ago 
when the Town, by the narrow 
margin of 13 votes, voted to con- 
tinue controls to July 81st. 

The Winchester Board of Select- 
men are still of the opinion that 
this matter can best he settled at 
the town meeting which is schedul- 
ed for early Fall. However, if a 
sufficient number of persons peti- 
tion for earlier action, the Select- 
men will he pleased to consider it. 

There is nothing in the law that 
provides for the time between the 
lapsing of rent control and the 
date when the town votes to resume 
it, if such action is taken. 

If, at the special town meeting, 
to be held in the fall, the meeting 
should vote to resume rent control, 
the Selectmen are empowered to 
appoint a five-member committee 
to adminster rent control in Win- 
chester under the State coordin- 
ator. Action on rents raised or 
established during the period when 
the town had no rent control, would, 
in the opinion of the Selectmen, be 
discretionary with this hoard. 


WINCHESTER 
DISASTER RELIEF FUND 


Solicitors and other residents of 
the town are urged to turn in to 
the Winchester Trust Company 
their collections of contributions to 
the Worcester Disaster Relief 
Fund. 

Collections so far total only 
$1750, a disappointing amount con- 
sidering the goal of $1 per capita 
set by Gov.

It is recognized that many 
churches and some other organiz- 
ations had already taken collec- 
tions, hut it was expected that the 
general campaign would be more 
successful.

It would he weel for parents to 
impress upon their progeny that 
tampering with mail-boxes isn’t a 
good thing to do.

In the matter of rent control the 
Selectmen have taken the position 
that here has been unsufficient in- 
terest in extending the control be- 
yond the date of expiration July 31 
to warrant calling a special town 
meeting to consider the matter.

W.H.S. BORER ROOM 
RENOVATION 


A major step in the renovation of 
the present High School was taken 
during the past year with the in- 
stallation of a new system for 
generating heat. Although the 
original heating ducts and pipes 
for the building remain in use, the 
boiler room was reconstructed and 
new equipment installed at a cost 
of $78,451.20. 

The following description of the 
project is taken from a report pre- 
pared by Merrill Associates, the 
engineers. 

The boiler room at the High 
School has been completely reno- 
vated. The old worn out boilers 
and settings have been replaced 
with new fully automatic steam 
generating units. The apparatus 
consists of two new 78" diameter 
Scotch Marine type fire tube steam 
boilers equipped with new smoke 
breeching, automatic combustion 
controls, induced draft fan, air sup- 
ply fan and automatic boiler water 
feed system. Fuel oil is stored 
underground in a new steel tank 
and is heated by a thermal electric 
conduction system. 

The installation of the new 
equipment required the removal of 
the coal pocket roof and structural 
alterations to the boiler room and 
coal pocket. Part of the latter has 
been converted to a pump room and 
space arranged for servicing boil- 
ers and auxiliaries. A complete ; 
new system of steam and conden- I 
sate return piping has been install- ! 
ed in the boiler room und pump ! 
room. 

The sprinkler system in the boil- i 
er loom has been revised and new 
wiring installed so that in the event 


of a fire anywhere in the school the 
Fire Department is automatically 
notified. 

The engineers in collaboration 
with Dr. Norris, Superintendent of 
Schools and Mr. Thomas Drapeau, 
Supervisor of Buildings and 
Grounds, were able to accomplish 
the extensive revision without in- 
terfering with the school schedules. 
The scope of this work presented a 
number of difficult problems which 
were overcome by full cooperation 
of all persons involved. The fol- 
lowing list of firms were engaged 
to do this work.

Bids for the work were submitted 
August 13, 1952. Notice to proceed 
was received September 8, and 
steam was supplied the new boilers 
on October 15. Coordination and 
cooperation by all concerned pre- 
vented any interruption of school 
class sessions due to lack of heat, 
a truly remarkable performance.

SIZE AND AGE OF THE 
UNIVERSE DOUBLED 
BY PALOMAR DISCOVERY 

| How old is the universe? HoW 
biff? Can such questions be 
answered nl nil ? 

Astronomers are busy recomput- 
inp: former estimates following? 

discovery of the most far-reaching 
error man ever made. Measure- 
ments at Palomar Observatory 
have shown the entire visible uni- 
verse outside the earth’s own 
ff&laxy to be twice as far away, 
twice as old, and eiffht times as biff 
as science previously thouffht. 

Dr. Walter Baade of the Califor- 
nia Institute of Technoloffy’s Mount 
Wilson and Palomar Observatories 
has opened a new prespective on 
the whole of creation, the National 
Geoffraphic Society says. What do 
his measurements mean? 

Two-Billion-Year Journey 

They mean that Palomar’s 200- 
inch Hale telescope, larffest in the 
world, can see twice as far. Liffht 
that it captures from the farthest 
faint star has been on its way to 
earth for two billion years instead 
of one. 

“Island universes” of stars, 
similar to the Milky Way but at 
stafffferinff distances out in space, 
are twice as biff as had been sup- 
posed. Thus our own ffalaxy, in- 
stead of beinff an unexplained 
ffiant, is scaled down to more 
matching size. 

Distant nebulae, believed by the 
theory of the expandinp universe 
to be rushinp away from a common 
center at every-increasing speeds, 
have taken twice as long to reach 
their present positions. Thus the 
universe is twice as old, on a scale 
of four billion years rather than 
two. Earth’s estimated ape of 
about thee billion years is no longer 
puzzling. 

The entire volume of space 
within outermost view of the 200- 
inch reflector is swelled eight 
times. 

Palomar’s Sky Survey 

Within a somewhat smaller 
sphere of vision, Palomar’s 48-inch 
“Big Schmidt” telescope-camera 
for four years has been systematic- 
ally photographing every part of 
the visible heavens in a sweeping 
Sky Survey sponsored jointly by 
Caltech and the National Geogra- 
phic Society. 

From this history-making map 
of the universe, astronomers expect 
to find new clues to how matter is 
distributed in the heavans, how it 
behaves in space we can see, and 
thus how it presumably acts in un- 
known space beyond. 

Sky Survey astronomers base 
their concept of a universe expand- 
ing like a balloon upon the nature 
of light from distant nebulae. This 
theory, established nearly 20 years 
ago by Caltech’s Drs. Edwin P. 
Hubble and Milton L. Humason, 
has raised fascinating questions as 
to the origin and overall size of all 
creation. 

Can the reel of myriad ages be 
regarded as having started at a 
specific time and place some four 
billion years ago? Do celestial 
systems hurtling outward eventu- 
ally reach the speed of light and 
disappear forever from view? 

Until the Sky Survey began, only 
relatively few wide-scattered neb- 
ulae could be studied for evidence. 
Now literally thousands of new 
nebulae and clusters of nebulae are 
being discovered as the photo- 
graphic map is built. 

From them will come new chance 
for man to learn how large creation 
really is — whether it has bound- 
aries and a beginning, or whether 
it extends on endlessly and ageless- 
ly beyond all grasp.

WOMEN PACE MEN 
IN AERONAUTICS 


Residents of Lancaster, Califor- 
nia, lonff accustomed to the roar of 
jets from nearby Edwards Air 
Force Base, were unaware that a 
fliffht streaking 1 over them recently 
was makinff history. 

At the controls of the plane was 
a woman. Jacqueline Cochran was 
engaged in setting a new inter- 
national speed record and en route 
to becoming the first woman to fly 
faster than the speed of sound. 

Since Jeanne Genieve Garnerin 
of France made the first feminine 
solo balloon ascent in 1799, an in- 
creasing succession of daring wo- 
men have taken to aeronautics, 
says the National Geographic So- 
ciety. 

Forerunner of women pilots, 
Mme Garnerin was the wife of 
Andre Jacques Garnerin, one of the 
great balloonists of the era. To- 
gether they held the title of Official 
Aeronauts to Napoleon. 

Pioneer Aviatrices 

French aviatrix Helene Dutrieu 
early served notice that achieve- 
ments in heavier-than-air aviation 
were not to be held exclusively by 
men. The first woman to remain in 
the air for one hour, she was 
awarded the Coupe Femina trophy 
for her 40-mile flight over Paris on 
December 15, 1909. A year later 
she became the first woman to take 
up a passenger. 

An American, Harriet Quimby, 
created a sensation in 1912 by fly- 
ing the English Channel, tht most 
perilous flight yet attempted by a 
woman. Miss Quimby, the first 
licensed woman pilot in the United 
States, flew from Deal, England, 
to Eiphen, France. She maneuver- 
ed her fragile monoplane through 
dense clouds at an altitude of 6,000 
feet, guided only by a compass 
which she had never before used. 

Unfortunately, like many of her 
fellow pioneers of the air, her 
career was a brief one. She died in 
a crash near her home in Boston 
three months later. 

Amelia Earhart’s exploits, prior 
to her fatal venture in 1937, placed 
her in the front rank of pilots, men 
or women. She was the first wo- 
man to fly the Atlantic in a plane 
(1928), and the first woman to fly 
solo across the Atlantic (1932). 
She was the first person to fly solo 
from Hawaii to the U. S. mainland 
(1935). 

For her solo flight across the 
Atlantic, Miss Earhart received the 
National Geographic Society’s 
Special Gold Medal, never before 
awarded to a woman. 

Co-pilot For Her Husband 

Anne Morrow Lindbergh was the 
first woman to fly across the South 
Atlantic and to cross from America 
to Japan by air. On these journeys 
she served as copilot, navigator 
and radio operator for her husband. 
For her achievements, she became 
the first woman to receive the So- 
ciety’s Hubbard Gold Medal. 

The world's first woman strato- 
sphere flyer was Jeannette Pic- 
card. She piloted the balloon in 
which she and her husband, Dr. 
Jean Piccard, made a stratosphere 
flight to a height of approximately 
11 miles (57,579 feet) on October 
23, 1934. 

No American woman hud a 
larger hand in making flying a 
fact than Katherine Wright, sister 
of Orville and Wilbur Wright, al- 
though she never flew herself. 
Katherine Wright helped pay for, 
and actually helped build the 
Wright brothers* successful air- 
plane. 


GEOGRAPHIC ODDITIES 
AND BRIEFS 


Roof thatching is still a lively 
trade in England and Wales, where 
today there are nearly 900 master 
thatchers, says the National Geo- 
graphic Society. Properly laid, a 
thatched roof will last 15 to 25 
years. 


American farmer? have tnken trt 
growing cork and mny one day 
/•cak the virtual Mediterranean 
monopoly of this indispensable 
natural commodity. 

The cork ot bottle stoppers and 
motor gaskets, life Jackets and shoe 
soles, insulation and acoustic 
paneling, comes from the thick 
outer bark of Qucrcus suber, an 
evergreen member of the oak 
family hniling originally from 
countries bordering on the Mediter- 
ranean. 

Packed With Air 

No synthetic material yet found 
entirely takes the place of natural 
cork, says the National Geographic 
Society. Tacked with tiny air cells 
— as many * n nn 

ordinary bottle ctttl* — It l«t 
liont, compressible, litfhrt,, all but 
impervious to gases a fid liquids 
and so frictional that clutch discs 
are made of it. Much of the 160,- 
000 tons, or half the world supply, 
annually used in this country goo's 
into the making of linoleum. 

Portugal is the world’s leading 
cork producer. Spain is next, fol- 
lowed by French Africa. During 
World War II, exports from these 
countries all but stopped, and the 
United States became desperately 
short of a commodity badly needed 
for the making of ammunition and 
hundreds of other war items. 

But meanwhile, a Baltimore 
manufacturer of cork products had 
set out to be a modern-day Johnny 
Appleseed. Finding that the cork 
oak would grow in some 23 south- 
ern states from the eastern sea- 
board to the Pacific, this concern 
distributed thousands of free seed- 
lings and acorns. 

It outlined a scientific program 
of progressive plantings that was 
enthusiastically endorsed by the 
Department of Agriculture and 
many state governments. From 
1939 until the present, millions of 
cork oaks have been planted in this 
country, largely on poor land that 
would grow little else of value. 
Some cork is actually being pro- 
duced, but this comes from old 
trees planted in California and 
elsewhere long ago. 

Grows Slowly 

Even if the manufacturer’s plan 
is followed to fruition, it will be 
many years before the United 
States becomes self-sufficient in 
cork. The more slowly a cork oak 
grows, the better the bark, and in 
any event, it takes 20 years from 
planting to first stripping, 40 
years before the bark is of good 
quality. Only once every 6 to 10 
years can a tree be stripped. 

The operation consists of care- 
fully girdling the tree so the thin 
sap-conducting skin beneath is not 
injured, then prying off the thick 
bark, the main function of which 
appears to be to prevent the tree’s 
moisture from evaporating in the 
hot, dry climates the cork oak pre- 
fers. 

The bark is boiled to make it 
flexible, scraped free of a rough 
outer coating, pressed into flat 
sheets, haled, trimmed and shipped. 
Meanwhile the tree sets about 
growing a new layer of bark. A 
cork oak may be a profitable prop- 
erty when it is more than 100 years 
old. Even when not producing 
good bark, it is an excellent me- 
dium-size shade and ornamental 
tree, while pigs turned loose to 
feed upon its acorns quickly grow 
fat. 

An early advocate of cork fores- 
try in this country was Thomas 
Jefferson. In 1784 he sent acorns 
from France to a friend in South 
Carolina, and for years he urged 
his countrymen to plant cork oaks. 
Most adult cork trees in the United 
States, however, sprang from 
acorns imported from Spain by the 
Federal Government in 1858.

NOT A BAD IDEA! 


Down in Parkersburg, West Vir- 
ginia Circuit, Judge Donald Black 
has devised a program for teenage 
violators of the motor vehicle laws 
devised to discourage the young 
drivers from future violations and 
to familiarize themselves with 
traffic regulations. 

Judge Black, who also presides 
at juvenile court, reports the plan 
thus far has worked very well. 

When a young motorist is ar- 
raigned for the first time for reck- 
less driving or speeding, his license 
is turned over to a probation officer 
for a revocation period of 60 to 90 
days. During this time, the juve- 
nile must: 

1. Write in longhand all the pro- 
visions of the city code which coyer 
operation of a motor vehicle, in- 
cluding those pertaining to white 
lines, double lines, traffic lights, 
parking, etc. 

2. Write in longhand all pro- 
visions of the state code covering 
operati&n of a motor vehicle. 

3. Compute the distance an auto- 
mobile travels at the speed of 15 
miles an hour in one second, and 
then compute the distance an auto- 
mobile travels for every mile of 
speed beyond 15 miles an hour up 
to the speed that the offender was 
traveling when arrested. 

The “homework” must he turned 
in and approved before the driver’s 
permit is returned to him. 

The city and state driving laws 
cover several pages, Judge Black 
explained, and when the offender 
has completed the task of writing 
them, he will be familiar with the 
regulations. 

By computing the distances cov- 
ered by speeding vehicles, the 
driver is given an understanding 
of the dangers to himself and to 
other persons by speeding, he said.

The Board of Selectmen have 
sent the town’s check for $1,935.04 
to the Central Massachusetts Re- 
lief Committee in the Chamber of 
Commerce Building* Worcester, to 
aid in the rehabilitation of victims 
of the recent Worcester tornado. 

The check represents the town’s 
response to Governor Herter’s ap- 
peal for funds for the sufferers and 
the subsequent campaign resulting 
from the Governor’s appeal. The 
$1,935.04 does not represent Win- 
chester’s total contribution to the 
relief fund since many of the 
churches and other organizations in 
the community had forwarded 
separate substantial contributions 
to the disaster area. 

The Selectmen wish to thank all 
the organizations in town, the 
members of which so willingly con- 
tributed their time and efforts to 
collect relief funds. 

The need for financial assistance 
still exists, and any one who wishes 
to contribute can send his contribu- 
tion to Central Massachusetts 
Disaster Relief Committee, Inc., 
Room 4, Chamber of Commerce 
Building, Worcester, or may leave 
it at the Winchester Trust Com- 
pany. 

This is a very much needed effort 
that is providing food, clothing, 
shelter and medical care for many 
hundreds of people, and is *being 
well directed by a local committee.

SELF RESTRAINT BETTER POLICY 


Editor of the Star: 

We are not Surprised that more 
confusion has been added by the 
conflicting statements coming from 
the Secretary of Defense and from 
General Hershey head of Selective 
Service. On the basis of practical 
experience, the writer would put 
her money on General Hershey. 

The definition of an armistice is 
“a brief cessation of arms” — and, 
up to the time of writing — after 
two years of talking such an arniis- 
I ticc has not been signed. There is 
a strong temptation to answer dir- 
ectly the many letters and tele- 
phone calls received by the writer 
about the situation in Korea, but 
taking into consideration the “fluid” 
situation, self-restraint is the bet- 
ter policy. 

A rather large number of calls 
for pre-induction mental and phys- 
ical is being sent out by Selective 
Service for the end of this month 
nnd inasmuch as the writer leaves 
the end of the first week in August 
for a three week vacation in New 
Hampshire, will anyone wishing to 
consult with the writer please do 
so during the next two weeks (not 
week-ends).

AN EXPERIMENT 
FOR OUR TOWN 


WINCHESTER TO SERVE AS 
ORIENTATION CENTER 


“People Can Learn To Live To- 
gether By Living Together”. That 
basic philosophy inspired Donald 
Watt, Sr., to found The Experiment 
in International Living in 1932. 
There are about 80 responsible or- 
ganizations — and dozens of fly- 
by-night outfits — in the field of 
student travel. Of the 80, The Ex- 
periment in International Living is 
just about the oldest and, this year, 
the largest. It’s size is a simple 
coincidence as it has never striven 
to he large. 

With headquarters in Putney, 
Vermont, The Experiment is a non- 
profit, non-sectarian, educational 
organization with no political affi- 
liations. It’s purpose is to build up, 
in all countries, groups of people 
who are interested in working for 
better understanding between their 
own and other countries — at the 
Personal level — where it counts 
the most. It is about the only or- 
ganization that features the ad- 
vantage of living in a home in an- 
other country as the way to see the 
country through the eyes of its 
people — to come to know, respect 
and love a country from the inside. 

There will he about 1,000 stu- 
dents participating in an “Exper- 
iment” this year in countries other 
than their own. For each Exper- 
imenter, there are at least five 
others involved in the Program: his 
own parents, h i s Experiment 
parents in another country, and his 
Experiment brother or sister. Thus 
it can he said that 6,000 people will 
he taking part in an Experiment 
this year. 

From 37 States, the District of 
Columbia, 3 Provinces of Canada, 
Japan and Uruguay, over 500 Ex- 
perimenters are going abroad in 
1953. Fifty-three group (of ten 
each) will live in homes of 15 coun- 
tries of Western Europe, and in In- 
dia and Mexico. A natural corollary 
of the U. S.-to-Europe program is 
the Europe-to U. S. development 
for student groups. Twenty-two 
communities in 13 different States 
are opening their homes this sum- 
mer to Experiment groups from 
abroad. 

The Europe-to-U. S. Department 
of The Experiment has also ar- 
ranged a month’s hospitality for 
120 U. S. Department of State 
scholarship winners (P. L. 402, 
80th Congress) who will study for 
a year in this country. This is the 
third successive contract awarded 
The Experiment by the State De-

The National Geographic So- 
ciety has completed the largest 
map-making project in the 65-yenr 
history of its cartographic section 
and has started issuing the result 
— a 10-color historical map of the 
United States — to its 2,150,000 
members. 

In 41-by-26 , A-inch size, it is be- 
ing distributed with the June issue 
of the National Geographic Maga- 
zines, the editorial content of 
which was carefully selected to 
complement the map. Larger 
copies, 07 by 43 Mt inches, can be 
obtained through the Society’s 
headquarters here. 

! Dr. Gilbert Grosvcnor, president 
of the Society and editor of its 
Magazine, planned the map to 
commemorate the 150th anniver- 
sary of the Louisiana Purchase in 
1803, that “most momentous leal 
1 estate deal in history” by which the 
United States doubled the size of 
its territory. 

Ten Months’ Research 

Chief cartographer James M. 
Darley and a senior assistant, Well- 
man Chamberlin, spent ten months 
in research before the first draw- 
; ings were made. Investigation of 
: past and present history fortunate- 
ly continued even after the litho- 
graphic presses started to roll. 

Soon after the first copies were 
printed, Chief Sitting Hull’s hones 
were moved from North Dakota to 
South Dakota, thereby making one 
of the map’s 912 historical notes 
obsolete. The presses were stop- 
ped Plates were corrected, and 
only the first few copies fail to 
note the famous Indian’s present 
resting place. 

Seventeen members of Mr. Dar- 
ley’s staff worked 7,764 hours on 
the project. Among their tasks 
was the charting of 14 historic ex- 
poration routes and major pioneer 
trails to the West. 

One route is that of the Lewis 
and Clark Expedition, which first 
crossed the Louisiana Territory. 
The leading article in the June 
Magazine is an account of a trip 
made last summer over the very : 
same route by National Geogra- 
phic writer - photographer Ralph 
Gray. 

Three Enlarged Insets 
The map has three large-scale 
insets, two of them of the East 
coast, where America began. The 
third shows graphically how the 
Thirteen Colonies of 1783 grew 
through purchase and annexation 
into the United States of today. 
Where many published maps of the 
Louisiana Purchase overlooked the 
lengthy disputes involving several 
small portions of the Territory, 
this inset is accurate to the last 
date and square mile. 

Along with the historical map 
and the accompanying articles, the 
June Magazine for the first time 
in the Society’s history contains 
page maps in color. There are six 
in four colors, two in black and 
white. Most are reproductions by 
Society cartographers of old maps 
important in American history. 

Included are Captain John 
Smith’s early 17th century charts 
of Virginia and New England, and 
the Mitchell map used by both 
British and American generals in 
Revolutionary War campaigns. A 
third is the Aaron Arrowsmith map 
of 1795. 

The latter should settle many 
claims as to what towns George 
Washington visited. All the first ( 
President’s travel routes are print- 
ed upon it. It shows indisputably 
that Washington was the most 
widely traveled American official 
of his age.

Unpredictable as an April show- 
er buj; dangerous as a runaway 
locomotive, flash floods cannot be 
forecast in advance or controlled 
by man-made devices, says the Na- 
tional Geographic Society. Their 
toll in lives and property damage is 
high. 

Aftermath of Thunderstorm 

Flash floods usually stem from 
thunderstorms. The runoff from a 
single heavy rainfall varies from 
10 per cent to 100 per cent of the 
fall with the average somewhat 
less than 50 per cent. When the 
runoff from a sudden cloudburst 
is heavy, especially in hilly country, 
the earth cannot absorb the flow, 
and sewage systems cannot carry 
it off fast enough. 

Cascades of water roar down 
hillsides. Small streams and creeks 
swell to raging torrents. A wall 
of water races through the low- 
lands. Then, as suddenly as it 
arose, the wave is gone. But left 
behind are wushed-out roads, 
eroded farmlands, and ravaged 
communities. 

Typical of the havoc wrought hy 
a flush flood wus the experience of 
195 residents of the small valley 
town of Stokesvillt;, Virginia. In 
a few minutes on June 17, 1949, 
they lost their homes, possessions, 
livestock — even the very land be- 
neath them. 

A three-day rain had soaked 
through the forest floor on the 
nearby mountains. When a cloud- 
burst struck, the water stripped 
the earth from the mountainside. 
River beds were quickly clogged, 
forming a flood crest of 25 to 30 
feet. Seeking escape, the swollen 
streams gouged new channels 
through the fertile vulley. 

A few hours later u deep layer 
of rock covered the valley floor. 
All topsoil had been tom away. 
The land had to he abandoned.

PHOTOGRAPHER VISITS PETRA, 
CITY CUT IN DESERT ROCKS 


The* Kingdom of Jordan hopes to 
make the ruins of Petra, an ancient 
city carved from the living roek of 
desert mountains, one of its major 
attractions for visitors from the 
west. 

David S. Boyer, National Geo- 
graphic Society writer-photograph- 
er on assignment in the Near East, 
made the now difficult trip to Petra, 
which lies between the Dead Sea 
and the Gulf of Aqaba, about 100 
miles south of Jerusalem and 180 
miles east of Suez. 

Mr. Boyer agreed with the Jor- 
dan government that Petra inspires 
awe and admiration. Given reason- 
ably good transportation facilities, 
he said, it would he overshadowed 
as an attraction to westerners only 
by the holy cities of Jerusalem and 
Bethlehem. 

Once An Empire 

As a photographer, Mr. Boyer 
was particularly impressed. He 
said: 

“When the sunshine is bright, 
and particularly when it slants into 
a craggy canyon to spotlight some 
kingly monument carved in the face 
of a towering cliff, it is difficult to 
save any film for other countries on 
my itinerary.” 

Once the capital of an empire 
that stretched as far north as Da- 
mascus, Petra remained for cen- 
turies a truly lost city known only 
to roving desert Bedouins who kept 
its secret for fear that publicity 
would attract outsiders to upset 
their lives. 

In 1812 John Louis Burckhardt, a 
Swiss disguised a3 a Bedouin sheik 
on a religious pilgrimage, made his 
way to the ruins and brought out 
news of the rock-carved city. Even 
s6, few others found Petra over the 
next century because of the inhos- 
pitable nature of the desert tribes. 

Rough Roads 

Today, roads that Mr. Boyer as- 
serted would “make good proving 
grounds” for motor vehicles lead 
to within a few miles of Petra, but 
final entrance must he made on 
horse or muleback, or on foot, 
through a long gorge several 
hundred feet deep and only a few 
feet wide in places. 

This gorge, the Wadi Musa, re- 
mains the only entrance to the city, 
surrounded by towering sandstone 
mountains, just as it was two 
thousand and more years ago. Then 
the Nabatean people of the desert 
made Petra a stronghold supported 
hy tolls from caravan traffic be- 
tween the western world and the 
east. 

A practical people, the Naba- 
teans cut troughs or laid tile pipe 
in the Wadi Musa and smaller 
canyons around the city to lead in 
water from the winter rains. This 
water was kept in cisterns, cut like 
homes, tombs and temples, in the 
solid rock of the mountains. The 
Romans, who conquered Petra 
A. D. 106, probably used these arti- 
ficial watercourses and cisterns for 
their public baths. 

Little Water 

Now they have fallen into ruin, 
and Mr. Boyer reported that the 
only water available for washing 
is in a spring-fed pool a 20-minute 
walk from the city itself. Drink- 
ing water for man and animal must 
be brought in on pack mules. 

The attraction of Petra lies in 
its numerous tombs and temples 
and the manner in which they were 
cut into the brilliantly colored 
sandstone. 

Most spectacular and best pre- 
served is the temple El Khazna, 
whose magnificent facade, complete 
with pillars and has reliefs, varies 
in color in the changing desert 
light. Under the moon it appears 
marble-white, while it is brilliant 
red in noonday sun and rich maho- 
gany at dusk. 


mained in the darkness of feud- 
alism. In Knstern parlance, the 
1 city had been known as Byzantium. 
The adjective “Byzantine” still 
connotes richness, luxury and 
grandeur. El Greco wns trained in 
its art. 

Byzantium wns founded nearly 
700 years before Christ, when a 
group of Greek explorers sailed 
northward through the Dardanelles 
and over the Sen of Marmora to 
settle on the Asiatic shore nt Chal- 
cedon, across from Byzantium. 

Some years later, a second con- 
tingent landed on the European 
side of the strait. Their leader, 
Byzas, had been told hy the oracle 
, of Apollo nt Delphi to settle “op- 
I posite the blind men.” The Eu- 
ropean side seemed a place of such 
natural beauty for a city that the 
ancients soon were telling a stand- 
ing joke on the blindness of those 
who had founded Chalcedon. 

Byzantines XVcre Fishermen 

The early Byzantines became 
rich on the proceeds of their fish- 
ing industry. Through the Bos- 
porus flows a strong current from 
the Black Sea, and to this water 
were attracted great schools of 
“pelamys,” thought to he a species 
of tunny. In addition, the Byzan- 
tines placed a heavy tax on groin 
shipments from ancient Scythia, 
today Russian’s Ukranian bread- 
basket. Through the ages, the 
city has been a huh of commerce. 
To it were funneled the products 
of tlu* Danube basin and of Rus- 
sia. Caravans, and later railways, 
brought spices, carpets, silks and 
perfumes from Persia and the 
Arab countries. 

Because of its strategic position 
and its wealth, Istanbul has been 
coveted and often besieged. All 
Europe shuddered when Constanti- 
nople, leading city of Christendom, 
succumbed to the expanding Otto- 
man Empire in 1453. Now Turkey 
and Istanbul are bastions of the 
I West. 




TURKEY WILL HARK 
ISTANBUL'S CAPTURE 


The roar of 101 cannon on May 
29 will begin a 10-day 500th anni- 
versary celebration of Turkish rule 
over Istanbul, guardian of the 
Black Sea gateway. 

Known to the ancients as the 
“Hub of the Universe,” by the Rus- 
sians as the “City of Kings” and 
by modern Turks as “The Magic 
City,” Istanbul is one of the world’s 
strategic centers, says the National 
Geographic Society. Beside the 
Bosporus, the narrow neck of 
water which separates Europe from 
Asiu, it is the historic meeting 
place of East and West. 

Leaders of the Turkish Republic 
will guther on the hills of Maltepe 
overlooking Istanbul for the 101- 
gun salute in memory of Sultan 
Mohammed the Conqueror. On 
May 29, 1463, the massive walls 
were breached by a Turkish army 
of 150,000. Mohammed’s cannon, 
a new weapon of the era, had 
pounded the fortifications for five 
weeks. 

When taken hy the Turkish Mos- 
lems, the city had been Christian- 
ruled for more than 1,000 years. 
Seeking a new location for the 
capital of his empire that would be 
secure from north European bar- 
barians, Constantine the Great, 
Christian Emperor of Rome, an- 
nexed it from the Greeks in the 
fourth century. 

“New Rome” and Magnificence 

Noting that the city Htood among 
seven hills, like Rome, he named it 
New Rome. But his men called it 
Constantinople, the City of Con- 
stantine, and the name persists 
even today in the mind of the West. 

Greco-Roman Christian theocrats 
reigned over a court and empire 
renowned for magnificence and 
wealth. Eastern culture and art 
were nutured here during the Mid- 
dle Ages, while western Europe re-

Apparently they landed 
at Plymouth without fishing tackle.

FIFTY YEARS AGO 


JULY 24. 1903 


A SELF MADE MAN 


Winchester has many self made 
men who have risen through the 
ranks from humble positions to 
prominent places of responsibility 
and trust. The latest example of 
what a man can do by faithful un- 
tiring labor is furnished by a 
citizen of our town, recently elected 
to one of the most responsible 
positions of a great railway. 

Long hours and hard w'ork, com- 
bined with an inborn ability to un- 
derstand quickly and even to fore- 
see the orders of his supervisors, 
brought Mr. Frank Barr of Wedge- 
mere avenue from freight clerk in 
1868 to general manager of the 
Boston and Maine railroad Thurs- 
day last. His rise was not the sud- 
den series of jumps of the man with 
a pull, but the steady progress of 
one who by work and ability earned 
each promotion long before he got 
it. 

Mr. Barr commenced as a freight 
clerk on the Worcester, Nashua 
and Portland railroad at Nashua. 
He became telegraph operator and 
ticket agent. During his five years 
at Nashua he met the higher 
officials of the road. They were 
impressed with his knowledge of 
railroad affairs, and in 1873 he was 
appointed general agent of the 
same road at Nashua. 

In 1892 the Worcester, Nashua 
and Portland was absorbed by the 
Boston and Maine, which imme- 
diately promoted Mr. Barr to gen- 
eral superintendent of the division 
which had formerly been the Wor- 
cester, Nashua and Portland. Here 
his marked executive ability made 
his known to railroad men through- 
out the country, and four years 
later, in 1896, he was called to Bos- 
ton and made assistant general 
munager, in place of George E. 
Evans, who had gone over to the 
Maine Central Railroad. 

His appointment last week to the 
place of the late T. A. Mackinnon 
was a matter of course, as Mr. Barr 
thoroughly prepared to pick up 
things where Mr. Mackinnon had 
left them. 

Mr. Barr was born in Nashua in 
1852. He rose there practically, 
having become a member of the 
Common Council and Board of 
Aldermen, and elected as a Demo- 
crat from Ward 6 in his native 
town. But his duties drew him 
away from Nashua and kept him 
too busy for further political 
advance. For the last seven years 
he has lived with his wife and two 
children in this town, where has has 
been active in social and club life.

PFC. EDMUND V. MORRISSEY, JR. | 


BODY OF KOREAN VETERAN 
ARRIVED TUESDAY 


The bells and sirens with which 
Winchester greeted the Korean 
truce signing Sunday night had 
hardly died away when the town 
had a grim reminder of what this 
bloody struggle means and has 
meant to thousands all over the 
United States. 

On Tuesday afternoon, less than 
two days after the Armistice re- 
joicing, the body of Pfc. Edmund 
V. Morrissey, Jr., who was killed in 
action in Korea on May 23 of this 
year, arrived in Winchester, the 
home town of the young soldier’s 
wife, the former Mary E. Hag- 
gerty. A glance at the flag-draped 
casket and the sorrow-lined faces 
of the relatives and friends who 
were at the station to meet the 
hero soldier’s body told much more 
eloquently than any words the true 
story of what war is and always 
lias been. 

Pfc. Morrissey’s body arrived at 
Winchester Station on the 4:19 out- 
bound train. Detachments of vet- 
erans from Winchester Post, 97, 
American Legion, and Aherjona 
Post, 3719, Veterans of Foreign 
Wars, under their commanders, 
respectively Carles W. Meek, Jr., 
and Timothy Connors, 3rd, with 
their colors and guards, were 
drawn up on the station plnform 
and escorted the casket as it was 
trundled on a baggage truck along 
the platform to the waiting hearse 
of Undertaker John J. Lane. 

The colors and guards stood 
stiffly at attention as the uniformed 
veterans removed the heavy casket 
from the truck and placed it in the 
hearse. Men on the platform, or 
those who chanced to he passing, 
removed their hats as the colors 
and casket passed and the body 
was placed in the hearse. Accom- 
panying the body was a young 
soldier, officially representing the 
Army as escort. With the mem- 
bers of Pfc. Morrissey’s family was 
Mrs. Kenneth B. Toye, head of Win- 
chester’s Military Manpower Com- 
mittee, who drove the sorrowing 
relatives in her ear. Representing 
the town was the Veterans Service 
Officer, Charles D. Roche. 

Led by Officer Thomas Parsons 
in the Patrol car the cortege pro- 
ceeded slowly through the square, 
headed by the colors and guards 
and commanders of the two Vet- 
erans groups. Uniformed Legion- 
naires and V. F. W. members 
marched on both sides of the 
hearse, which was immediately 
followed by the Toye car and other 
automobiles, carrying relatives and 
friends. 

At the Lane Funeral Home, 760 
Muin street, the young hero lay in 
state Tuesday night and Wednes- 
day ufternoon and evening. 

Full military honors were ac- 
corded at the funeral Thursday 
morning at the Immaculate Con- 
ception Church where a solemn 
requiem high mass was celebrated 
at 9 o’clock. Interment was in Cal- 
vary Cemetery. 

Pfc. Morrissey was born 25 
years ago in South Boston, the son 
of Edmund E., and Aimee 
(Stewart) Morrissey. He grew up 
in South Boston, attending the 
South Boston Schools and before 
entering service was employed as 
a machinist with the Elliott Ad- 
dressing Machine Company of Cam- 
bridge. 

The young soldier married Mary 
E. Haggerty, daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. William P. Haggerty of Glen- 
wood avenue, June 28, 1952, and in 
September of that year entered 
service. 

After training at Indiantown 
Gap, Penna., Pfc. Morrissey left 
California for Japan February 16, 
1953. He arrived in Korea, March 
10, 1953, and only a little more 
than two months later was killed 
in action, May 23, 1953, during a 
surprise attack on a United Nations 
outpost, while serving with the 65th 
Infantry of the 3rd Division. 

Surviving, besides his wife and 
parents, living at 346 Dorchester 
avenue, South Boston, are three 
sisters, Mrs. William Dennett of 
South Weymouth, Mrs. Alfred 
Weishicki and Miss Ann Morrissey, 
both of South Boston; also two 
brothers, John and Charles Morris- 
sey, also of South Boston.

TRAFFIC CHECK ON MAIN STREET 


From July 13 through July 28 
the police checked the speed of 
7,286 cars proceeding both ways on 
Main street from the Parkway to 
the Winchestcr-Medford line, the 
check being made in connection 
with a traffic study undertaken by 
Chief Charles J. Harrold of the 
Police Department. 

The Police Department’s new 
traffic periscope, made by Chief 
Harrold after an F. B. I. model 
brought hack from Washington by 
Sgt. Edward F. Bowler, has been 
used in the check and found to work 
with great accuracy. Inspectors 
from the State Department of 
Motor Vehicles have been greatly 
interested in the check. 

Of the 7,286 cars clocked, 1,474 
machines were actually followed by 
police cars and clocked, with the 
remaining 5,812 clocked with stop- 
watches and the periscope in four 
different 220 ft traps. 

Final computations found the ac- 
tual average speed of cars headed 
north on Main street to be 37.1 
miles per hour. Cars traveling 
south averaged 33.2 miles per hour.

No one had strength 
enough to run, field, hat or throw, 
after that. 

Then came the noon day spread 
and this was quite u “take”. There 
were likely to be steamed clams, 
lobster, frankfurters, pickles, green 
corn, boiled hum, potato salad, ice 
cream and watermelon with extras 
like tonic, peanuts, popcorn, candy 
and chewing-gum, the last few 
items being consumed off and on all 
day. “Professor” Jones was sure 
to be in charge of the watermelon 
slicing and an excellent job of it 
he always did. 

After “lunch” there was always 
a program of so-called “sports”, 
such as the hundred yard dash for 
men and hoys, three-legged race, 
obstacle race, fat ladies race, run- 
ning and standing broad jumps, 
potato race, shoe race, wheel-har- 
row race und egg and spoon.

Massachusetts, which launched a 
Keep Green forest fire prevention 
campaign in 1945, cut down its fire 
losses by 1,412 acres last year. 

A report released this week by 
American Forest Products Indus- 
tries showed 1,347 forest fires burn- 
ed 9,971 acres. 

Nathan TuftH, of Greenfield, 
chairman of the Massachusetts 
Forest Products Industries Com- 
mittee, pointed out that in 1944, the 
year before the Keep Massachusetts 
Green program was organized, 
2,474 fires burned 28,936 acres. 

Mr. Tufts said the 1952 record 
was achieved in the face of a nat- 
tional increase of 15 percent in 
number of forest fires and a 30 per- 
cent increase in acreage burned. 

The AFPI report, based on U. S. 
Forest Service figures, shows care- 
less trash and debris burners caus- 
ed 506 forest fires in Massachusetts 
in 1952. Careless smokers caused 
221 fires. 

Those who deliberately set fire 
to the woods, either through malice 
or in the mistaken belief greater 
profits could be made by “burning 
off” their woods, caused 233 fires. 

Massachusetts is one of 31 states 
that provide organized protection 
for all woodlands.

IMPORTANT NOTICE 


(Please Read this Carefully) 

For years we at the Star have 
been trying to get subscribers to 
give us the forwarding address for 
their Star before leaving town, 
either for a vacation, visit or to 
take up residence at a new address. 
A great many of our readers have 
cooperated and we have been able 
to send their paper to them with no 
more delay than that occasioned by 
mailing it out-of-town. 

There are, however, quite a few 
subscribers who leave us complete- 
ly in the dark as to their where- 
abouts during the vacation season, 
in most cases we believe because 
they think that when they notify 
the postoffice about their change of 
address that also automatically 
takes care of the Star. 

In a way it did. The postoffice 
has in the past returned to us Stars 
sent to the Winchester addresses of 
subscribers out-of-town on vacation 
with forwarding addresses as they 
have received them for the for- 
warding of other mail. 

This has increased the time it has 
taken for the papers to reach the 
out-of-town subscribers and added 
greatly to our own mailing work. 
It has also resulted in many a Star 
continuing to go to a forwarding 
address long after the subscriber 
has returned to Winchester, be- 
cause, although the postoffice would 
give us the out-of-town forwarding 
address, it would not, because of its 
second class mail regulations, re- 
turn the paper to the home of the 
subscriber. 

We have had many a call at the 
office from subscribers back in town 
for several weeks whose querry 
about their Star has led to the dis- 
covery that, on postoffice orders, it 
was still going to the mountains or 
the seashore.

Dear Sir: 

On April 1 of this year I moved 
my family from 50 Lincoln street 
Winchester to the above address, 
and transferred my 8-year old son, 
David from the Lincoln School to 
the Central School of Haddonfield. 
After a week or two, much to the 
alarm of both my wife and I, we 
were advised that David was at 
least one year behind the Central 
School's standard of reading, and 
quite weak on numbers, and writ- 
ing, (particularly numbers). The 
School said that they would do 
everything they could, including 
special tutoring, to bring him along 
so that he could be promoted, but 
doubted whether his reading could 
be advanced that much. During 
the next two months we had re- 
peated conferences on David’s pro- 
gress and situation with the teach- 
ers and the principal, but it soon 
became evident that he had just too 
much to try to catch up on in those 
two months, and that it would be 
impossible for him to do it. The 
2nd grade was so far advanced in 
vocabulary, that it was extremely 
difficult for him to take part in the 
daily exercises of work sheets and 
reading, and, of course, the spell- 
ing tied in somewhat with the 
advanced vocabulary, and made 
that hard for him — all in all, a 
very frustrating experience for 
him. The outcome was that ho 
was retained in the 2nd grade for 
next year, and will have to repeat 
it, losing a whole year of school. 

Besides the personal feeling of 
disappointment at having our son 
have to repeat the 2nd grade, we 
are quite disturbed that this situa- 
tion should have developed in the 
Winchester schools. There was no 
indication whatsoever on David’s 
report card from the Lincoln School 
or through talks with his teachers 
that he was not doing satisfactory 
work, so we have only to assume 
that he was. Therefore a direct 
comparison between the Winches- 
ter and Haddonfield schools, as this 
incident provides, loaves much to be 
desired of the Winchester schools, 
in our opinion. It seems to me that 
the Town of Winchester, which has 
“blown its horn”, so to speak, and 
spoken so glowingly about its 
school system, should investigate 
why such a situation as I have 
described above happened, and why 
there is such an apparent difference 
in level of standards in the grade 
schools between Winchester and 
Haddonfield — Winchester being 
the lower of the two.

INTERNAL REVENUE AGENTS 
TO GO DOOR TO DOOR 


The Federal tax system has been 
supported by willing taxpayers who 
have declared and paid their taxes 
voluntarily. It is because of the 
honesty and integrity of the vast 
majority of these taxpayers that 
this system has been so successful. 
However, a small fraction of our 
citizens have evaded declaration 
and payment of their taxes and 
thereby failed to meet their obliga- 
tions to their government. As a 
consequence tax burdens so evaded 
have been shifted to the taxpaying 
citizens. This neglect on the part 
of some of our citizens in evading 
their responsibility may be the re- 
sult of a lack of knowledge as to 
their liability to file tax returns or 
may be the conscious effort of some 
to evade their taxes.

A LETTER TO THE TENANTS 
AND LANDLORDS OF 
WINCHESTER 

Friday, July 31st, at midnight. Rent Control ends in Winchester, as it docs 
in most of tin* towns and many of tin* cities throughout Massachusetts. For the 
lirst time since 1942, our town will return to a “free economy,” to tin* American 
way of life. Hut the American way of life means far more than this. It means 
a responsibility of each citizen to the other citizens of his community. 

Let us, as landlords of Winchester, recognize the faith our town has placed 
in us. Let us prove that the removal of Relit Controls, hy eliminating the class 
hatred built up through the years of socialistic “do-gooders” in government, can 
he replaced hy the spirit that once made America great: the spirit that lets each 
citizen stand on his own feet and build his own future. m> long as lie recognizes 
and respects the rights of his fellow-citizens. 

We, all of us, know the injustices suffered during the past eleven years, hy 
our industry, through continued confiscation of rental property hy an arbitrary 
bureaucracy, with findings based, not on facts, hut on political policy. No 
worthy landlord objected to Rent Control when all other divisions of our econ- 
omy were also controlled. It was accepted without question as a contribution 
to the winning of the war. The injustice came when other controls were removed, 
leaving the rental industry alone, to hear the brunt of surviving on a fixed income 
against rising costs. This situation, thanks to our fellow townsmen, has now been 
removed in Winchester. All that bus happened in the past is now' “w ater over the 
dam” and should he forgotten. flic question is. “Where do we go from here?” 

When the rent control hill extension was under discussion in W ashington, 
the Senate committee handling the matter, recommended a ten percent blanket 
increase in rents. Due to the debate on the Tidelands Hi] Hill, the house version, 
which did not include this increase, was adopted. W c believe, as did the Senate, 
that a ten percent increase in rents is equitable and fair, due to rising costs of 
maintaining property and increase in lax rates. 

The Winchester Chunibers and the W inchester Arms, therefore, wish to 
announce publicly that they are limiting all rent increases to their present ten- 
ants to ten percent, except in those instances where a mutual agreement between 
the tenant and the management, already exists in writing, speeifx ing the amount 
of increase to he paid after controls arc removed. 

We are making this announcement publicly in the hope and belief that 
other landlords of the town will act likewise and limit their rent increases to 
reasonable amounts, himlly hear in mind that any excessive demantis will only 
hurt the entire industry as well as yourself, and may bring hack controls. Even 
in those rare ruses where a rent is raised only to cause a tenant to move, think 
well before you do it. Perhaps there are two sides to the question. Talk it 
over, man to man, with your tenant first. 

And might I add, for tin* benefit of all tenant*, that your landlord i* not try- 
ing to “gouge” you. lie has his problems, plent> of tin in. Just because he 
owns rental property docs not make him an “outcast.” Trv and put yourself 
in his position and ask yourself what >011 would do under the same conditions. 
There is much on both sides which should he forgotten.

former service buddies of Pfc. Mor- 
rissey, William Gillispie, Frederick 
Charron, Richard Reardon, Augus- 
tus Govoni, Edward Tucker and Er- 
nest Evans, all from the Dorches- 
ter-South Boston district. Inside 
the church the colors of the Veter- 
ans’ Posts were posted at the head 
of the nave.

PICTURE BROUGHT BACK 
MEMORIES 


The Stonhnm Independent for 
July 30 published a picture of the 
“Stoneham Baseball Club” for the 
year, 1888, together with a picture 
of the present White Sox Club of 
the Stoneham Little League. 

Winchester’s interest in the 
Stoneham Baseball Club is in the 
fact that one of the town’s baseball 
immortals, the late George F. Le- 
Duc, was a member of the Stone- 
ham nine and is shown in the pub- 
lished picture. At least the player 
named George LeDuc in the picture 
looks enough like the older George 
LeDuc we knew to make us believe 
the two were one and the same, 
especially since George came to 
Winchester from Stoneham and was 
known as a player and a New Eng- 
land League umpire before moving 
to town. 

His Winchester baseball activity 
was limited to coaching the crack 
high school teams of the early nine- 
teen hundreds, numbering such 
players as Frank Sullivan, “Chan- 
ny” Heath, “Shop” Pond, Paul and 
"Tat” Badger, "Doc” O’Connor, 
"Buster” Barta, George Cumings 
and “Marty” Caulfield, umpiring 
many games in and around Win- 
chester, and managing the Win- 
chester Town Teams that were 
among the best in the State be- 
tween the years of 1910 to ’15. The 
late Dana Wingate captained sev- 
eral of the best of these teams, 
members of which included Ray 
Tift, Bill Dickey, Ad Blowers, Bill 
Bangs, Paul Badger, Hal Leland, 
Art Donnellon, Bill Fallis, Bill 
Sweeney and Decker Thornton. 

Later George came back to the 
managerial wars and handled a 
Legion team, that if memory 
serves, won some sort of champion- 
ship honors. The Mathews broth- 
ers, Joe and the late “Ernie”, were 
battery for this team, Ralph Hatch 
played first base, “Jackie” Hevey, 
shortshop, nnd “Jack” McKenzie in 
left field. 

That old picture of George in his 
hey-day as a player brought hack 
pleasant memories of the bygone 
days when baseball was a big thing 
in Winchester and no one could 
think of missing a Saturday after- 
noon game on Manchester Field.

A PROCLAMATION 
1963 

The first half of our present century is marked by an appreciative 
attitude toward the American Indian. Thus in 191 G American Indian 
Day was instituted as an Indian holiday which every person of Indian 
ancestry was requested to observe. In 1917 the United States 
missioner of Indian Affairs proclaimed a new policy which looked to 
“the ultimate absorption of the Indian race into the body politic of the 
Nation, and the beginning of the end of the Indian problem.” In 19L4 
full citizenship was granted by Congress to all Indians born in the 
United States. In 1935 the Massachusetts General Court enacted a 
statute requiring the Governor annually to “issue a Proclamation setting 
apart August 12 as Indian Day and recommending that it be observed 
by the people with appropriate exercises commemorative of the Indian 
tribes of Massachusetts. 

The most serviceable observance of this day will not be by recalling 
the sordid past of unhappy relations between the Red Man and the 
White Man, nor by recalling lurid tales of Indian gambling, drinking, 
treachery, and relentless cruelty in savage warfare. Neither will the 
best interests be served by berating and deploring unjust actions of 
White Men and harsh measures of the Government. 

We who belong to the present generation deserve neither the honor 
for the glory nor responsibility for the debasement of the past. But we 
do hold in our hunds the fate of the coming years. 

Therefore, let us observe Indian Day by recalling and emulating 
noble traits of the typical American Indian — his self-control and self- 
denial; his patient endurance of hardship and pain; his undeviating 
honesty in word and in deed; his fulfillment of all promises which he 
made; his loyalty to family ties and his fidelity to standards of virtue; 
his disposition to regard generosity as more to be esteemed than 
wealth; his ability to participate in games and sport and laughter when 
appropriate, and also his ability to be dignified and theatrically solemn 
on occasions of importance; his reverence for his dieties and his religious 
ideals; and his courage which made him fear nothing but the shame of 
cowardice. All these the present generation of Americans of any color 
and of any inheritance or any previous condition may wisely emulate. 
Likewise, all governments throughout the world today might wisely 
emulate the practice which obtained among the American Indians when 
they were the proud rulers of this land that war could be declared only 
by a council of all the men and women in the Tribe. 

Massachusetts citizens have a right to recall with pride the work 
of John Eliot, the famous Apostle to the Indians, who reduced a rude 
and barbaric language to grammatical form, and into it translated the 
entire Bible. Let the love of learning and the unselfish devotion to the 
well-being of others exemplified by this early settler of Massachusetts 
be cherished in the present as a light to soften the asperities of the past 
und to illuminate the path of the future for all our inter-racial relations. 

As long as the American Indian’s mellifluous names of things are 
given to our Commonwealth and streams and mountain peaks, the Red 
Man will not be forgotten by Americans of any color. 

For the foregoing reasons, I, Christian A. Herter, Governor of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts, in accordance with the General Laws, 
do hereby proclaim as 

INDIAN DAY 

Wednesday , August 12 % 1953 

and call upon the citizens of the State to observe the occasion in a suit 
able manner. 

Given at the Executive Chamber in Boston, this seventh day of 
July, in the year of our Lord one thousand nine hundred and fifty-three, 
and of the Independence of the United States of America, the one hun- 
dred und seventy-eighth.

WINCHESTER'S EXPERIMENT 
IS UNDER WAY 

AUSTRIAN STUDENTS ARRIVE 


Those who read the Experiment 
article in the July 24 issue of the 
Star will bo interested in develop- 
ments in this program in v hich 
Winchester is privileged to partici- 
pate. 

Eight young men and women 
from Austria, winners of U. S. 
Department of State scholarship 
awards, arrived in Winchester this 
week to spend a month us members 
of local families, prior to entering 
various colleges for an academic 
year. Winchester has thus become 
one of the several State Depart- 
ment Orientation Centers providing 
hospitality to a total of 120 stu- 
dents from foreign countries, com- 
ing to the United States under this 
program. 

The new “sons” and “daughters” 
being welcomed are: 

Miss Erika Pfaller, who will 
study at Goucher College in Balti- 
more, living with the Richard Bins- 
wangers of Ridgefield road. 

Clemens Maria Hotter, who will 
attend the University of Vermont, 
residing with Mr. and Mrs. William 
Davies III of Sanborn street. 

Miss Brigitte Huber, College of 
New Rochelle, with the Robert Ed- 
gars, Oxford street. 

M iss Marianne Muhlbauer, Vas- 
sar, with the Maurice Freemans of 
Lorena road. 

Wolfgang Thumb, Dartmouth, 
with the Hoyt Hottels of Cam- 
bridge street. 

Heinrich Pichlcr, Colgate, with 
the Woodford Wilcox family, Calu- 
met road. 

Manfred Schild, Brown Univer- 
sity, and Walter Edinger (place of 
study unknown at present) with 
the Raymond Holdsworths of Law- 
son road. 

Mrs. Holdsworth is serving as 
Community Chairman for this pro- 
ject. 

The month’s home stay has been 
planned by the Experiment in In- 
ternational Living, under contract 
with the State Department. This is 
but one phase of the activities of 
the Experiment, which is a non- 
profit, non-sectarian, educational 
organization with no political affili- 
ations. The purpose of The Experi- 
ment is to build up, in all countries, 
groups of people who are interested 
in working for better understand- 
ing between their own and other 
countries. The Experiment believes 
that people learn to live together 
by living together and that the 
best place to practice living to- 
gether is in a family — the heart 
of a nation. 

These students have received 
scholarship awards under the U.S. 
Information and Educational Ex- 
change .Act, which established a 
program on a world- wide basis as 
an integral part of U. S. foreign 
policy. Its objectives in providing 
grants for students are: 

1. To increase mutual under- 
standing between people of other 
countries and people of the United 
States. 

2. To bring to this country a 
knowledge of the institutions and 
values of other countries. 

2. To provide an opportunity for 
selected students to gain insight in- 
*to United States theories and meth- 
ods in their fields of specialization. 

Final selections for grants is 
made by the State Department af- 
ter the candidates have been 
screened by their local “Committee 
on Study and Training in the U. S.” 
und recommended by the U. S. dip- 
lomatic mission in their respective 
countries. Candidates are selected 
on the basis of : 

1. Professional or academic com- 
petence, and knowledge of English. 

2. Potential vulue of a proposed 
project upon a candidate’s return to 
his own country. 

2. Personal qualifications which 
will enable candidates to under- 
stand the people of the United 
States. 

4. Qualities of leadership which 
will make it possible for them to 
communicate this undei standing 
most effectively to their own peo- 
ple. 

The families who have “opened 
their doors” stand to gain as much 
as they can hope to give to these 
highly-qualified young Austrians.

LT. LARSON SAFE 
IN COPTER CRASH 

WINCHESTER PILOT IN 

EXHIBITION AT AIR SHOW 

Lt. Conrad S. Larson, USNR, a 
former Winchester boy and widely 
known as an excellent helicopter 
pilot with several rescue flights to 
his credit, escaped injury Sunday 
when the helicopter he was piloting 
crashed during an air show which 
was one of the features of the an- 
nual Governors’ Conference in 
Seattle, Washington. 

Lt. Larson and a Seattle sailor, 
Machinist’s Mate, 2/c, William 
Robertson, were maneuvering in 
front of the Governor’s stand when 
their helicopter went out of control 
and crashed into the water of Lake 
Washington at Sand Point Naval 
Air Station. 

A helicopter and crash boat res- 
cued Lt. Larson and Robertson, 
neither of whom apparently suffer- 
ed any injuries. 

A native of Winchester, the 20- 
year-old Lt. Larson graduated 
from Winchester High School and 
served in the Air Force during 
World War II, advancing to the 
post of instructor for Navy pilots. 

After the war lie was assigned 
to the Squantum Naval Air Base 
and was finally selected for special 
training as a helicopter pilot. Last 
year lie was awarded a commemor- 
ative plaque by the Aero Club of 
New England for establishing a 
Boston-to-San Diego helicopter 
flight record, flying the 3500 mile 
trip in 62Vfe hours. 

Lt. Larson was serving as oper- 
ations officer at Squantum before 
being transferred to Seattle. He 
grew up on Maxwell road, lived for 
a time on Fells road and was living 
at 1 Marshall road when he was 
transferred from Squantum to 
Seattle. 

He was married to the former

12, 1940, and they have a son,

WINCHESTER MARINE 
KILLED IN ACTION 

LT. 11 ERL I in LOST LIFE 
DAY BEFORE TRUCE 

Winchester had another of its 
hoys killed in the fighting in Korea, 
2nd Lt. Robert G. Herlihy of 17 
Hillside avenue having lost his life 
in action while serving with the 3rd 
Battalion of the 1st Marines on 
July 26, the day before the truce 
was signed. His parents, Dr. and 
Mrs. John Edward Herlihy, receiv- 
ed an official telegram last Friday 
announcing their son’s death in ac- 
tion. 

No further details were given, 
but it is believed that the young 
Marine, who was 23 years old, gave 
his life in the final fierce infantry 
fighting of the front lines that pre- 
ceded the armistice. 

Lt. Herlihy’s father is a retired 
Navy officer, a former commander 
in the Dental Corps. He married 
Josephine Shea of Fitchburg and 
they were living in Winchester on 
Lewis road when their son, Robert, 
was horn in 1930. His father was 
assigned to the Chelsea Naval Hos- 
pital at that time and he remained 
there for three years, the family 
living in town during his tour of 
duty there. 

From 1903 until his discharge, 
Commander Herlihy served at 
many stations and the family was 
not long resident of any one place. 
Young Robert graduated from 
Bulkeley High School at New Lon- 
don, Conn., where he played foot- 
ball, and then entered Notre Dame 
at South Bend, 111. 

While not on the famous Notre 
Dame varsity, Lt. Herlihy played 
football at South Bend, in the Dor- 
mitory League, continuing his high 
school interest in the game. His 
summers were spent at Marine 
Platoon Leaders School at Quanti- 
co, Va., and when he graduated 
from Notre Dame in 1952 young 
Herlihy was commissioned a 2nd 
lieutenant in the Marine Corps. 

After graduation Lt. Herlihy 
was called into service and sent to 
Quantico for training. In February 
of this year he was transferred to 
Camp Pendleton in California, and 
on June 17 he sailed from San Di- 
ego for Korea, making the trip by 
way of Sasebo, Japan, and arriving 
in Korea July 1, only 25 days be- 
fore his death in action. 

At. the Herlihy home the Star 
was told that the young Marine’s 
body will be brought to this coun- 
try for burial in St. Bernard’s Cem- 
etery, Fitchburg. 

Besides his parents, Lt. Herlihy 
leaves a brother, John Edward Her- 
lihy, Jr., of New York City, adver- 
tising manager of the International 
Edition of News Week and a vete- 
ran of World War II, serving in the 
*Vcific on the Carrier, USS Inde- 
pendence. 

The Herlihy’s second residence 
in Winchester has been for the past 
three years.

DROWNING AT SANDY BEACH 


EVERETT VICTIM 
WAS 8 YEARS OLD 

Francis Addonizio, eight -year-old 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Frank X Addo- 
nizio of 15 Plummer street, Ever- 
ett, was drowned while bathing at 
Sandy Beach last Thursday after- 
noon. 

With about 1,000 persons gath- 
ered at the beach, and the attendant 
noise and confusion, no one noticed 
the youngster sink in about five 
feet of water, and it was not until 
Henry G. Francis, 27, of 69 Regent 
road, and William Dempsey, 28, of 
137 Laurel street, Malden, stumbled 
upon the body that he was discover- 
ed about 75 feet from the shore 
line. Four lifeguards were on duty 
at the beach, but with the great 
number crowded into a small area, 
it is Impossible to see all the swim- 
mers all of the time. 

Metropolitan Police worked over 
the hoy, using both the prone meth- 
od of resuscitation and rcsuscita- 
tors, the Winchester Fire Depart- 
ment rushing its Ladder I with its 
resuscitator and oxygen tanks to 
the beach with a crew under Capt. 
Ray Hanscom. 

All efforts to revive the hoy fail- 
ed, and it is believed he may have 
been dead when taken from the wa- 
ter. Associate Medical Examiner 
Harry L. Benson of Winchester, 
who pronounced the boy dead, said 
he must have been in the water a 
good ten minutes before being dis- 
covered. Last rites of the Roman 
Catholic Church were administered 
by Rev. Fr. Joseph McCall of St. 
Mary’s. 

The body was removed to the 
Bennett Funeral Home by the 
M.D.C Police ambulance. It was 
later taken in charge by an Everett 
undertaker.

The tragic death of the eight 
year-old Everett hoy at Sandy 
Beach last week emphasizes how 
easy it is to lose one’s life in the 
water even though there may he 
many near at hand in case of 
trouble. One should never go swim- 
ming alone, and there is danger 
for inexperienced swimmers in 
crowded waters. There are so many 
milling about, there is so much 
splashing and so many shouts and 
cries that the appeal for help may 
go unheeded because it is not heard 
in the din. This puts it right up to 
every one in the water. If you see 
a swimmer fall down and he does 
not get up quickly, or if you see 
a kiddie or adult suddenly sink 
under the surface, investigate at 
once, or if at a public beach, attract 
the lifeguard’s attention to the 
person. He, or she, may not need 
help. They may be quite all right, 
but it is much better to be sure 
than sorry, and there is always 
that off chance that the person you 
think is fooling is really in trouble. 
Swimming is great fun and per- 
haps the best exercise there is, but 
it can be fraught with danger. That 
is why each year the Winchester 
Red Cross offers its course in water 
safety for children and adults. It 
is great insurance, both for your 
own lives and those who may get 
into trouble and lack the know- 
ledge to care for themselves in the 
water.

form. Some schools stress formal 
arithmetic in the first grade, with 
other schools working for number 
understanding at that level and for- 
mal work later. (Incidentally, sci- 
entific research shows that child- 
ren in the latter situation not only 
catch up with the others but are 
often superior in arithmetic in the 
upper grades because they have 
not developed an aversion to num- 
bers by being forced into formal 
arithmetic too soon.) And it is im- 
portant to remember that children 
iiave a very great adjustment to 
make emotionally as well as schol- 
astically when changing schools. 

The courses of study in the Win- 
chester schools are compiled by the 
cooperative efforts of the teachers 
and supervisors, working in the 
light of their own experience as 
well as consulting the latest scien- 
tific research and the opinions of 
authorities in the field. This meth- 
od of determining course content is 
recommended by educational lead- 
ers and is particularly appropriate 
in our democracy. The school staff 
recognizes, of course, the danger 
‘ of complacency, and therefore the 
courses of study are constantly re- 
viewed and kept up to date. Also, 
standard achievement tests are 
regularly given throughout the 
grades. 

As a former teacher in Winches- 
ter, I have received pupils trans- 
ferring from other school systems, 
and I have always felt that our 
schools can compare favorubly with 
the best, thanks to the excellent 
professional attitude of our school 
committee, superintendent, super- 
visors and teaching staff.

APPEAL FROM OLD WINCHESTER 

The Board of Selectmen has re- 
ceived an appeal from the “Church 
of St. Swithin upon Kingsgate” in 
Winchester, England, for any as- 
sistence the people of our own Win- 
chester may care to give a cam- 
paign to raise two thousand pounds 
to restore this ancient and unusual 
church. 

St. Swithin’s has stood above the 
King’s Gate at least 700 years, mid- 
way between Winchester Cathedral 
and the College. Thousands have 
visited it, 1800 have written in its 
visitors’ book since August, 1952, 
and though it has ceased to be a 
parish church since 1925, there is a 
regular monthly service there on 
Sunday morning and week-night 
services in Lent. Guilds and Pray- 
er-Circles use it regularly and from 
time to time it is used by Winches- 
ter College. 

Historically St. Swithin’s is im- 
portant because it is one of the few 
remaining examples of churches 
above, or beside city or town gates. 
It is also one of the few parish 
churches in Winchester surviving 
and to he found where it was in the 
Middle Ages. 

It is proposed to rebuild the hell- 
cote which is falling down, to re- 
veal once more the interior and ex- 
terior of the staircase as half tim- 
bered walls and to repair and im- 
prove the gateway. The roof will 
be retiled and extensive renov- 
ations and improvements made to 
the interior, including electric 
lighting and heating.

This week-end’s activity for 
members of the fire department 
commenced at 12:30 Friday morn- 
ing when Woburn Box 5(5 called for 
assistance at the big fire which vir- 
tually destroyed the Lumber Sal- 
vage Company on Conn street in 
the South End of Woburn. 

Engine 1 and a crew under Capt.

Old tree stumps and piles of lum- 
ber at the yard were well ablaze 
when tlie firemen arrived and here 
again the dry old tree stumps burn- 
ed like tinder. It is believed that 
a cigarette flicked away by a care- 
less smoker may have caused this 
fire which gave the firefighters n 
stiff three-hour battle, two lines of 
hose being laid before it was gotten 
under control.

Do birds perform deeds that 
judged by human standards can be 
regarded as purely altruistic? 

Authorities generally agree that 
when a bird is kind to another, he 
is obeying some instinct rooted in 
survival of the species. At the 
same time, they admit there are 
well-authenticated cases in which 
the birds have gone “above and 
beyond the call of duty.” 

For example, says the National 
Geographic Society, two Canada 
i geese were reported recently as try- 
ing to help a crippled member of 
their flock rise from the water of 
a Connecticut wildlife refuge. A 
competent observer said they sta- 
tioned themselves one on each side 
of the wounded bird and, dashing 
across the pond, repeatedly did 
their best to lift their friend into 
the air. 

Migrated Afoot 

There is a published case in which 
a crippled upland goose, seized with 
the urge to migrate, set out on foot. 
Her mate, although perfectly able 
to fly, chose to walk at her side. 

In faraway New Zealand, a male 
huia whose mate had a deformed 
bill appeared to realize she would 
starve without his help, and fed 
her for several years. Huias dig 
grubs from logs, hence need strong 
bills. 

For obvious reasons, birds often 
feed each other on the nest or in 
the mating season, but some au- 
thorities are able to explain the 
feeding of an adult bird at zither 
times only on grounds that birds 
are naturally kind. 

Ornithologists agree that birds 
are capable of concerted, intelligent 
action, again for the good of the 
species. If one turnstone, a kind of 
shore bird, cannot turn over an 
object beneath which there may he 
a store of the little beach animals 
upon which he feeds, then others 
will help him — and share the re- 
past. 

Crows combine in large flocks to 
attack an owl. Martins gang up on 
dogs or cats that too closely ap- 
proach their nesting communities. 
Wild geese appoint sentries who 
will stay faithfully on watch while 
the flock feeds, even though hungry 
themselves. 

llahy-Sitting Penguins 

In Antarctica, the vicious hawk- 
like skua likes nothing better than 
to find an unguarded baby Adelie 
penguin, so when parent penguins 
go fishing, they pool their young- 
sters in big flocks watched by 
“baby-sitter” Adelies. Half-grown 
moor hens help their parents feed 
brothers and sisters of a younger 
brood. 

Among the South American 
rheas, large birds of the ostrich 
family, the hens in a family circle 
will lay their eggs in a common 
nest, after which the cock bird 
takes over the job of incubating the 
clutch and raising the small rheas. 

Birds often show individual in- 
telligence of a high order. An en- 
tire type of Galapagos finch, with 
u bill too short to reach deep into 
bark crevices for insects, has learn- 
ed to use a thorn or twig as a dig- 
ging tool. Jack Miner once report- 
ed that gunwise wild mallard ducks 
showed no signs of fright when he 
fired directly over their heads at 
snapping turtles thut had invaded 
his famous Ontario bird sanctuary. 


America’s beloved Smithsonian 
Institution, custodian of priceless 
national treasures nnd one of the 
world’s great repositories of human 
knowledge, is at long last forced 
to nsk Congress for a moderniz- 
ation fund. 

So skillfully hns the Institution 
always stayed within limited budg- 
ets that it was page one news when 
its Secretary, Dr. Leonard Car- 
michael, went up on Capitol Hill 
to make his Appeal, reports the Na- 
tional Geographic Society, which 
often has been associated over the 
years with the Smithsonian in the 
ceaseless quest for facts nnd truth. 

Dr. Carmichael said that the In- 
stitution buildings on the Washing- 
ton Mall must he repaired and 
given modern facilities to preserve 
and protect the invaluable things 
the country has entrusted to Smith- 
sonian care. An overworked staff 
is embarrassingly in arrears on the 
vital activity of exchanging scien- 
tific knowledge with the rest of the 
world. 

A Private Institution 

Many well informed Americans 
have no clear idea of what the 
Smithsonian is. Some believe it is 
a government institution. Actually 
it is a private one, owned by every 
citizen of the country. At the same 
time, it is both a financially nurtur- 
ed ward and a trusted servant of 
the Government. 

The unique Smithsonian had an 
unusual beginning. James Smith- 
son, an Englishman who never in 
his lifetime visited the United 
States, at his death in 1829 left this 
country the 1 then respectable for- 
tune of $550,000 to found a “Smith- 
sonian Institution, an establishment 
for the increase nnd diffusion of 
knowledge among men.” 

Rarely does a bequest so little 
limit the scope of activities it 
makes possible. Fortunately for 
the country nnd the world, the men 
who organized the Smithsonian and 
charted its future had imagination 
as unlimited as the bequest, and 
there is now hardly a byway of 
knowledge which the Smithsonian 
has not explored with scientific ob- 
jectivity. 

Runs the Zoo 

Today it operates the National 
Capital’s fine zoological park, the 
National Herbarium with 2,000,000 
plants, the Astrophysical Labor- 
atory and the Bureau of American 
Ethnology, which saved the lore of 
the American Indian for posterity. 
It has responsibility for the Na- 
tional Gallery of Art, sometimes 
called the Mellon Gallery. It 
operates the National Collection of 
Fine Arts and the Freer Art Gal- 
lery. 

It is a pioneer in the study of 
radiation and organisms. It will 
adminster the National Air Mu- 
seum when the museum is built. It 
founded, and turned over to the 
Government, the nation’s first 
weather bureau and its first com- 
mission on fish. It has taken part 
in at least 1,500 scientific expedi- 
tions “per orbem,” as its motto 
says “throughout the world.” 

Millions have been awed, amazed 
and edified by the public exhibits 
in its National Museum. The ori- 
ginal Star Spangled Banner from 
Fort McHenry, Dr. Alexander Gra- 
ham Bell’s first telephones, the 
pioneer Wright airplane, gowns of 
every First Lady from Martha 
Washington on down, the world’s 
most perfect crystal ball, huge 
whale and dinosaur skeletons, 
Theodore Roosevelt’s big African 
animals, the first American auto- 
mobiles — these and 3,000,000 other 
fascinating objects are on view. 

Not displayed, but equally valu- 
able, are 30,000,000 other things 
held in vaults and laboratories and 
special rooms. Collections of bugs 
and hones, of birds and brocade, of 
fish and fossils, of gems and gears, 
of stones and ship models — the list 
is endless, and everything is avail- 
able, when the proper representa- 
tions are made, to all who study for 
the good of mankind. 

The Smithsonian helped win four 
wars by answering questions on an 
inconceivable variety of subjects 
for the armed services. It has as- 
sisted countless children to pass 
their school courses by answering, 
just as carefully, their small ques- 
tions. It was Smithsonian advice 
that helped persuade Congress to 
snap up the rare bargain that was 
Alaska. 

Smithsonian scientific publica- 
tions are in -every important library 
in the world. In many a musician’s 
home is another Smithsonian opus, 
a little mimeographed sheet that 
sadly reports, in answer to an 
amazing number of inquiries, that 
Stradivarius violin labels were all 
too easy to counterfeit. 

Never was one establishment so 
varied. “The country’s treasure 
house”, “America’s attic,” “na- 
tional tradition” are just a few of 
the hundreds of vain attempts 
made to describe it in a few words. 

The Smithsonian’s own ideas as 
to its future have best been stated 
by Dr. Alexander Wetmore, re- 
tired Secretary who preceded Dr. 
Carmichael. In 1946, the Institu- 
tion’s 100th anniversary year, he 
wrote : 

“The Smithsonian had a definite 
beginning but has no foreseeable 
end. Its stated purpose knows no 
time or space limits, and it will go 
on through the centuries, changing 
with a changing world and so ad- 
justing itself that it may fill a use- 
ful role in the upward struggle of 
mankind.” 


Civilization is catching up with 
fabled Timbuktu, for generations 
the epitome of faraway places. 

A weekly commercial flight 
across French West Africa from 
Bamako to Gao now stops nt Goun- 
dnm, just 70 miles from Timbuktu. 
Fram Goundnm it is only two days 
by camel to the sun-baked village 
on the Sahara’s southern edge. By 
motor across the desert’s trackless 
sands, it is a mere overnight hop. 

‘Tort” of the Sahara 

But though it mny have lost its 
mythical title as the “farthest cor- 
ner of the earth,” Timbuktu’s new 
accessibility has brought little 
change into its old way of life, says 
the National Geographic Society. 
Lying 800 miles from the nearest 
coast, it remains a vital trade 
crossroads for the vast West Afri- 
can hump — a meeting place of 
Sahara camels and canoes of the 
Niger River. 

Twice a year, in spring and fall, 
camel caravans arrive with snlt 
from Taudeni mines, 425 miles 
north, and merchandise from Mor- 
occan cities. Up river from the 
fertile southland come cereals, 
grain, rice, cacao and ivory to he 
exchanged. 

Timbuktu has no paved streets, 
autos, electricity, sewage or water 
system, movies, restaurants, or 
hotels. For eight months of the 
year the temperature hovers be- 
tween 100 and 110 degrees in the 
shade by day and falls only to 
around 90 at night. Brief but tor- 
rential rains brings some relief in 
late summer, but each downpour 
spells grief to many inhabitants. 
Their two-storied mud-brick houses 
are apt to melt away. 

Moors and Tuaregs of Arabic 
and Berber stock from the north 
mingle with native Sudanese and 
Bellah in Timbuktu’s narrow 
streets of ankle-deep sand. Rice, 
cooked out of doors in public ovens, 
is the chief food of the city’s 7,000 
people. Water, scooped from a 
muddy arm of the Niger, is dis- 
pensed from vendors’ shoulder- 
borne goat skins. 

Cultural Center 

In the 15th and 16th centuries 
Timbuktu was a center of Moslem 
culture. Leaned men came to the 
“University of Sankore.” A fine 
collection of Arabic classic manu- 
scripts was assembled in the town. 
Moslem writers left accounts of its 
great wealth in gold and ostrich 
plumes, of camel caravans 10,000 
strong that gathered to trade in 
gold, ivory and slaves. 

The Paris Geographic Society 
offered a prize of 10,000 francs for 
the first European to penetrate the 
mysteries of Timbuktu nnd bring 
b3ck an account of his findings. 
Africa was then a giant question 
mark. On maps nearly the whole 
interior of the continent was mark- 
ed “unexplored regions.” 

Many adventurers sacrificed their 
lives in attempts to gain the prize, 
but it was not until 1828 that a 
Frenchman, Rene Caillie, succeeded 
in visiting Timbuktu and returning 
safely. He spent two weeks in the 
city disguised as a Moor. 

Timbuktu, as Caillie found it, 
was no longer a center of culture 
and boasted none of the fabulous 
golden treasures ascribed to it by 
legend. Plundered by invaders 
from Morocco in 1591, it was 
further ravaged by nomadic Tuareg 
hands. 

In 1893 the French took over the 
city, and today it is officially known 
as Tombouctou.

WINCHESTER TO ENTERTAIN 
AUSTRIAN STUDENTS 

Winchester will he host during 
August to 8 State Department 
students from Austria who are in 
this country under the Fullbright 
and Mundt Acts for a year of study 
at American colleges and univer- 
sities. They are among 120 schol- 
arship winners from Austria, Den- 
mark, England, Finland, France, 
Germany, India and Japan for 
whom The Experiment in Inter- 
national Living is providing hos- 
pitality in communities from Win- 
chester, Massachusetts, to Seattle, 
Washington. 

Recognizing the value of family 
living in terms of early adjustment 
to college life, the Division of Ex- 
change of Persons first contracted 
with The Experiment in 1950 to 
place a few of its German and Aus- 
trian students in American homes 
and has since enlarged and renewed 
the contract annually. 

The Chairman of the Hospitality 
Project in Winchester is Mrs. Ray- 
mond Holdsworth, 49 Lawson road. 

A non-profit, educational student 
travel organization, The Experi- 
ment has one of the largest pro- 
grams among the more than 200 or- 
ganizations presently operating in 
the student travel field. Its purpose 
is to build up in various countries 
groups of people interested in work- 
ing for mutual respect and under- 
standing between their own and 
other nations. 

Under The Experiment Plan 
young people, aged 10 to 30, go 
abroad in groups of 10, each with 
a qualified leader, to spend one 
month living in separate families 
in tin* country of their choice and 
the second month camping, hiking, 
cycling and exploring in other re- 
gions of the country with their 
D. S. group members and the young 
hosts from their families. A visit 
to a major city such as Paris or 
London «s also part of the summer’s 
experience. Experimenters in Eu- 
rope 1!) years of age or older have 
an opportunity to enjoy a week of 
independent travel. 

This season families in 15 coun- 
tries of Europe and Latin America 
have opened their homes to some 
550 U. S. Experimenters. 25,000 is 
a conservative estimate of the num- 
ber who have taken part in The 
Experiment since its founding in 
1932. Starting with one small 
group of boys Experimenting to 
Switzerland, The Experiment has 
grown until now approximately 
1,000 young people, and double that 
number of families, annually parti- 
cipate in its programs designed to 
train them for effective world citiz- 
enship. 


The Experiment works in re- 
verse too, and this summer has 
some 150 young people from 
Sweden, Denmark, England, Hol- 
land, Germany and France Experi- 
menting in the United States. In 
addition to a month of family liv- 
ing, the Hurope-to-U. S. Program 
includes two weeks visiting at sum- 
mer sessions at state teachers col- 
leges in New York, Connecticut or 
Vermont ; several days in New York 
or Washington; and time for in- 
dependent travel. Experimenters 
may also spend several days at The 
Experiment’s International Camp 
in Putney, Vermont. 

At the grass-roots level The Ex- 
periment promotes the Community 
Ambassador Program, which this 
year enabled over 50 young people 

salesmen, farmers, teachers, sec- 
retaries, students — to go abroad 
on funds awarded by civic organiz- 
ations in 50 communities scattered 
throughout the country. These 
“Ambassadors” represent their 
home towns in the communities 
they visit in other lands. While 
abroad they report their activities 
to their local newspapers and. upon 
their return, give firsthand ac- 
counts of their family-community 
life abroad to interested groups. 
In recognition of the importance of 
this area of Experiment activity 
the Ford Foundation last fall 
awarded the organization a grant 
of $18,200 to expand and improve 
its 1953 Community Ambassador 
Program. 

Donald B. Watt, Founder, direct- 
ed The Experiment from its inter- 
national headquarters in Putney 
until 1950, when he was succeeded 
by Gordon Boyce, former assistant 
to the president of Colgate Univer- 
sity.

PATENT TO CHAMBERS 


On July 28, 1953, the United 
States Patent Office granted patent 
number 2,047 078 on an “Alcohol 
Distillation Process’ to John M. 
Chambers of 61 Salisbury street. 

This invention pertains to an im- 
proved method of purifying alcohol 
stocks that are obtained by the fer- 
mentation of grains, fruits, pota- 
toes and the like. As is generally 
known, this fermentation process 
is one of slow decomposition; and 
the alcohol stocks, derived there- 
from, have impurities which must 
he removed practically completely 
in order to produce alcoholic bever- 
age products, such as whisky, rum, 
cognac, brandy and the like, that 
are free of materials which are 
harsh, had tasting or had smelling. 

Mr. Chambers has devised n nov- 
el procedure for procuring bever- 
age alcohols of extremely high pur- 
ity. Although the details of his 
practice may best be understood 
by those skilled in the science of 
chemistry, basically, it may be said 
to involve a distillation operation 
in which the feed or starting stock 
is introduced at an intermediate 
point along the length of the appa- 
ratus, water is introduced at the 
top and heat is supplied at the bot- 
tom. During the process, alcohol 
vapors rise and are continually met 
and scrubbed by the defending wa- 
ter, with the result that the impur- 
ities leave from the top of the

About 150 people assembled at 
the bridge on Walnut street 
Monday night to see the exhibition 
of water pressure nt this point. The 
display was the outcome of the con- 
troversy over the fire on the eve- 
ning of July 4th, when the roof of 
the old small furniture factory 
caught fire from sparks from the 
fireworks. At that time the fire was 
fought from inside the building. 
The reason given for this was said 
to he lack of sufficient pressure to 
play a stream on the roof from 
outside. 

Supt. of Water Dotten at once 
declared that there was enough wa- 
ter pressure to send the streams 
clear over the building. The exhibi- 
tion was scheduled for 7:30, but it 
was all finished before that time. 
The first display was of two 
streams playing at the same time. 
Each of them cleared the roof by 
about ten feet. Next two lengths 
of hose were connected to a Sia- 
mese nozzle, and then the pressure 
of water was clearly shown, for 
after the water was turned on it 
burst the hose three different times, 
and a magnificent stream was sent 
fully 25 feet over the roof of the 
building. 

The citizens who saw the exhi- 
bition are fully satisfied with the 
water pressure in the Center, and 
strange to say, no one can be found 
who ever said the pressure was not 
sufficient to play over the building. 
The remark did not come from 
Chief Symnies, either, as he has 
said all along that the pressure 
should he sufficient to play over the 
building. 

The reason why the fire was 
fought from inside the building was 
because the flames had come 
through the roof and Engineer 
Symmes considered this the proper 
point to check the fire and thereby 
prevent its making headway in the 
interior. 

There was circulating around 
among the crowd Monday evening 
a report that some of the water 
mains which were open on the 4th 
were closed for the exhibition, 
thereby giving increased power. 
Supt. Dotten emphatically denies 
this, and as we have not heard of 
any house in town which was with- 
out water Monday evening, we are 
also inclined to deny it.

GREETINGS FROM SCOTLAND 


Dan O’Donnell, chief custodian 
of the high school, recently return- 
ed from Scotland, where ho visited 
his native Renfrew on the Banks 
of Clyde for the first time in thirty 
long years. 

"Dannie" and Mrs. O’Donnell 
flew to Scotland early in the sum- 
mer, and they took with them at 
that time a copy of the Winchester 
Star, in which wo of the local press 
extended our felicitations to the 
people of Renfrew and to the Ren- 
frew Press, offering the informa- 
tion that our Editor and Publisher, 
Theodore P. Wilson, is of Scotch 
ancestry, his forebears having come 
from Paisley, a city bordering on 
Renfrew. 

In return, "Dan” brought hack 
with him to Winchester a copy of 
the Renfrew "Press,” a weekly es- 
tablished in 1891, serving Renfrew, 
Moorpark and Inchinnan. Of eight 
columns and four pages, the Press 
is slightly wider that the Star and 
a couple of inches or so shorter. Of 
especial interest to us, next to the 
story about "Dan,” was the account 
of a cricket match, in which Ren- 
frew was beaten by Helensburgh, 
with the winners scoring 169 runs 
in two and a quarter hours for two 
wickets. 

The reporter wrote that "al- 
though Helensburgh only lost two 
wickets, A. McMilan howled 17 
overs for the loss of 50 runs, aver- 
aging only three runs per over, 
which was good steady bowling!” 
Evidently cricket is a game that 
takes a bit of knowing! 

On Page 1 of the issue of the 
Press that came hack with "Dan” 
across the sea the Editor returned 
our greetings as follows: 

"The Renfrew Press returns the 
greetings contained in this mes- 
sage from overseas and wishes to 
assure the Editor of the "Star” that 
he and his staff could not have chos- 
en a more worthy ambassador than 
the genial "Dan,” who brought with 
him a breath of that hospitality for 
which the people of New England 
are so justly famed. We ask Mr. 
O’Donnell to convey the best wish- 
es of the people of Renfrew to the 
people of Winchester, whom they 
thank for taking such good care 
of one of their sons for so long. 

"It is of interest to relate that 
the Editor of the "Star” is the 
grandson of a former Paisley print- 
er, Bryce Wilson, who emigrated 
many years ago.” 

Speaking of Mr. O’Donnell, the 
"Press” says: 

" ‘Danny’ O’Donnell was born in 
Queen’s Place, Renfrew, and as a 
young man played center-half with 
Hibernians. In his youth he played 
football with St. Paul’s and St. 
James, well-known juvenile clubs, 
und has more than one trophy to 
attest to his prowess. 

"lie was also interested in the 
stage as a youth and played for 
many years with the St. James 
Pierrot Troupe. He has many rela- 
tives still residing in Renfrew and 
district, and is at present staying 
in Ferguson avenue, where he will 
remain until returning to the States 
at the end of the month. By that 
time he will have renewed numer- 
ous old acquaintances and visited 
all the familiar spots known to him 
as a boy.” 

As far as we could learn from 
chatting with "Dan” after his re- 
turn he did just that. "Wullie” 
Gregg, a brother-in-law of Mrs. 
O’Donnell, drove him and his wife 
through the Scott and Burns Coun- 
try, and they also visited Edin- 
burgh, of course.

Massachusetts veterans who be- 
came seriously disabled in their ! 
country’s service anywhere in the 
world during World War II or the 
Korean campaign are ns.su red all 
the vocational rehabilitation neces- 
sary to overcome the handicap of 
their disabilities, according to Man- 
ager William J. Blake of the Vet- 
erans Administration’s Boston Re- 1 
gional Office. 

Three requirements must be met 1 
before the Veterans Administration i 
can assist a disabled veteran in 
attaining the educational or voca- 
tional objective for which he is 
Ik*sI suited. 

First, the veteran must have a 
discharge other than dishonorable. 
Second, his service-connected dis- 
ability must have been received 
during either World War II or the 
Korean campaign period, and must 
be serious enough to entitle him to 
compensation payments from the 
Veterans Administration. 

Third and most important, the 
veteran must be in need of special- 
ized training to overcome the han- 
dicap of his disability. 

Veterans Administration’s two- 
way approach to the task of voca- 
tional rehabilitation for disabled 
veterans consists of a medical and 
counseling team aimed at restoring 
their employability. 

Each training plan is tailor-made 
so that it doesn’t exceed a man’s 
capacity to train, or to work after 
training is completed. In addition 
to considering the veteran’s physi- 
cal limitations, the counselor tries 
to channel him into a field in 
which lie will have a reasonable 
guarantee of earning a living. 

Veterans Administration pro- 
vides for tuition, fees, books, sup- 
plies, and equipment in connection 
with its program to restore disab- 
led veterans to self-sufficiency.

The whole scheme was 
concocted by men who had no en- 
gineering knowledge of the prob- 
lem, their only thought was to pro- 
vide an unobstructed passage for 
automobiles, without a minutes de- 
lay. Just boost the railroad up.

MEMBERSHIP IN RESERVE 
OFFERS CHOICE OF BRANCH 


Colonel James S. Morgan, Senior 
Unit Instructor for Boston Army 
Reserve Medical Units, today called 
the attention of young men of sel- 
ective service age to the advant- 
ages of joining an Army Reserve 
unit before being inducted for act- 
ive duty. 

“Under the Universal Military 
Training and Security Act, passed 
by Congress as Public Law 51 and 
continuing in force,” Colonel Mor- 
gan points out, “the nation’s 18 and 
19 year-old men remain subject to 
induction for Army service. Each 
youth must expect to shoulder an 
eight year obligation in a reserve 
component of some branch of the 
Armed Forces. 

“Yet, what many high-seholers 
and their parents do not know,” he 
continued, “is that when a young 
man reaches his 17th birthday, he 
can begin fulfilling his obligation 
at once.” The Colonel outlined the 
case of Johnny Smith, a fictional 
young man, whose experience, 
based on fact, provides a good ex- 
ample.

and has placed on the Veterans 
Administration the responsibility 
of seeing that ‘the veteran does not 
pay an excessive price for the home 
he buys, Blake said.

HISTORY OF THE 
CONGREGATIONAL CHURCH 
HELL 

It may interest our readers to 
know a little something of the his- 
tory of the old bell, which has just 
been removed from the spire of the 
First Congregational Church. 

It was cast in 1854 at the old 
Hooper Hell Foundry in Boston. 
The bell weighed about 2200 
pounds and measured four feet at 
the mouth. For some time past the 
church people have noticed that the 
tone was not as sweet as of yore 
and upon investigation a crack was 
found extending nearly around the 
bell about one foot from its mouth. 
Since the discovery the bell has 
not been used, and recently ar- 
rangements were made by the 
standing committee of the church 
with the E. Howard Clock Company 
to remove the bell from the tower 
for shipment to Baltimore to be 
recast. 

It was taken down from the tow- 
er a week ago Monday, loaded on 
a three-horse team, which took it 
over the road to Battery Wharf, 
Boston. The old metal will be re- 
cast into a new bell of the same 
size and weight, adding whatever 
new metal is necessary. 

The town hall bell was cast at 
the same foundry where the old 
hell is now being recast. Both bells 
are the same size.

RUBBER REBOUNDS AGAINST 
BLIGHT ACROSS 
LATIN AMERICAN TROPICS 

Rubber growing is returning to 

the simuricus on a beachhead blast- 
ed out by science against the leaf 
blight disease. 

The weapons include delicate 
Hevea rubber seedlings nursed 
back across the Pacific to their an- 
cestral home, and “sandwich trees” 
built by plant experts juggling 
roots, trunk, and treetops like 
pieces in a jigsaw puzzle. 

Tropical America’s natural rub- 
ber output is still only a drop in 
the world’s rubber-collecting cup, 
the National Geographic Society 
says. But the success of plant 
disease fighters in growing resis- 
tant strains from southern Mexico 
to Brazil now offers hope that rub- 
ber can again become a major crop 
in countries where rubber began. 

From Amazon To Asia 

Compared to the slow, staid 
travels of other vegetable products, 
natural rubber has bounced around 
the world nnd hack in less than a 
century. Its trail of wealth leads 
from Amazon jungles to England’s 
Royal Botanical Gardens at Kew, 
thence to Ceylon and Singapore 
and to huge close-ranked rubber 
plantations all across Malaya, 
Java, Borneo, and Sumatra. 

As late as 1900, nearly 99 per- 
cent of the world’s rubber came 
from Brazil. But jungle workers 
tapping one or two wild trees per 
acre could not keep pace with sky- 
rocketing demands of the auto- 
mobile age. By 1934, the Far 
East’s plantation system accounted 
for 99 percent of rubber produc- 
tion. 

Ironically, although South Amer- 
ican Para or Hevea rubber made 
Far East plantations possible, it 
could not he domesticated in this 
hemisphere. As fast as trees were 
planted in close formations, they 
fell victim to leaf blight, a disease 
that does not exist in the Orient. 

Since the early 1920's major 
U. S. rubber companies have tried 
to establish plantations in the 
American tropics. Beginning in 
1940, their efforts and those of co- 
operating Latin American coun- 
tries have been aided by* scientists 
of the U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture. 

Rubber trees sometimes were re- 
built from the ground-up — roots 
from one Hevea strain, trunk from 
another, foliage from still another, 
joined by grafting. High-yielding 
strains from Sumatra, nursed in 
the Philippines, were brought to 
Costa Rica. Disease-resistant va- 
rieties were hunted down in jungles 
of the Amazon. 

Today there are three U. S. rub- 
ber research stations in the tropics, 
at Turrialba, Costa Rica; Marfranc, 
Haiti; and Cuyotenango, Guate- 
mala. Experimental plantings have 
been made successfully in at least 
nine countries to the south. Quar- 
antine gardens at Coconut Grove, 
Florida, act as a clearing house for 
the entire hemisphere. 

Results are beginning to show. 
Carefully selected and tended rub- 
ber trees with blight resistance are 
coming into production.

IN BOOTH TRADITION 

In a beautiful ridge-encircled 
pine grove within hearing of the 
ocean’s roar, The Salvation Army, 
a world-wide organization founded 
by a man who was originally a

Dr. George Raymond Bancroft, 
Jr., a popular practicing physician 
in Konnebunk Port, Maine, and son 
of Mr. and Mrs. G. Raymond Ban- 
croft of Highland avenue, died sud- 
denly in his sleep early Friday 
morning, August 14, at his home 
on Maine street in Kennebunk Poll. 
His death is attributed to a heart 
attack and came as a severe shock 
to his family, his patients and his 
many friends, both in Kennebunk 
Port and Winchester. He had long 
been afflicted by asthma, being sub- 
ject to severe attacks, and the 
many demands made upon a coun- 
try doctor often taxed a constitu- 
tion which was far from robust. 

His sudden passing, however, 
was wholly unexpected, as he had 
been in his usual health when he 
retired for the night on Thursday. 

Dr. Bancroft was born in Mel- 
rose March 15, 1920. His parents, 
G. Raymond Bancroft, for many 
years a dry-goods merchant in 
Winchester, and Grace Stratton, 
were living in Winchester at the 
time of the doctor’s birth in the 
Melrose Hospital and he grew up 
in Winchester, attending the public 
schools and graduating from Win- 
chester High School in the class of 
1937, being one of the dependable 
players on the varsity tennis team 
while in school. 

He won a scholarship to Tufts 
College, from which he graduated 
in 1941, and in 1944 he graduated 
from Tufts Medical School, com- 
pleting the necessary course for 
his doctor’s degree in three years 
under the accelerated war program. 

Dr. Bancroft first interned for a 
year at the Burbank Hospital in 
Fitchburg, following this service 
with 15 months at the Waltham 
Hospital. He first practiced in Lin- 
coln, N. H., for a year and a half, 
after which he went to Maine, 
where he acquired the practice of 
the aged and beloved Dr. Prescott, 
who had been Kennebunk Port’s 
doctor for more than half a cen- 
tury. 

Dr. Bancroft practiced in Ken- 
nebunk Port for five and one-half 
years. In that time he had built an 
excellent reputation, both as a phy- 
sician and as a man. He was on the 
staff of the Webber Hospital in 
Biddeford and held membership in 
both the Maine and York County 
Medical Associations. He was also 
a member of the South Congrega- 
tional Church, which he had served 
as deacon. 

Dr. Bancroft married the former 
Eleanor Marquerite Barron of Win- 
chester June 9, 1945. She survives 
with two sons, Mark and Peter 
Bancroft; two daughters, Ann and 
Judith Lee Bancroft, all of Kenne- 
bunk Port; his parents, and a sis- 
ter, Miss Marion Bancroft, all of 
Winchester. 

Funeral services were held Sun- 
day afternoon in the South Congre- 
gational Church, with the pastor, 
Rev. Mr. Curry, officiating. Burial 
was in Arundel Cemetery, Kenne- 
bunk Port, Maine.

ROBERT CURRY ENTERS 
JESUIT NOVITIATE 


Robert Sheerin Curry, son of Mr. 
and Mrs. B. A. Curry of GO Lloyd 
street, entered the Jesuit Novitiate 
at Wernersville, Pa., on August 
the 14th. On this same date, twen- 
ty-five years ago. his uncle, Rev. 
John II. Kelly, S.J., of Holy Cross, 
entered the Jesuit Novitiate at 
“Shadowbrook,” West Stockbrldge, 
Mass. 

Robert was graduated from St. 
Mary’s Parochial School, Boston 
College High School, and College 
of the Holy Cross with the class of 
1953, where he received his degree 
in the honors course, cum laude. 
He was publicity and continuity di- 
rector of the campus radio station, 
WCIIC, associate editor of the 
Tomahawk and associate editor of 
Purple Patcher. He was a member 
of St. Mary’s Holy Name Society. 


The August issue of “Fortune 
magazine has an article entitled 
“Optics: Sharper Than Ever” that 
tells the strides American firms 
have made in the last dozen years 
in pushing ahead of International 
rivals on a number of important 
fronts of optical science, such as 
producing infrared spectrophoto- 
meters, the new eschelle spccto- 
graph, new lenses for aerial recon- 
naissance and solving the difficult 
problem of making high-quality 
optical glass in continuous furn- 
aces. 

Technically minded readers will 
find the “Fortune” article absorb- 
ing. Those especially interested in 
the mechanics of camera lenses will 
be greatly interested in it. And of 
especial interest to residents of 
Winchester is the fact that a fel- 
low townsman, Dr. Janies G. Baker 
of 7 Grove street, is mentioned in 
the article as the designer of the 
world’s fastest lens, the f/0.65 re- 
f ra dory- re Hector. 

This lens is used in the $50,000 
Super-Schmidt Meteor camera, one 
of Dr. Baker’s more spectacular 
creutions. Old style meteor cam- 
eras did well to pick up half a dozen 
meteor trails in a month. The 
Super-Schmidt has recorded sever- 
al hundred in the same period, be- 
cause its f/0.65 lens has over four 
times the speed of an f/1.4 lens, 
called by amateurs ultra-fast. 

Perkin-Elmer Corp., a firm re- 
sponsible for some of the most im- 
portant optics developments of the 
last dozen years, has built six of 
these cameras. It was during World 
War II, when Dr. Black, until then 
an astronomer, got into optics, that 
he and Perkin-Elmer got together. 

Not that the Winchester Savant 
is a Perkin-Elmer employee. He is 
his own man; a researchist in as- 
tronomy and optics. He is an optics 
consultant for Perkin-Elmer, just 
as he is for other firms in the optics 
field, and is widely regarded as “the 
most brilliant optical designer in 
the United States and perhaps the 
World”. 

Dr. Baker is 38 years old and a 
native Kentuckian. He got his A.B. 
from the University of Louisville 
and both his Master’s Degree and 
Doctorate from Harvard. While at 
Harvard he was a junior fellow, 
doing research, a special scholastic 
distinction, and he actually trained 
to be an astronomer, a field in 
which he is still active. 

During World War II he directed j 
Harvard’s optical research labor- 
atories and did much research for I 
the Air Forces, winning the Presi- 
dential Award of Merit Medal for 
his war work. 

After the war Dr. Baker accepted 
an assistant professorship in As- 
tronomy at Harvard, and he is still 
a research associate of the Har- 
vard University Observatory and 
of the Lick Observatory in Cali- 
fornia. 

With optics and the designing of 
optical instruments taking more 
and more of his time, and with the 
increasing demand of the Air 
Force for his service as a research- 
ist and designer, Dr. Baker had to 
give up his teaching at Harvard to 
become an independent consultant 
and a researchist in the fields of 
astronomy and optics. 

During World War II he worked 
chiefly on design of aerial lenses 
for OSRD, and toward the close of 
the war one of his most remarkable 
designs, an f/5 forty-inch telephoto 
lens, was handed to Perkin-Elmer 
for volume production. The lens, 
composed of seven elements, pro- 
duces pictures of phenominal clar- 
ity. Against the two and more 
years it had often taken to design 
lenses, Dr. Baker often designed 
lenses under a month, even before 
electronic computors were avail- 
able. 

He has designed a number of 
telescopic systems that are even 
more remarkable than his aerial 
lenses. They include the f/0.65 
Super-Schmidt Meteor Camera: a 
flat-plate Schmidt with a thirty- 
three-inch aperture that penetrates 
almost as deeply into space as the 
forty-eight -inch Palomar-Schmidt: 
and a “reflector-corrector” system 
that will permit conventional re- 
flecting telescopes to photograph 
vast areas of sky instead of just 
tiny patches containing a few stars. 
He also designed while at Hurvard 
the Baker-Schmidt Telescope, an 
astronomical instrument now in 
use at the Harvard Station in 
Bloemfeintein, South Africa. 

Dr. Baker came to Winchester 
three years ago with his wife and 
family and they live in the big 
brick Harris Richmond house on 
Grove street. Their son, Kirby goes 
to Junior High and their three 
younger children, Dennis, Neal and 
Brenda, attend the Mystic School. 
According to Mrs. Baker their chief 
regret concerning Winchester is 
that they did not discover the town

TOLL HIGHWAY HIT 

A reader of the Star sends in the 
following clipping from Tax Talk, 
the official publication of the 
Massachusetts Federation of Tax- 
payers Associations, wondering 
how the Needham taxpayers would 
feel about railroad tracks 20 feet 
in the air going right through the 
center of the town when they ap- 
parently are quite steamed up a- 
bout a highway going through 
their community at ground level. 

'fhe article follows: “NEEDHAM 
— The Taxpayers Association op- 
poses the passage through Need- 
ham of the East-West toll highway, 
and has called for repeal or amend- 
ment of the legislation creating the 
Massachusetts Turnpike Authority. 
The Association condemns the turn- 
pike act as ‘overhastily enacted 
legislation which gives too much 
power to the Authority without any 
provision for the Legislature to 
review the final decision. 

“Without repeal or amendment 
of such arbitrary legislation at 
once the public can take no effect- 
ive action’, the Association said in 
a strongly worded statement. 

“The injury to Needham lies not 
only in the loss of $500,000 in as- 
sessed property values, but also in 
a great reduction in value of near- 
by property, which will not be com- 
pensated for, and in the elimination 
of potential industrial sites in the 
town. 

“The Association called for con- 
certed action by all nearby com- 
munities and urges the Selectmen 
‘to communicate at once with rep- 
resentatives of all other interested 
communities’ to form an inter- 
town committee and to designate a 
spokesman ‘to provide active and 
energetic community repreLenta- j 
tion for Needham. 

“The Needham Selectmen im- j 
mediately appointed a committee of 
35 residents ‘for the Preservation I 
of Needham’, including several | 
Taxpayers Association officers and ] 
directors.”

JULY BUILDING TOPS JUNE 
15 PERCENT IN N. E. 


New England construction in 
July surged ahead 15 percent of 
June, according to the monthly 
compilation of Gainey’s Construc- 
tion News, daily building report 
for the six-state region. 

However, July construction drop- 
ped 14 percent from the volume of 
the corresponding month last’ year. 

July construction totaled $88,- 
588,696.16. This compared with 
$76,981,282.97 for June and $103,- 
657,309.66 for July of last year. 

All states except Rhode Island 
showed gains in July over June 
volume. Vermont led with 89 per- 
cent gain followed by New Hamp- 
shire 51 percent, Connecticut 17 
percent, Massachusetts 13 percent, 
and Maine 4 percent. Rhode Island 
declined 6 percent. 

Compared to the corresponding 
month in 1952, July showed gains 
in four of the six states. New 
Hampshire jumped 533 percent, 
Vermont 254 percent, Maine 57 
percent and Connecticut 1 1 percent. 
Rhode Island dropped 55 percent 
and Massachusetts declined 30 
percent. 

Construction outlook in New 
England remains bright according 
to Gainey’s, explaining that the 
backlog of proposed building has 
kept pace with the high volume of 
construction activity. The New 
England backlog exceeds three bil- 
lions the authoritity said. 


Rodney Long, towering sorrel- 
thatched snipe skipper of the Win- 
chester Boat Club, won the New 
England snipe class championship 
at the annual Marblehead Race 
Week regatta, last week, piling up 
three firsts, a second and a third, 
and bringing back to Winchester 
both the Eastern and Corinthian 
Yacht Club trophies. This year was 
the third New England Champion- 
ship in a row for the basketball- 
playing sniper whose masterly 
handling of his “Rebel” enabled 
him to win from a good field by five 
points. 

Winchester made a clean sweep 
of trophies in the snipe class. Pete 
Montminney, Long’s regular crew, 
sailing the Rebel to a win in the 
Pleon Yacht Club’s Junior Trophy 
competition on Sunday, August 9. 
Carl Freyer, Jr., another Winches- 
ter hoy, finished second in Pete 
Redding’s “Gremlin”. 

The single race for the Boston 
Yacht Club'Trophy on Wednesday, 
August 12, was won by Bob Hug- 
gins of Winchester, with Winches- 
ter skippers second and third. Long 
was second with his “Rebel”, just 
nosing out Ralph Swanson, who 
was sailing Jim Newman’s “Sin- 
bad”. 

Huggins won this race by a tre- 
mendous margin, but the race be- 
tween Long and Swanson was nip 
and tuck, with the “Sinbad” in 
front nearly all the way. As the 
finish line loomed into sight Swan- 
son apparently attempted by luf- 
fing to force Long toward the east- 
ern shore, but Rodney got away 
and caught the judges eyes a few 
feet ahead. 

Long, Huggins and Montminney 
were not the only Winchester 
skippers to bring home some troph- 
ies. Harry Bean was among the 
first place winners nnd won the 
Eastern Yacht Club Trophy for his 
division of 210 class boats. 

The snipe class had the largest 
number of entries in several years, 
with nine boats registered from 
Winchester and nine from Quincy 
Bay. Early in the week it appeared 
that the real fight for top honors 
would be a three-cornered affair, 
involving the defending champion, 
Long, Bob Huggins of Winchester 
and Ed Younie of Quincy. 

The first three race series spon- 
sored by the Eastern Yacht Club 
took place on the opening Satur- 
day, Monday and Tuesday, with 
Long bringing his “Rebel” in first 
on Saturday, followed by Bob and 
Elbe Huggins in “Shady Too”. 
Third, fourth and fifth places went 
to Quincy boats, Ralph Swanson 
bringing in Jim Newman’s “Sin- 
bad”, sixth. 

Monday’s race also went to Long 
and his “Rebel”, but this time 
Younie of Quincy finished in the 
runner-up spot with Huggins com- 
ing in third. 

Huggins won Tuesday’s race for 
Winchester with Younie again in 
second place and Long coming in 
third. Long’s two firsts and a third 
topped the field and gave him the 
Eastern Club Trophy. 

The Corinthian Yacht Club three- 
race series opened on Thursday and 
was also sheduled for Friday and 
Saturday. As this competition got 
underway Long and Huggins were 
tied for the New England Champ- 
ionship. 

Long broke the tie on Thursday 
when he sailed his “Rebel” to a win 
in the strongest sailing breeze of 
the week, Quincy boats finishing 
second, third and fourth. Swanson 
picked up a fifth in the “Sinbad”, 
with Huggins coming in sixth. 

This would probably have finish- 
ed Huggins’ chance for the N. E. 
championship in any event, and as 
things turned out the single race 
decided the Corinthian scries. Fri- 
day’s races were all called off due 
to lack of wind and the threat of a 
hurricane, and Saturday the snipes 
and other small boats were kept in 
the harbor. 

Saturday dawned perfectly and 
the larger classes went out as 
scheduled. Unexpectedly, however, 
the wind blew up strong with gusts 
up to a velocity of 35 miles, caus- 
ing many broken masts, torn sheets 
and rigging. As a consequence the 
race authorities refused to sanction 
the smaller-hoat competition. 

For the first year Winchester 
was represented by three girl skip- 
pers, two in the snipe class and one 
in the Herreshoff 12 class. Letty 
Harmon and Barbara Fitzgerald 
were the snipe skippers sailing 
their first important races, and 
both made good showings, better 
indeed than several of the male 
skippers. 

Elizabeth Hood proved one of the 
top skippers in the Herreshoff 


group, doing very well with her 
“Milky Way”. Other Winchester 
snipe skippers showing to advant- 
age against experienced competit- 
ion like Younie and Wilkins of 
Quincy were Ralph Swanson, Pete 
Redding, Jr., Jim Cusack nnd Tom- 
my Legere. 

It wasn’t all snipes at Marble- 
head, of course, and Wlfichcstei 
had representation in other classes 
besides that furnished by Harry 
Bean and FJiznbeth Hood. 

In the largest class sailing, the 
U. S. One Design. Byron Wiswell 
was competing with his “Goose , 
and although he didn’t roll up the 
point total he had a year ago, he is 
still very much in contention for 
the season’s championship. 

While Byron battled the big ones, 
Brother George, Jr., was busy sail- 
ing a new English-built, light- 
weight, sloop-rigged dinghie and 
promoting a new class for such 
boats known as the Firefly class. 
The W is wells have been Race Week 
fixtures for years.

Dr. Brock Lynch, son of Dr. and 
Mrs. Clement Lynch of 10 Chestnut 
street, has recently been discharged 
from the Medical Corps of the

| Air Force .with the rank of Captain 
and bus accepted the position of 
chief resident surgeon at St. Eliza- 
beth’s Hospital in Brighton. 

He attended the Mystic School 
and Junior High School in Win- 
chester and he was graduated from 
Winchester High School in 1941. 
His pre-medical training was at 
the University of Notre Dame, 
South Bend, Indiana, from which 
he was graduated with a Bachelor 
of Science degree. He entered Yale 
University School of Medicine in 
New Haven, graduating with an 
M.D. degree in June 1947. He was 
a member of the Navy V-12 pro- 
gram for two years while at Yale 
during World War II. 

Dr. Lynch interned in surgery at 
Western Reserve University Hospi- 
tals in Cleveland and then accepted 
the position of asst, resident in sur- 
gery for one year at Malden Hospi- 
tal, the city of his birth.

He then continued his sur- 
gical career us an assistant resi- 
dent surgeon at the New England 
Medical Center (Pratt Diagnostic 
Hospital) also on Harrison avenue. 
In July 1951 he re-entered military 
service and received a commission 
in the Air Force. As u medical 
officer at a base hospital he rose to 
the position of Chief of the Surgical 
Services at Mitchel Field, Long 
Island. He spent two years there 
performing surgery at a base 
which, with surrounding tenant in- 
stallations, numbered 27,000 Air 
Force personnel and dependents. 

During his high school career he 
found time to study tap dancing 
and appeared in four consecutive 
Winchester High School Vaudeville 
Shows.

WINCHESTER P.O.W. RELEASED 


There was an especially happy 
home on Sargent road last Satur- 
day night when Mr. and Mrs. 
Chnrles Augliera first learned that 
their son, Pfc. John C. Augliera, 
22, had been released by the Reds 
in Korea after 34 months as a 
prisoner of war. 

The Auglieras first heard the 
good news from newspaper men, 
but Sunday morning they received 
an official telegram confirming the 
good news and on Monday, a Red 
Cross telegram from their boy him- 
self, addressed to “Dear Mom and 
Dad” and announcing that the 22 
year-old soldier is well and on his 
way home. The family here, con- 
sisting of the parents, a brother, 
Charles, Jr., 5, a sister, Frances, 
9, and an aunt, Mrs. Jenny Giard- 
indlu, will be notified when John 
arrives in Colifornia to being the 
last leg of the long journey from 
Korea to Winchester. A warm 
welcome awaits him here. 

The Auglieras, formerly of Med- 
ford, have lived in Winchester 
only a little more than a year. John 
was born in Medford and graduated 
from Boston College High School 
in 1949, entering the service short- 
ly afterward at the age of 17. lie 
was listed us missing in action in 
Korea November 30, 1950; at which 
time he was serving with the Med- 
ical Corps attached to the 38th 
Field Artillery Battalion, 2nd Divi- 
sion, and was last seen caring for 
wounded at Kunori. He was official- 
ly listed as a prisoner of war De- 
cember 19, 1951. 

From that time a worried Aug- 
liera family eagerly awaited word 
of the young soldier, contacting 
every returned soldier possible in 
the hope of hearing from, or about 
him. Finally they were rewarded 
by talking with a boy at Bar Mills, 
Me., who had himself been released 
from a 1*. O. W. Camp and had seen 
John just before he had left. He re- 
ported the Winchester boy appear- 
ed in goood health. It is believed he 
was imprisoned in Camp 3 where 
the Anti-Red prisoners were held. 

Two months ago the Auglieras 
got a letter from John, their first 
since he was captured, and now 
has come welcome news of his re- 
lease, followed by word from him 
that he is well and on his way home. 
This word did much to olTset the 
sadness that has been with the 
family since the death of John 
Guilano of Somerville, uncle of Mrs. 
Augliera and her sister Mrs. Giar- 
dinella, who was killed by an auto- 
mobile June 30 while crossing Main 
street near Town Way.

VISITOR FROM AUSTRIA 
PLEASED WITH WINCHESTER 
WELCOME 

The Star was favored Tuesday 
with a visit from an Austrian news- 
paper man, Clemens Maria H utter, 
who, is one of a group of Austrian 
students in this Country through 
the Experiment in International 
Living. Eight of the group have 
been entertained in Winchester, Mr. 
Hutter being the guest of the Wil- 
liam Davies of Sanborn street. 

The 23 year-old Austrian is a 
reporter and sports writer for a 
group of three newspapers in Salz- 
burg, his home city, the Salzburger 
Folkszeitung, Kleine Zeitung and 
Die Wcnde, having a combined cir- 
culation of 180,000. His reporting 
includes illustrated travel stories, 
in the preparation of which he does 
both the writing and photography. 

With this newspaper background 
we naturally expected that Mr. ; 
Hutter, or “Clem” as his new Win- 
chester friends call him, had come ( 
to the Star to talk shop and per- i 
haps go through our plant. He was I 
pleased to do both. He has been in ; 
newspaper work for five years and j 
was interested in the small paper | 
approach to newspaper problems, 
wondering, for instance, how the 
Star, with its 4,000 circulation, 
could exist with so few readers. He 
followed our explanation of the 
small-paper legerdemain intently 
and intelligently. He was interested 
as he went through the press room 
in our small-town working methods 
as opposed to those of the larger 
papers on which he works. 

Mr. Hutter did not however come 
to the Star either to talk shop or 
inspect. He came to ask us to ex- 
press for him, his own and his 
Austrian friends’ sincere appreci- 
ation of the kindness and especially 
the courtesy shown them by Win- 
chester people during their stop in 
town. 

“Every one”, said Mr. Hutter. 
“has been so kind, and so ‘polite’ 
to us! We have been to parties, on 
picnics and excursions, and had 
such a good time!” 

The Star is pleased to convey to 
its readers such feelings as Mi. 
Hutter expressed. It is through 
such visits and experiences as he 
and his friends have had that good 
international relations may be built. 
The young reporter told us he has 
learned something new every day 
he has been here and that he has 
been particularly impressed with 
the streets and houses in Winches- 
ter and with the care that the 
householders give their homes. 

As we chatted we noticed a silver 
“Boy Scout” emblem on the lapel 
of the Hutter jacket, and in re- 
sponse to our question “Clem” told 
us that he is a Scout. that 
got the emblem from a Swedish 
Scout at the International Jam- 
boree in Austria two years ago. He 
then showed us a heavy Scout belt 
buckle which he said he got from 
an Italian Scout at the same time. 

Through the grapevine we also 
learned that Mr. Hutter is an ex- 
cellent organist and has been keep- 
ing up with his techniques on the 
organ at the Unitarian Church. He 
will play at the church on Sunday, 
September 13. In addition he draws 
and paints, is an expert photo- 
grapher and is a fine swimmer and 
diver, having instructed in both 
branches of watermanship. 

Mr. Hutter is going to the Uni- 
versity of Vermont this fall as an 
exchange student, and is already 
looking forward to seeing some 
American football and in getting 
in some skiing, at which he is adept. 
He hopes to become a teacher of 
Physical Education. 

Our visit with the young Austri- 
an was a most pleasant one and we 
are looking forward to any succeed- 
ing visit he may he able to make.

ON DUTY 

CAPTAIN SWICtKRT 
WOUNDED IN BOULDER CITY 
FIGHTING 

The Star learned Monday that 
1st. Lt. Oral R. Swigert, Jr., 
USMC, of 88 Church street, re- 
ported last week-end as one of six 
Massachusetts soldiers wounded in 
Korea has recovered from his 
wounds and has returned to duty. 
At the Swigert home, the young 
Marine’s father. Rear Admiral 
Oral R. Swigert, USN Retired, 
said that normally under the rota- 
tion plan his son would be coming 
home in September, hut that due 
to changed circumstances it pro- 
bably will he later in the fall before 
he gets away. 

Captain Swigert was wounded in 
the exceptionally bloody engage 
ment at Boulder City, a hill in 
Korea that has been made famous 
by the fierceness of the fighting 
there. He was in command of the 
company that held Boulder City 
during the last outburst of the 
Chinese July 24, 25 and 2G, being 
wounded on July 25 but staying on 
until hours after being disabled be- 
fore being evacuated to a front 
line station. Captain Swigert had 
under him in his company 2nd Lt. 
Robert G. Herlihy of 17 Hillside 
avenue, who was killed in action 
in the same fighting at Boulder 
City July 2G. 

The families of the two young 
Marines have met since the sad 
news from Korea and the Herlihy s 
told the Swigerts of a letter from 
their son, in which he said it was 
a small world since he had just 
discovered that his company com- 
mander was the then Lt. Swigert, 
like himself a resident of Winches- 
ter. 

Capt. Swigert is making the 
Marine Cor|* a career. Born in 
Annapolis, Md., son of a Naval 
officer the service was in his blood 
and at the age of 17, during World 
War II, he enlisted in the Marines 
as a private, going to Boot Cump 
at Parris Island, South Carolina, 
and seeing service in the South 
Pacific. 

After the war the young Marine 
entered University of North Caro- 
lina, graduating in the Class of 
1950. Combining his studies with 
the Naval ROTC course, he was 
commissioned a 2nd lieutenant in 
the Marine Corps at graduation 
and went at once to Quuntico for 
basic training before being assign- 
ed to the Fleet Marines. 

He went to Korea in October, 
1952, and he has served since that 
time with the Fleet Marine Force, 
a ground unit attached to the 1st 
Marine Division. He has been 
twice promoted, being a 1st Lt. 
when he was wounded and being 
udvunccd to the rank of captain 
July 9, though news of his promo- 
tion did not reach him until after 
the Boulder City fighting. 

Captain Swigert was married 
shortly after his graduation from 
University of North Carolina to 
Katherine Loughead, a Norfolk, 
Vn., girl, whose father. Commander 
Edward C. Loughead, is a re- 
tired Navy man. They have a son, 
Raymond Michael Swigert. 

The Swigert family has lived in 
Winchester for two years with Cap- 
tain Swigert’s wife coming to town 
when he went to Korea last Octo- 
ber. Besides the captain there is 
another Swigert in the service, his 
brother, Pfc. R. W. Swigert, who 
went to Winchester High School 
for a while, enlisting in the Marines 
in June 1952 and being presently 
stationed at Quuntico.

2,000 CHILDREN 
WILL BE KILLED! 


Last week end the Star heard 
rumors that the plan to provide 
secondary school facilities for the 
town by enlarging the preient jun- 
ior high school building to house 
n four-year senior high school and 
remodelling the present senior high 
school for use as a two-year junior 
high school, a plan accepted vir- 
tually without debate and with no 
opposition at the last March town 
meeting is not to he the plan sub- 
mitted to tlu* special town meeting 
this fall. The plan was explained 
completely and understandably by 
Mr. Speers, chairman of the com- 
mittee presenting it for the con- 
sideration of the meeting, it had 
the blessing of the school author- 
ities and seemed such a happy solu- 
tion of the problem that for so long 
has plagued the town that practi- 
cally everyone was willing to ac- 
cept it as a workable and satisfac- 
tory compromise between the ad- 
vanced ideas of the ultra modern- 
ists in education and the view's of 
those w’ho felt the old facilities 
were good enough, or pretty nearly 
so. Mr. Speers was at some pains 
to explain the limitations placed 
upon his committee by the vote of 
the town, pointing out that the 
vote excluded new buildings and 
directed the* activity of the commit- 
tee toward providing adequate fa- 
cilities for a four-year high school 
and two-year junior high in the 
buildings we now have with suit- 
able additions and alterations. That 
the committee did an excellent job 
and came up with a highly satis- 
factory plan is ut tested by the easy 
acceptance of their plan by the 
limited town meeting and by the 
lack of any referendum after the 
meeting was over. Everyone seem- 
ed so satisfied and even pleas- 
ed with the solution that the 
Star was disturbed to hear that 
the plan for consideration of the 
special meeting this fall would not 
be the same as that so enthusias- 
tically endorsed at the regular 
meeting in March. Final acceptance 
at that time was not possible, since 
the committee needed more time 
and funds to prepare the necessary 
plans and specifications for true 
bids so that a final figure for an 
appropriation could he submitted 
to the town. Frankly, the Star felt 
with regard to the rumors of 
changed plans, that any real devia- 
tion from the plan submitted by 
Mr. Speers’ committee last March 
would arouse strenuous opposition 
and could easily result in the sec- 
ondary school program suffering 


A predicted 2,000 children under 
14 will be killed on their way to and 
from school during the coming 
term. Thousands more will he in- 
jured, many for life. 

But it need not happen to your 
children if you take the responsi- 
bility for getting them off to school 
w’ith a safe start. 

In making this grim prediction 
the Institute for Safer Living of 
the American Mutual Liability In- 
surance Company, urges parents to 
personally escort younger children 
to and from school until good safe- 
ty habits are established. The fol- 
lowing rules are suggested. 

1. Work out and use the safest 
route to and from school with your 
child, taking into consideration not 
the shortest distance, hut rather 
the safest crosswalks, and available 
traffic police protection. 

2. Where there is no policeman, 
teach the youngster to stop on the 
curb, look both w’ays, and watch 
for turning traffic before walking 
across. 

3. If it is necessary for your child 
to walk on a roadway, teach him to 
walk on the extreme left edge of 
the road, always facing traffic. 

4. Impress your children with the 
need for obeying all traffic officers, 
school crossing guards, school safe- 
ty patrols or mechanical signs and 
signals. 

5. Insist on no playing in streets, 
alleys or driveways. 

(5. No roller skating to and from 
school. 

7. No hitching rides on motor 
vehicles when cycling to and from 
school. 

8. If an older brother or sister 
is accompanying your younger 
children to and from school, go over 
the route w ith both children and in- 
sist on responsibility from the older 
one, and recognition of authority by 
the younger one.

LT. C. S. LARSON 
OF NAS SEATTLE 
PLAYS PROMINENT ROLE 
IN AIRLINE RESCUE 


The following from the July is- 
sue of Hiller “Copter News,” pub- 
lished nt Palo Alto, Calif., will 
prove of much interest to the many 
friends of Lt. Conrad S. Larson, 
former well-known resident of this 
town. 

“Seattle— A Navy HTE-2 heli- 
copter piloted by Lt. C. S. Larson 
of HU891 played a prominent part 
in bringing the first NARTU Seat- 
tle doctors to an almost inaccess- 
ible mountain spot near Selleek, 
Washington, on April 14, where an 
Army-chartered Miami Airlines 
I)C3 had crashed. 

“Flying over hazardous mountain 
terrain and hampered by heavy 
snow's, Lt. Larson was able to land 
within one-quarter mile of the 
downed aircraft. He made two trips 
to the crash scene, each time bring- 
ing with him a doctor to aid the 19 
surviving passengers, many of 
whom were critically injured. He 
also made another trip to Selleek to 
render aid. 

Flew Many Missions 

“Lt. Larson spent three and one- 
half hours on the afternoon of April 
14th in helicopter flight operations. 

“Besides carrying medical men, 
he also flew photographers who ob- 
tained outstanding photographs of 
the rescue work at the scene of the | 
crash. One of the photographers 
flown, Josef Scaylca of the Seattle 
Times, snapped photos of the crash 
which were subsequently used in 
Life Magazine. 

Praises Hiller 

“Scaylca was high in his praise 
for the performance of the HTF-2 
and stated ‘despite the high altitude 
and gusty winds, the Hiller surely j 
did perform well nnd I was amazed 
by its smoothness nnd stability.’ 

“Helicopter squadron HU891 was 
commissioned in May, 1952, nt the | 
Naval Air Reserve Training Unit, 
NAS Seattle.”

The most extensive work 
of this clearing program will he 
along Route 128, commencing in 
Needham and continuing through 
to Reading and Woburn. 

Essex County’s project will be 
along Route 1 between Danvers and 
Middleton and in the Topsfield-Box- 
ford area. Planned for Bristol 
County is clearing Route 138 in 
Raynham, Taunton, Berkeley and 
Freetown. 

Funds will be supplied from the 
1949 Bond Issue.

A kickoll* dinner will be the 
signal for hundreds of volunteer 
workers, motivated by The Sal- 
vation Army’s own unselfish policy 
of helping “Others” who are in 
need, regardless of race, creed or 
color, immediately to begin the 
“good neighbor” canvass of every 
home in their communities. The 
home - to - home solicitation of 
“friends calling upon friends” is 
the backbone of every successful 
appeal. 

The campaign will benefit 31 in- 
stitutions, corps neighborhood cen- 
ters and departments. Among the 
most famous of these are Wonder- 
land Fresh Air Camp, Sharon; the 
Red Shield Club for servicemen, 
located opposite South Station in 
Boston; Booth Memorial Hospital 
and Home Department, Brookline;

Local Service Funds, which are 
administered entirely by local com- 
mittees whose members know local 
conditions best, provide on-the-spot 
immediate help for those in need of 
every age and all races, creeds and 
colors, in addition to such every day 
necessities as food, clothing, fuel, 
physical examinations and treat- 
ment, dental examinations and 
treatment, eye examinations, eye 
glasses, Christmas and Thanksgiv- 
ing baskets, Christmas toys, hot 
school lunches and many other 
items. Locul Service Funds also 
made it possible for hundreds of 
children from hot city streets and 
tenements to attend Wonderland 
Fresh Air Camp on Lake Massa- 
poag, Sharon.

MATTHEWS CATCH

“Lymie” Matthews, a former 
Winchester boy now living at Cape 
Porpoise in Maine, and a partner 
in the Port Lobster Company at 
neighboring Kennebunk P o r t, 
caught a rare blue lobster Monday 
of this week in one of his pots 
along shore. 

Old time lobster men of the dis- 
trict, many of whom have spent 
their entire adult lives pulling lob- 
ster pots had never seen a blue 
lobster until “Lymie” came ashore 
with his catch, a little fellow 
weighing about three-quarters of a 
pound and a real blue in color. 

The Port Lobster Company was 
thronged with curiosity seekers as 
news of the Matthews catch got 
around among the natives and sum- 
mer people. Every effort was 
made to keep the rare lobster in 
good condition and the Maine Fish 
and Game authorities, as soon as 
they heard of the catch, notified 
“Lymie” that they would eventual- 
ly take the rare lobster from him 
after a reasonable time for display 
at his shop. The authorities will 
keep the lobster under observation 
at a Marine museum, hoping to 
keep him alive until he sheds. 

“Lymie” and his brother, “Bill”, 
who is a teacher at a private school 
for boys in Lenox, grew up in Win- 
chester and graduated from Win- 
chester High School, both being 
mainstays of the track team during 
their undergraduate days. Both 
were good sprinters and on the 
relay team that set a record for 
Winchester High in the 880 yard 
relay event of 1 minute 35 1/5 
seconds at the Fitchburg Relays in 
1933. This record still stands 
after 20 years. 

“Lymie” married the former 
Deborah Fenton, director of Phys- 
ical Education and Coach of Girls 
at Winchester High for a number 
of years, and after living for a 
while in the house they built on 
W inford Way they moved with 
their young son, Philip, to Cape 
Porpoise last year, now making 
their home there permanently. 

That locale is an old stamping 
ground for “Lymie” whose people 
i on his mother’s side, the Rankins, 
were long-time residents of the 
Turbot’s Creek section of Kenne- 
bunk Port across from Cape Por- 
poise and former owners of Shaw- 
mut Inn, a popular summer hostel- 
ry on the creek.

WINCHESTER YOUTH RESCUER 


John L. Doherty, Jr., of 137 
Highland avenue was one of two 
rescuers of four teen-agers who 
were marooned all night last week 
Thursday in the fog 12 miles off 
Harwich in a 13 foot outboard skiff. 
Aiding Doherty in the rescue was 
Carlton Francis, a Harwich slim- 
mer resident. 

According to press reports of the 
rescue two boys, 14, a youth, 17, 
and a 19 year-old girl were on their 
way hack home from Stone Horse 
Lightship about 10 miles off shore 
when they ran out of gas in a 
heavy fog. 

Under the leadership of the girl, 
a former camp counselor, the quar- 
tet rationed their food and rigged 
a crude cabin from the seats of 
their craft as protection against 
the spray. It is estimated their 
boat drifted about 5 miles during 
the night, at one time being half 
way to Nantucket and not too far 
off Monomoy Point. 

When the four young people fail- 
ed to return home a search was in- 
stituted, led by the Coast Guard 
and including some 1 1 craft. 

Among the searchers was the 
Celia Jane, a Lyman Islander own- 
ed by Doherty’s father, in which 
the son and Francis set out at day- 
break to aid in the search. They 
were fortunate in picking up the 
marooned youngsters and brought 
them ashore in their 18 foot in- 
board, arriving at Allen’s Harbor 
in West Harwich Friday morning 
at 7:30. Those rescued were tired, 
cold und hungry, hut otherwise un- 
harmed by their experience. 

Doherty is the son of Mr. and 
Mrs. John Doherty (Celia Jane 
Forbes), former residents of Wo- 
burn and having a summer home 
at West Harwich. Mr. Doherty is 
chief engineer and general man- 
ager of the B. Perini Sons Co. 


Leon Parker Tuck of Princeton, 
N. J.. retired official of the General 
Ice Cream Corporation and native 
of Winchester, died suddenly Wed- 
nesday, September 2, collapsing 
while on a visit to a friend in Bos- 
ton. 

Mr. Tuck was the son of Whit- 
field L., and Susie E. (Parker) 
Tuck, lie was horn in Winchester 
May 25, 1891, and grew up in Win- 
chester, graduating from Winches- 
ter High School as a member of the 
class of 1910 and being said to be 
the only boy to make varsity let- 
ters in football, baseball, Lmsket- 
ball, track, hockey and crew. He 
was a member of the Gamma Eta 
Kappa fraternity, a high school 
organization of thnt time. 

At Dartmouth, from which he 
was graduated in 1915, Mr. Tuck 
continued his athletic success, play- 
ing varsity football and baseball 
and captaining the Big Green 
Hockey team. He was one of 
America’s finest college hockey 
players, and captained one of the 
hockey teams that represented 
America at the Olympic Games. 
He was a member of the Theta 
Delta Chi fraternity. 

During World War I Mr. Tuck 
entered the service on May 12, 1917. 
He served overseas as a 1st Lieu- 
tenant Pilot with the 1st Pursuit 
Group of the 94th Squadron, being 
discharged May 27, 1919. 

After the war Mr. Tuck was as- 
sociated for 30 years with the Gen- 
eral Ice Cream Corporation at the 
Cambridge Office. lie was manag- 
ing director of the corporation 
when he retired a year ago. 

Mr. Tuck married the former 
Joyeuse Gray of Brighton in Bos- 
ton on January 21, 1927. They 
came to Winchester in 1930 and 
lived on Washington street at the 
corner of Francis circuit until 1945 
when they moved to Cambridge. 
They left Cambridge for Princeton, 
N. J., after the death of their 
daughter, Mrs. Bruce Bedford 
(Hope Tuck) who was fatally in- 
jured in an automobile accident on 
the Princeton-Laurencevilk* road in 
New Jersey, February 22, 1952. 
Mrs. Tuck’s own death occurred ten 
months after her daughter’s, on 
December 21, 1952. Mr. Tuck’s 
only survivor is a son, Leon G. 
Tuck of Newton. 

Funeral services will be held 
Saturday afternoon at 2 o’clock at 
the Church of the Epiphany with 
tlu* rector, Rev. John Ellison, offi- 
ciating. Burial will be in Wildwood 
Cemetery. Visiting hours at the 
David Fudge and Sons Funeral 
Home on Highland avenue in Som- 
erville will be this Friday night 
from 7 to 9 p. m.

The deadline for starting train- 
ing under the Korean G. 1. Bill is 
exactly one year away for nearly 
1,000,000 Korean veterans. Vete- 
rans Administration announced to- 
day. 

The voiterans are those whi serv-’ 
ed siince Korea, who were disc harg- 
ed or .»?parated before August .20, 
19T>2, and who have not ynl take* 
advantage of the G- i. training be.»- 
e&t. 

Under the law, they actually 
must “enroll in awl begh.” G. 1. 
airaiiirng by August 20, 1 954, in <w- 
der *to continue afterwards. The 
mere tiling of an application ifce- 
•fomhand, with an intention of 
starting some time after that date,, 
is dint enough. 

.Veterans Admiiustratiini empha- 
sized that the 1.954 cut-off date ap- 
plies only to post-Korean veterans, 
who left- service htfiore August :20, 
1852. These .Mvnarated after .that, 
date need not .concern themselves* 
with the 1954 deadline. Instead,, 
they have two years from the time 
they left the ai med force* in which 
U get started. 

Generally, a xeteran is t x pecied. 
U he in the classroom ui at the 
training bench when his G. I. Bill 
cut-off date comes around, if Jie 
wants to continue boy* nd that time. 

But so long as he started before 
the deudline, there will he no ob- 
jection if he'* not actuiilly it tram- 
inf on the cut-off date because of 
tilt normal summer vacation, or foo* 
reasons beyond hi* control, vor for 
circumstances the Veteran** Ad- 
ministration deems to be excusable. 

In fact he ervn ’bn* the l ight to 
suspend his G. 1. training for as 
long as a year — with part of the 
.susj*»nsion coming after the cut-off 
dattA— and still he permitted to re- 
sume training afterward*. If he 
does so, Veteran* Administration 
will consider that his failure to .be 
in training on the deadline date 
was fur an “excusable reason.” The 
veteran won’t he required to ac- 
count the Veterans Administra- 
tion for his absence. 

But if ‘the suspension last* for 
more than a year, the veteran will 
have to show the Veterans Admin- 
istration that the absence in excess 
of twelve months was caused by 
conditions beyond his control. Jn 


thif. case, he must have the Veter- 
ans Administration's -approval be- 
f wee he may gc on with his Korean 
G. 1. Bill studies. 

Veterans Administration said 
tfiat these cu/t-off-date rules and 
regulations apply only to veterans 
under the Korean G. 1. Bill, They 
have nothing at ail to do with those 
in training unde?* the World War 
II Bill. 

To be eligible for Korean G, I. 
training, a veteran must meet all 
fchntr* of these requirements; 

He muni lmvc a separation grant- 
f*d under conditions other than dis- 
b ax* irahle. 

He must » brave been on active 
duty any phut* in the world — not 
iwscssarib’ if, Korea — after -June 
27 <1950, the date of the -aw.tbroak 
of Korean hostilities. 

And hr must have had at least 
Timety days of native service, un- 
! h**s he was discharged sooner be- 
k hose of a service -connected dis- 
ability. 

The Korain G. I. Bill still ope- 
txtes as a one-payment program. 
♦1*< »r each month of training, the 
vxtoran rereives a single G. T. al- 
Vwance check from the Veterans 
.Yim inis trillion. With the help of 
6 is check, he is expected to meet 
j*l' his owt. expenses of training — 
♦liUion, fees, books, supplies and 
th>- like.

“Jimmy” Connolly of the Win- 
chester Camera Shop deserves the 
thanks of all motorists for the 
hazard he removed with the cut- 
ting down of the big forsythia 
hedge on the old O’Hara estate, 
now Mr. Connolly's home, at the 
corner of Mystic avenue and the 
Parkway. The hedge was a thing 
of beauty when in blossom in the 
early spring, hut its size made a 
completely blind corner at an in- 
tersection which seems increasing- 
ly busy in recent years. It is un- 
believeable what a difference the 
removal of the hedge has made hut 
there can he no doubt that cutting 
it down may well prevent a serious, 
and possible fatal, accident. Now 
if the authorities would just dis- 
courage the high speed of most 
ears traveling the Parkway be- 
tween Bacon street and the center, 
and incidentally, other owners of 
thick high hedges at street inter- 
sections would follow Mr. Connol- 
ly’s praiseworthy example, we 
would all drive more safely in Win- 
chester. 

Every one at all conversant with 
traffic problems agrees that Labor 
Day week end is the worst of the 
year for the number of cars on the 
highways of America. Many will be 
going away for the last long week 
end of the summer season, with 
many more heading home after va- 
cation to get the youngsters in 
school. By far the greater number 
of operators will drive their cars 
carefully, but there will be enough 
drivers, reckless or drunk, or both, 
to endanger many of those trying 
to drive in a safe and sane manner. 
So much good advice has been per- 
iodically given tin* drivers of auto- 
mobiles by the Registry of Motor 
Vehicles and various safety organi- 
zations that it hardly behooves the 
Star to add to it. There was, how- 
ever, one good suggestion we saw 
in u recent release from the Massa- 
chusetts Police Chiefs in connection 
with driving over Labor Day. They 
advise every one who will be on the 
highway not to try to make their 
usual time between points. You 
just cannot do it with the extra 
traffic. You not only will have to 
drive more carefully and more 
slowly with the huge number of 
cars on the road, but you will have 
to exercise more than your usual 
amount of patience. It is often the 
driver who just cannot stay behind 
a car or truck who kills himself or 
someone else who is doing his best 
to drive properly. After all, it is 
much better to be an hour or two 
late than deceased! 


FORSEEABLE 
MILITARY REQUIREMENTS 

Editor of the Star: 

On my return from New Hamp- 
shire, I am somewhat surprised at 
the number of people asking why 
our young men must continue to 
enter the Armed Forces now that 
a “truce” has been signed in Korea. 
In the first place, it is a very un- 
easy truce and Korea is not the 
only hot spot in the world. In the 
second place there is a wide mis- 
understanding of the needs of the 
military, perhaps a few figures will 
help. 

As I understand the situation we 
have 3V6 million now in uniform; 
1 Mi million civilians working for 
the Armed Forces; 600,000 foreign 
nationals on our payroll. Between 
January and August 1st, 1953, 
79,000 civilians were dropped from 
the military program. 

We will need over 1 million en- 
listments a year otherwise it will 
he necessary to draft for all the 
Services. 

A draftee is inducted for 2 years 
hut because of the 0 months needed 
to train him and the two months 
spent in getting him in and out of 
the Service, the military gets only 
15 months of actual service. The 
present lull in induction through 
Selective Service is because of the 1 
pipe-line average in the U. S. at 
the time the guns stopped in Korea, 
hut by the spring or early summer 
of 1954, 45,000 or 40,000 men must 
he drafted per month to maintain 
that figure of 3V& million — there 
will he a large number of men be- 
ing discharged in 1954. This figure 
of 45,000 must lx* increased if en- 
listments should fall off from their 
present level. 

The Department of Defense 
figures there are enough men in the 
pool for 1954 and 1955 hut because 
of the low birth rate in the 1930’s 
manpower will be low in 1950 to 
1900. 

The above is as I see it, of course 
if war starts again it will mean 
high draft calls. As I remember 
the figures, from July 1, 1950 to 
June 1951 some 700,000 men were 
inducted; 1952 some 300,000; 1953 
some 000,000 will he.

YOUR TELEPHONE BILL 
IS A TAX BILL, TOO 

You may not think of your tele- 
phone bill as being a tax bill each 
month. 

But of course it is — for the Fede- 
ral excise taxes of 15'/ on local 
telephone service and toll calls un- 
der 25 cents, and of 25% on toll 
calls of 25 cents or over. 

The amount of this IT. S. tax in- 
cluded in your billing for local ser- 
vice is shown separately on the first 
line of your tax hill and, if you are 
hilled for message units, on the sec- 
| ond line also. 

! If you are hilled for toll calls the 
amount of taxes on them is shown 
j separately on your Toll Statement 
and is included in the total billing 
for toll service entered on the bill. 

Our Job to (’ollect 

Although your Federal excise 
i taxes on telephone service are a 
i part of your monthly bill and col- 
lected by the Telephone Company, 
the money is not any part of the 
company’s income. On the contrary, 
the work involved is an extra ex- 
pense. 

So our job is to bill and collect 
the taxes and then forward accu- 
mulated amounts each month to the 
Government. 

In twelve months ended June .30, 
195.3, the telephone excises billed 
to our customers in Massachusetts 
totalled $20,106,043. In the com- 
pany’s whole five-state area they 
totalled $.30,792,010 — an average 
of about $20 per telephone custo- 
mer. 

Longer Than We Thought 

For much longer than we ever 
thought we would, we have been 
billing and collecting the telephone 
excises at present rates of 15 and 
25 per cent since April 1, 1944. 
These are taxation rates that re- 
sulted from three increases during 
the war. 

The object of the taxes then was 
not only to help pay the war’s 
heavy expenses hut largely to dis- 
courage use of telephone service 
and thus conserve limited facilities 
for wartime’s essential needs. As 
so-called “war tax rates’’ in the 
Revenue Act of 1943 they were to 
terminate six months after the end 
of hostilities.. 

Although the need to discourage 
the use of telephone service has 
long since passed, the high excise 
rates have been continued under 
the Excise Tax Act of 1947. Thus, 
they exist now solely for tax reve- 
nue purposes. 

Higher Than Most 

The 15% excise on local tele- 
phone service and toll calls under 
25 cents is at the same rate as on 
sporting goods and equipment. It 
is higher than the tax on such 
things as television and radio sets, 
musical instruments, passenger au- 
tomobiles and household appliances. 
The 25% excise on toll calls of 25 
cents or over is higher, for exam- 
ple, than that on jewelry, furs and 
perfume. 

Seems Out of Line 

It seems out of line to us, as it 
must to you as the taxpayer, that 
telephone service should be burden- 
ed wih Federal excise taxes while 
other essentials either are not so 
taxed or are taxed at lower rates. 
It seems all the more out of line 
that the telephone excise should be 
higher thun on things which do not 
rank as essentials. 

It appears to he in recognition of 
this situation that the National As- 
sociation of Railroad and Utilities 
Commissioners stated in a resolu- 
tion last fall: . the present 

excise taxes on communication ser- 
vices are inimical to the mainte- 
nance of reasonably priced and non- 
discriminatory communication ser- 
vices that, accordingly, the excise

The telephone industry has at 
various times called the public’s at- 
tention to the Federal excise taxes 
on telephone service. We have done 
so in order that telephone custo- 
mers may be fully aware that a 
sizeable portion of their telephone 
hills each month does not represent 
charges for service. 


'SLOW DOWN AND LIVE" 

Registrar of Motor Vehicles, 
Rudolph F. King, says, “Slow down 
when you are driving! Unreason- 
able speed is the nation’s Number 
One killer-and is expensive in other 
ways, too.” 

The Registrar explains this state- 
ment by pointing out that moderate 
driving combines safety and eco- 
nomy. It should be remembered 
that human lives are at stake when 
vehicles are driven at excessive 
and unreasonable speeds. It is not 
the life of the operator alone which 
is jeopardized hut, unfortunately, 
those of his passengers and other 
highway users as well. 

Registrar King reminds motor- 
ists that it costs extra money to 
drive at high speeds because of the 
excessive gasoline consumption 
which takes place und because of 
the tremendous strain which is 
placed on tires, especially when 
swerving around curves or when 
applying the brakes. It is common 
knowledge that these items become 
more expensive as speeds are in- 
creased. 

The Slow Down and Live enforce- 
ment campaign is being continued 
throughout the Commonwealth and 
motorists are urged to co-operate 
by supporting enforcement and ac- 
cident prevention authorities.

LABOR PLAYED PART 
IN S. S. DRAFT 

Labor I)ay, observed on the fust 
Monday of September, has come 
to be one of the most generally 
celebrated holidays in the I nited 
State's. It was inaugurated in many 
countries, including ('miml-i. Aus- 
tralia, and the Phillipine Islands. 
Since organized labor has always 
been in the forefront in improving 
the living standards of the working 
man, it, too, played an important 
part in the drafting of tin Social 
Security Act in 1 935. This act enab- 
les a worker (with maching pay- 
ments made by his employer) to 
contribute a small share >f hi* 
earnings during his productive 
years in order to provide for him- 
self and his family on an insurance 
basis when his income is cut off by 
old age or to provide for his survi- 
vors in case of his death. These 
same provisions of the old-age and 
survivors insurance program now 
apply to the self-employed — that 
is, to most persons working for 
themselves in a trade or business. 
Self-employed doctors, lawyers, 
dentists, engineers, and a few oth- 
ers are not, however, covered by so- 
cial security. 

Today four out of every five 
workers are engaged in employ- 
ment or self-employment covered 
by the social security law and more 
than (><» million workers are now 
insured. Since 1937, the Congress 
has passed several amendments to 
the law liberalizing the program 
and raising the amount of benefits 
payable to meet the increased cost 
of living. Today the benefits range 
in amount from a minimum of $25 
to a maximum of $85 payable to an 
insured retired worker. The average 
monthly payment to an aged couple 
is somewhat more than $100. In 
case of an insured wage earner’s 
death, monthly payments are also 
payable to his survivors. They may 
receive a minimum of $45 for a 
family of two children up to a max- 
imum of $168.75 per month. 

The key to the old age and sur- 
vivors insurance benefits is the so- 
cial security account-number card. 
This card warrants particular care 
and attention and each one working 
should have only one such social se- 
curity number in his lifetime.

VETERANS NEWS 

Massachusetts veterans who hold 
permanent plans of National Ser- 
vice Life Insurance may borrow on 
their policies up to 94' V of the cash 
value, at any time after the policy 
is a year old. 

William J. Blake, manager of the 
Veterans Administration’s Boston 
Regional Oflice, described this fea- 
ture of G. I. permanent insurance, 
pointing out that application for a 
policy loan is a very simple matter 
and may be handled at any Vet- 
erans Administration oflice. Loan 
approval usually takes about three 
weeks. 

The loan may he repaid at any 
time, at the veteran’s convenience, 
in amounts of five dollars or any 
multiple of five dollars. Of course, 
as with any loan, the sooner the 
money is paid back, the less inter- 
est is charged on the balance. Inter- 
est charges of four per cent a year 
are hilled to the veteran annually, 
on the anniversary date of the loan. 

Blake cautioned that, although 
the veteran may make repayment 
of the principal at any time, he 
should for his own protection pay 
at least the annual interest charges, 
lie pointed out that interest due 
and unpaid is added to the loan 
principal. Where no payment is 
made either to reduce the principal 
or defray interest, the total amount 
due could eventually exceed the 
cash value of the policy. In such 
extreme cases, the Veterans Ad- 
ministration is forced to notify the

The cash value of the insurance 
is the reserve amount of the policy, 
plus any dividend accumulations 
left on deposit hy the insured. it 
is not the face value of the policy. 
The reserve is computed at the end 
of the first year, and increases with 
each premium payment from that 
time on. 

Veterans who are repaying pol- 
icy loans on their permanent G. I. 
insurance can assist the Veterans 
Administration and themselves by 
identifying their check or money 
order as a loan principal or interest 
payment on a specific policy.

Summer will soon be over and 
that means millions of children 
throughout the land will be return- 
ing to school. Many of these stu- 
dents have held jobs during the 
summer and may have earned as 
many as two quarters coverage 
under social security. 

What does that mean? 

A quarter of coverage is a calen- 
dar quarter, ending March 31st, 
June 30th, September 30th or De- 
| cember 31st, in which a person has 
; earned as much as $50. So a stu- 
dent who was paid $50 or more in 
June, in work covered by social 
1 security, will get social security 
credit for that quarter. If he con- 
I tinued to work in July and August 
1 he will get credit for another quar- 
j ter. The amount earned during the 
summer will he added to any pre- 
vious wages shown on his social 
security account. If he continues 
to work part time after school be- 
gins, he will continue to earn a 
quarter of coverage for each quar- 
ter in which he is paid $50 or more. 

It is a hit startling, but nonethe- 
less true, that many students, who 
have earned as many as six such 
quarters, are already “insured” by 
social security. A modest insur- 
ance payment would he made in 
case of their untimely death. 

A knowledge of the provisions of 
the Social Security Act is of im- 
portance to every person. A quar- 
ter of coverage is the measure used 
to determine whether or not bene- 
fits may he paid. The minimum 
number of quarters required to in- 
sure the wage earner is six, the 
maximum is forty. A quarter of 
coverage may have been earned in 
covered employment at any time 
after the Social Security Act be- 
came effective in 1937. 

Students are affected by the So- 
cial Security Act not only because 
they have their own account num- 
bers and work under the provisions 
of the Social Security Act, hut also 
because many of them are receiving 
benefits based on the wage records 
of their parents. About 5% million 
people are now receiving old-age 
and survivors insurance payments, 
and of tris number, in July 1953, 
just one million were children un- 
der 18. 


OPEN HOUSE 


KOREAN G. I. BILL 
HAS RESTRICTIONS 


Massachusetts veterans interest- 
ed in studying under the Korean 
G. I. Bill were reminded this week 
by the Veterans Administration 
that the law prohibits their train- 
ing for a job or educational goal 
which they have already reached, 
either through previous formal 
training or through job experience. 

Manager William J. Blake of 
Veterans Administration’s Boston 
Regional Office explained that a 
veteran applying for educational 
benefits under the Korean G. I. 
Bill must select his final goal before 
entering training. It may he an ed- 
ucational goal, such as a college de- 
gree; a professional one, such as 
law or medicine; or a vocational ob- 
jective, such as machinist or drafts- 
man. 

The final educational or training 
objective must he listed on the vet- 
e run’s application for training ben- 
efits. He must also list his previous 
training and experience on the ap- 
plication, so the Veterans Adminis- 
tration can rule whether he is al- 
ready qualified for his objective. 

The Veterans Administration 
will, for example, disapprove an ap- 
plication from a veteran with a 
bachelor’s degree from college who 
wants to take another undergrad- 
uate college course merely to ob- 
tain an educational objective. How- 
ever, the same veteran may he per- 
mitted to take such a course if he 
can prove it will help him to qual- 
ify for a specific occupation. 

A veteran with a high-school di- 
ploma, similarly, would he allowed 
to take a helow-eol lege -level course 
only if it is to lead to a vocational 
objective for which he is not al- 
ready qualified. 

A veteran applying for a helow- 
j college trade or technical course 
I consisting largely of shop practice 
will he denied training if he has 
previously completed a similar 
school course for the same occupa- 
tion, or hus held a job as a qualified 
workman in the same trade. How- 
ever, if the veteran wants to qual- 
ify for a higher level job in the 
same field, he’d he permitted to 
; train for it.

No dog 
shall be permitted to run at 
large in the town at uny time 
unless it shall have been vac- 
cinated against rabies within 
the preceding twelve months 
and evidence thereof shall 
have been filed in the office of 
the Police Department. 

SECTION 10B. Any own- 
er or keeper of the dog who 
violates the provision of Sec- 
tion 10A shall be subject to 
u fine of not more than $10.00 
for each offence. 

For the purpose of comply- 
ing with this law the Board 
of Health has arranged to 
conduct u clinic in the huse- 
ment of the Town Hall on 
Wednesday, September 10, 
1953, from 1 to 4 P. M. 

A fee of 60c (fifty cents) 
will be charged to cover the 
cost of vaccine.

SUPERINTENDENT GILSON 
ADDRESSED TEACHERS' MEETING 

Superintendent Harry V. Gilson 
addressed the professional staff of 
the Winchester public schools for 
the first time on Wednesday after- 
noon at a general teachers’ meeting 
held at the Wyman School. He was 
introduced by School Committee 
Chairman Sara C. Woodward, who 
noted that a prime consideration in

3. A sympathetic, capable, pro- 
fessional leadership (Here Super- 
intendent Gilson paid tribute to the 
excellent leadership of his pre- 
decessor, Dr. Forbes H. Norris); 

4. A corps of teachers who are 
both enthusiastic and well-fitted to 
efficiently discharge their duties; 
and, finally, 

5. The cooperation of all these 
groups. 

As Superintendent of Schools, 
Dr. Gilson asserted that it would be 
his objective to maintain this co- 
operative spirit as the best means 
of furthering progress in the Win- 
chester schools.

Supervisor Fred Felmet, assisted 
by Miss Eleanor Anifantis at the 
piano, opened the meeting. Mr. 
Norton C. Demsey, president of the 
Winchester Teachers’ Club, wel- 
comed his colleagues to another 
school year. Greetings to the 1G 
new teachers came in the form of 
special introductions and the pre- 
sentation of corsages or bouton- 
nieres. Also present at the meeting 
was Mrs. William A. Kugler of the 
Winchester School Committee.

SONS SOFTBALL CHAMPS AGAIN 


THIRD TITLE WIN GIVES 
LODGE POSSESSION OF 
TROPHY 


The softball team of Winches- 
ter Lodge, 1580, Sons of Italy in 
America, won the championship of 
the Town Soft Ball League this 
year for the third time, and with 
this third victory also won per- 
manent possession of the League’s 
Championship Trophy.

P. 0. W. RETURNS HOME 
AFTER 34 MONTHS 


After 114 incredible months in 
Chinese prison camps in North Ko- 
rea with the hardships of poor 
food, lack of medical care, cruelty, 
and communist lectures still a 
nightmare — Pfc. John C. Augliera 
came home last Friday. Now he 
is resting at the home of his par- 
ents, Mr. and Mrs. Churles Augli- 
era of 10 Sargent road, a little 
dazed by the flood of telephone 
calls, the throngs of friends and 
relatives who express their “wel- 
come home, Jack”, and the huge 
bouquets of flowers which fill the 
rooms of the very attractive Augli- 
era home. 

Pfc. Jack is a line looking young 
man in his early twenties, still a 
bit nervous after his ordeal and 
yet willing to answer any questions 
about the war in Korea, his prison 
life there; and he grins happily 
when he tells you how glad he is 
to be hack home. He looks young 
to have lived through three years 
in war prison camp. 

His story began back in Novem- 
ber ‘23, 1949, when he enlisted in 
the Army soon after his graduation 
from B. C. High School. He was in 
A. Battery, 38th F. A. B. N., second 
Division, and went overseas on 
August 4, 1950. On August 19th, 
he went into action in Korea — and 
“action” means the real heat of 
war with death coming in all direc- 
tions from hills and from skies. He 
was taken prisoner on December 1, 
1950, and he was liberated on 
August 23, 1953. Between those 
chronological facts lies the Win- 
chester soldier’s story that should 
thrill and inspire his townspeople. 

Private Augliera was fighting 
with his battery that late Novem- 
ber when the Chinese came in full 
force, and the Americans were 
slowly driven back towurds the 
hills. Then the Chinese sent in 
shock troops, plenty of them, on all 
three sides. The Americans (U. N. 
forces) were forced into the hill, 
about 000 men. On the hill across 
from them they could see their 
medical unit, and orders came to 
merge with this unit through the 
one avenue left open. As they did 
so, the Chinese drew in on three 
sides. The arrival of Navy planes 
to reinforce the Americans saved 
the day temporarily and stood 
guard while the Americans got 
their wounded out of the hill 
und into the valley for safety. 
Those men who were still able to 
formed a perimeter around the 120 
wounded, and stood guard. 

But the Americans had gone for 
several days with meagre rations 
and no sleep or rest. And the 
Chinese were slowly drawing in 
closer, closer, until dawn came and 
it was apparent tluU they could no 
longer hold out against so many 
Chinese troops. That afternoon of 
December 1st, Chinese soldiers 
bearing the white Hag came into 
the American camp demanding sur- 
render.

During the 
coming year the 45 Red Cross 
regional centers will have the re- 
sponsibility for collecting 3,100,- 
000 pints of tdood including an 
estimated defense requirement of 
1,300,000 pints.

They 
were amazed when they found out 
how interested we are to hear from 
Europe and we were astonished to 
see how much they knew about 
their country and how proud they 
were to talk about it. On such 
meetings we all realized that 
though they came from far away 
there were hardly any differences 
between us and we could under- 
stand each other very well. 

We are sure that this Winches- 
ter program has been a success. It 
has contributed a lot towards in- 
ternational understanding. Some 
people may say “what is the sense 
of exchanging such small groups 
of students? They ore nothing 
compared with the number of 
! people who have to stay in the 
‘ country and live under the influence 
of bad propaganda.” Well, when 
these ambassadors go hack to Aus- 
tria they will he like small candles 
burning for humanity and peace 
and even a faint light is better 
than a great great darkness. 

Among various invitations there 
was also a trip to the M. I. T. ar- 
ranged for them where they had 
the opportunity to see an electronic 
microscope and a Cyclotron. “Gee, 
I’d never thought that I’d he able 
to see a Cyclotron of which my 
teachers spoke with so much rever- 
ence,” one said. They visited Har- 
vard University where some of 
them even attended classes. They 
also saw the Ford assembly plant 
in Somerville and the First 
National. 

Besides this they traveled quite 
a hit to see the beautiful landscape 
of New Hampshire and Maine and 
spent some sunny days on the beach 
or on the Mystic Lake. Often you 
could hear gay Austrian songs in 
the garden of their hostesses and 
could see them when they played 
some games. 

They did not spend all their time 
only by enjoying themselves, every 
now and then they found a couple 
of free minutes to discuss various 
problems and to tell each other 
what struck them most in this 
country: “I am amazed by the 
honesty of the people and how they 
trust each other. You go to a shop 
and choose some postcards. Some- 
body comes and just asks you how 
many you have taken. No control 
at all. Or you leave your cars, 
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your houses unlocked, you don’t 
need to have fences around your 
gardens, parcels are delivered at 
the front door only, newspapers 
just lie around and if you take one 
you put your money in a box. And 
Americans really do.” “I would 
like to be an American housewife, 1 
says one of the girls, “they have so 
many facilities when going shop- 
ping and cooking their meals. In 
our country women spend so much 
time in the kitchen. Here they are 
able to play tennis and golf or to 
drive children around.” “I would 
not like to he an American hus- 
band,” a hoys says “Why? because 
he has to help her so much!” Oh, 
they could talk for hours about 
their experiences in these 6 weeks. 
Therefore we can say once again 
with some satisfaction that this 
time was not useless at all, hut cer- 
tainly a very good introduction into 
American life. 

Before they leave the Austrians 
want to say “Thank You” to all the 
nice people and we on our part 
wish them “Good Luck” for their 
future stay in this country.

“We never would have surrender- 
ed to the North Korean soldiers — 
we knew what our fate would lie,” 
Jack Augliera stated. “But we felt 
it would be different with the 
Chinese. And we had no alter- 
native, no chance for escape. We 
didn’t have a chance to hold out. 
Some of the men had tried to 
escape in jeeps, hut they were ma- 
chine-gunned. There were 2 to 3 
thousand Chinese in the hills, re- 
member, against our small number 
and our wounded.” 

So the small army surrended to 
the “lesser evil”, and the Chinese 
leaders made great noisy speeches 
about “sending the Americans 
home after the war, feeding them 
well on rise and fish, giving them 
warm houses to sleep in.” Big 
promises. Big, empty, sneaky 
promises. But the hoys half-be- 
lieved them as they marched, ex- 
hausted, that first night — march- 
ed all through the long night while 
the wounded fell and died by the 
wayside. And the next day was as 
had, for the “good food” consisted 
of dried hard corn to chew on, and 
miles and miles of more marching 
until they came to a group of Ko- 
rean houses. These houses were of 
straw and dried mud and far too 
small for the number packed into 
them. For three days the Amer- 
icans were kept here, fed sparing- 
ly on dried corn, with no rest and 
no medical assistance for the men 
who needed it. Their buddies help- 
ed — they tore off underclothing 
and washed it, and bandaged the 
gaping wounds and the sores as 
best they could. Jack had medical 
training, and that helped to ease 
the pain of others. Most of the 
men, even the strongest, were bad- 
ly weakened from the diet and lack 
of rest. 

But the Chinese were stern cap- 
tors, and they kept the American 
POW’s moving North, always 
North, and under heavy guard. It 
was winter, and the snow was bit- 
ter cold. On Christmas eve they 
were marched up into the hills, 
eight hours of tortuous marching, 
and on Christmas morning, they 
were given more corn, and 25 to 30 
men were placed in little rooms 
hardly 8 by 10 feet square, with re- 
inforced guard. It was hardly 
“peace on earth, good will toward 
men” in that part of the world! 
Later they were moved farther 
North, to a mining Camp, Death 
Valley. By now they were fewer in 
number — they didn’t know what 
had happened to most of their bud- 
dies. The had food, the lack of food 
and rest was taking a heavy toll, 
too. 

“Rumors began to fly around 
that the Chinese guards were tak- 
ing us to a hospital ship and to 
freedom, hut the promises were 
cheap”, Jack went on. “Apparent- 
ly the North Koreans wanted to 
turn us loose, to save food — the 
Chinese wanted to keep us, to try 
to convert us!” They didn’t heat 
us, those Chinese, hut they had 
some queer ways of disciplining 
the men!” 

After Death Valley it was an- 
other march, four endless days of 
marching to Puiktong. Here there 
was more room, but the food was 
worse than before and still no 
medical facilities. By now Jack 
weighed less than 100 pounds (and 
he is a strapping fellow normally) 
and .could barely drag himself 
uround each day. Here he stayed, 
with what men were left, from 
January until August, when 1G0 
American (a few British were in- 
cluded) were taken to a hard labor 
camp, and then chosen to be “re- 
actionaries”. Toward this, they 
moved by boat up the Yalu river, 
farther north, in the rain and heat, 
and here they stayed until the truce 
was signed. 

What happened to Jack Augliera 
and the 159 men at this POW camp 
should he told in headlines. 

This was the group of Americans 
on whom the Chinese worked, day 
in, and day out, to convert to Com- 
munism! They were lectured to, 
they were read to, they hud “les- 
sons”. They studied Red news- 
papers, literature, and were lec- 
tured to again and again, in Eng- 
lish. It was a stiff course in Com- 
munism from which every Amer- 
ican was expected to graduate with 
honors! 

“We listened”, Jack grunted. 
“We couldn't do anything hut lis- 
ten. As fur as most of us were 
concerned, it wus crazy stuff hut 
there was no point in arguing with 
the Chinese — we learned to sit 
tight, and listen.” 

These “reactionaries” heard from 
home occasionally. They never got 


any of the thousands of packages 
the folks from home sent to them 

- they had had food and very little 
of it, but they were not beaten. 
And the war department, which 
had told the family that Jack was 
missing, now could tell the parents 
that he was a POW. 

Then came the truce — some- 
! thing hoped for, prayed for, but 
like a dream. Then freedom, and 
home. A chance to sleep late in 
the morning for a while, eat heart- 
ily of the favorite dishes, see 
friends, listen to TV and radio, and 
just relax in the charming home 
his parents had purchased while 
he was overseas. He listens to the 
problesm of his kid brother, aged 
five, and enjoys the attention from 
his eight year old sister and his 
relatives. And perhaps someday, 
the nightmare of Korea will fade 
a little as familiar Winchester 
faces and places become more real 
to him. 

One of the biggest surprises and 
pleasures of homecoming, Jack 
adds, was the reception given to 
him at the Airport and at his Sar- 
gent road home. Mr. William 
Cusack, Selectman, drove t h e 
Augliera family from the Airport 
— the Winchester Police escorted 
them from the town line to the 
house with honors — and the Win- 
chester Home Fronters tendered an 
informal reception at the house. 
Mrs. Sidney Burr, chairman of the 
Welcome Home Committee, with 
Mrs. C. E. Flynn met Jack at the 
airport and Mrs. Francis Booth and 
Miss Barbara Booth, with Mrs. 
Cusack, were ready at 10 Sargent 
road with refreshments and 
flowers. 

Mr. John Volpe and Mrs. Gladys 
Toye were also on hand to extend 
a warm “welcome home” to the Ko- 
rean War hero. 

On Thursday, Pfc. John C. Augli- 
era was guest of honor at Rotary, 
and there will he other town honors 
given to this young man to whom 
his neighbors and friends want to 
say “welcome home” in every pos- 
sible way.

But, however limited our means, 
we shouldn’t pass over the Sal- 
vation Army appeal.

PORI OF BOSTON AUTHORITY 


Pressing the program of solici- 
tation designed to induce New Eng- 
land shippers to make increased 
use of the new facilities of the 
Port of Boston, Henry Wightman 
of the Port of Boston Authority 
staff is calling on business firms in 
this area. 

Work is at present underway on 
the third of the huge new ocean 
terminals of the Port of Boston, a 
$9,000,000 pier which, on comple- 
tion in 1954 will replace two out- 
moded wooden terminals on the 
East Boston waterfront, Mr. 
Wightman informed locnl business- 
men. 

The first two units of the Tort 
Authority’s “Master Plan” for port 
development. Hoosac Pier No. 1 
and Mystic Pier No. 1, both on the 
Charlestown waterfront, are in- 
successful operation, he reported. 

Work will also begin shortly at 
Castle Island Terminal, South Bos- 
ton, title of which was recently 
secured from the Federal Govern- 
ment by the State following long 
negotiations, Mr. Wightman said. 

“Each general cargo vessel 
which ties up at a Boston pier can 
mean up to $30,000 in wages, 
charges and purchases of supplies 
to holster the economy of the 
State”, said Mr. Wightman. “Every 
businessman receives benefit, even 
if only indirectly, from such sub- 
stantial contributions to our pros- 
perity from the Port of Boston. 

‘The Port is entitled to their 
support. By shipping their goods 
through the Port of Boston and 
stipulating that their imports of 
aw materials and finished prod- 
ucts pass through Boston, they can 
make it possible for us to attract 
additional shipping to our harbor.’’

At last report, a month ago, the 
Worcester Chapter and the Na- 
tional staff of caseworkers, nurses, 
and administrative personnel were 
beginning rehabilitation work with 
the disaster-affected families reg- 
istered with Red Cross for assist- 
ance. By the end of July, Red Cross 
expenditures for relief alone 
amounted to $606,616.07. Of this 
amount, $151,500. has come from 
the Central Massachusetts Relief 
Committee. 

To date, individual family care 
has been given by Red Cross to 
more than 1,000 families and 552 
of these have been closed as assist- 
ed cases. These figures on families 
helped do not include the cases 
currently under consideration by 
Red Cross in which a large amount 
of emergency assistance has been 
given. 

Few people who have not work- 
ed in a major disaster can appre- 
ciate the work involved in rehab- 
ilitation. In these eight weeks, 
several thousand personal contacts 
have been made between the dis- 
aster-stricken families and staff 
workers. Many families registered 
with Red Cross were tenants of 
the Great Brook Valley and Curtis 
Apartments which were severely 
damaged by the tornado - _ roofs 
were blown away, window glass 
was out, furniture and belongings 
had to he piled up in the apart- 
ments and covered with tarpaulin. 
Families from these developments 
were housed in truilers and at the 
Red Cross shelter at Worcester 
Polytechnic Institute. At the peak 
of the shelter operation, 39 fam- 
ilies with 107 children (almost all 
under the age of six years!) were 
housed by Red Cross. When fam- 
ilies were given permission by the 
Housing Authority to visit their 
apartments in Great Brook and 
Curtis, Red Cross workers went 
with them. Only then could the 
workers and the families appraise 
the actual damage. Then purchase 
of necessary furniture followed. 

Peoples’ living patterns are an 
evolution of many natural develop- 
ments, over the years. Serious de- 
cisions faced families which had 
lost everything. It takes time to 
recover from the shock of a dis- 
aster and from the injuries. Time 
is needed to plan for an entirely 
new family situation. Rehabilita- 
tion work is moving ahead as ra- 
pidly as circumstances permit and 
human will can push it forward. 

And now, to bring our summary 

» to date as of the end of July. 
Following are the sums spent to 
date by Red Cross, in rendering 
the various kinds of service de- 
scribed, and the number of families 
which have received Red Cross 
help: 

For Building and Repair of Homes 
$188,156.81 has been spent 
to date 

Typical of the 81 families who 
have received help to date in re- 
pairing and rebuilding their homes 
is that of the disabled World War 
II veteran, age 38, his wife, age 
30, and two children, ages 9 and 3. 
Before the tornado struck the vet- 
eran had begun construction of a 
home next door, since the family 


had outgrown the house they were 
living in. The cellnr of the new 
home was completed, the man hav- 
ing spent several years on con- 
struction - - doing most of the 
work himself. When the out grown 
home was damaged beyond repair 
by the tornado (three rooms were 
blown completely away and the re- 
mainder was removed by the city) 
the family took refuge in the cellar 
of the home-to-be. With Red Cross 
help, the veteran will be able to 
build a new home on the founda- 
tion, doing much of the plumbing 
and electric work himself. Some 
of the furniture from the old home 
was saved. Essential items which 
were destroyed by the tornado will 
be replaced by Red Cross. The 
family received an adequate 
amount of clothing from the Red 
Cross to take care of immediate 
needs, and will be able to purchase 
winter clothing on their own. Total 
award to this family for building 
their new home $3,300. 

For Household Furnishings 

$164,178.14 - for 333 families 
to date 

Part of this money expended by 
Red Cross went to help Mr. (’., his 
wife and child. One child was killed, 
the other injured by the tornado. 
The family bad no savings. They 
lost all their furniture. The family 
was able to manage maintenance 
following the disaster by living 
with their relatives. Red Cross 
provided the clothing needed fol- 
lowing the tornado, paid the bur- 
ial expenses of the child, and saw 
to it that the family had basic 
furniture for the four rooms in 
which they live (the man works 
on a farm and living accommoda- 
tions are provided by his employ- 
er). Reestablished in their home, 
the family will have a new dinette 
set, an electric refrigerator, beds, 
chests of drawers, dishes, evoking 
utensils and other basic items. The 
Red Cross award for furnishings 
was slightly over $700. Mr. C. 
wrote the Red Cross worker: "We 
appreciate so much all you have 
done for us in our time of need.” 

For Medical and Nursing Care 

$60,763.05 

To date Red Cross has paid 549 
emergency hospital bills with 
many long-term bills still being 
processed for payment. At the 
peak of the hospital load Red Cross 
paid for 112 private duty nurses, 
18 of whom are still on duty. 

Some of the many people receiv- 
ing help with medical and nursing 
costs are Mr. and Mrs. B who have 
lived in New England for many 
years and in the Worcester area 
| for the past 10 years. The couple 
I had completed their daughter’s 
education, had built a comfortable 
home and were looking forward to 
j the future with a sense of secur- 
ity. They lived in a nicely-furnished 
cottage. The tornado completely 
destroyed their home, and Mrs. B 
suffered serious injuries. She was 
rushed to the hospital the night of 
the tornado and will probably be 
there for many weeks to come. The 
Red Cross paid for special duty 
nurses and will continue to carry 
this expense until Mrs. B leaves 
tlie hospital. Medical costs will run 
around $3,000. Mr. and Mrs. B are 
in their early sixties. They had 
enough insurance to cover their 
home and furniture and a small 
nest-egg in savings. In planning

For Food, Clothing. Rent, 
Maintenance - $56,586.60 
375 Families to Date 

A self-employed resident of the 
Worcester area whose business was 
destroyed needed groceries for bis 
family while he was arranging to 
replace his business. Red Cross 
gave him $60. worth of groceries. 
The wage-earner in one local fam- 
ily was injured by the tornado. To 
keep his family going until he re- 
covers, the Red ('loss is paying for 
rent and food. Many families need- 
ed and received help with rent, 
clothing, and basic maintenance un- 
til they could get back on their 
feet. 

For Occupational Supplies and 
Equipment - $2,780.93 
12 Families to Date 

This expenditure includes the 
purchase of mechanics tools, bar- 
bers tools, carpenter tools, and 
other tools required by the man in 
the family in order to continue 
earning a living. For example, Mr. 
A, who was a carpenter, lost all of 
his hammers, saws, rulers, levels, 
etc. Without these, lie could not go 
on with his trade. After having 
their emergency needs met, the 
family and the Red Cross worker 
mapped out a plan which would 
take care of repairing their home 
and refurnishing the rooms with 
pieces required for comfortable 
living. But Mr. A needed tools to 
continue his trade and earn money 
for the support of himself and his 
wife. Mr. A selected the tools of 
his choice at a store of his choice. 
The Red Cross paid for the tools. 
For Mass Feeding, Mass Shelters, 
Etc. - $44,049.51 - 10,000 Persons 

Many families lost all of their 
clothing, had no place to go when 
their homes were destroyed, needed 
food, and in many instances such 
items as eye-glasses and dentures. 
Red Cross provided these necess- j 
ities during the days immediately 
following the tornado, as well as 
paying bills for injured persons j 
who received emergency treatment i 
from June 9 through June 14. In- 
cluded in the 10,000 persons re- J 
ceiving emergency mass care were 
more than 300 who were sheltered 
and fed at the shelters at Holy 
Cross College, Worcester Poly- 
technic Institute, and Clark Uni- 
versity. It was necessary to care 
for large numbers of disaster suf- 
ferers over an extended period of 
time. In addition, more than 6,000 
persons engaged in rescue and ev- 
acuation work and restoration of 
public facilities were fed by Red 


Cross stationary and mobile can- 
teens. 

Emergency trailer kits have been 
made available to 270 families and 
it i< estimated that 155 additional 
families will need kits. These Home 
Kit packets for 4 and 6 persons 
were given to families living in 
trailers as partial rehabilitation. 
The kits contained blankets, sheets, 
pillowcases, bath towels, silver- 
ware and dishes, cleaning utensils, 
cooking utensils, an alarm clock 
and other housekeeping items.

The hundred or so persons that 
attended Tuesday evening’s hear- 
ing on Rent Control held in the 
town hall upon the invitation of the 
Selectmen contributed little that 
can be taken as an expression of 
opinion indicating the town’s feel- 
ing about this Controversial matter. 

Unly four persons spoke at any 
length at all, Mr. Hewis, Mr. Gus- 
tin, Mrs. Toye and Mrs. Woodside. 
Of these Mr. Hewis was avowedly 
for rent control. Mr. Gustin said 
he spoke for neither side, but could 
hardly on the weight of his re- 
marks be recorded as a rent control 
proponent. 

Mrs. Woodside did not record 
herself, for or against, but here 
again few could feel she favored 
resuming rent control in town. Mrs. 
Toye was brought to the micro- 
phone by Mr. Hewis’ statement 
that those renting houses would be 
afraid to speak at a public meeting. 

Mr. Hewis favored rent control 
because he said census figures 
showed less rental units in town in 
1950 than in 1940 with a larger 
population. Supply and demand 
can not apply if there is no supply, 
he said, and he added that there are 
two good reasons for continuing 
rent control in town; 1, that tenants 
can feel confident they will not be 
forced out by prohibitive rents with 
no place to go; and 2, that a duly 
appointed control board can know 
exactly the rental situation in town, 
something no one knows now, and 
also can determine whether the 
town’s zoning and building regula- 
tions are being complied with. He 
recorded himself as a town meet- 
ing member who ns of then would 
vote to resume rent control. 

Mrs. Toye said she personally 
was not afraid to say that her rent 
had been boosted once and that she 
faces another raise, with the neces- 
sity of doing all inside renovating. 
While appreciating the landlord’s 
need for a return on his investment, 
she said that she would not pay 
double the rent she is paying for 
her home. She agreed with Mr. 
Hewis that many renters are a bit 
timid about telling how they feel 
concerning rent control in public, 
because of possible reprisal.

and then told the story of the 300- 
year-old academy in a most enter- 
taining manner and with many 
humorous anecdotes. Now there 
are many buildings and various 
athletic fields and has an enroll- 
ment of 400 students. 

Mr. Henry N. Flynt, President 
of the Pocumtuck Valley Memorial 
Association, spoke on “The History 
of Old Deerfield”. Mr. Flynt, a 
New York Lawyer, and his wife 
became very much interested in 
restoring the old Deerfield houses 
while their son was a student at 
the Academy in the 1930’s. 

Mr. Flynt showed beautiful 
colored slides of most of the his- 
toric houses, including the old 
printing office, with many interior 
views. The post office is a repro- 
duction of the first little wooden 
church. 

Following the meeting, refresh- 
ments were served in the large 
room adjoining the Auditorium. 

Many of the old houses were 
open, and one of the best-known is 
the Frary House built in 1G98. 
Later more rooms were added, so 
that the family could live on one 
side, and the other became a 
tavern. The tap-room was lighted 
by candles in a most unusual tin 
chandelier. In the ball-room on 
the 2nd floor, Deerfield Academy 
was founded. 

The Stebbins family was very 
wealthy and they built the first 
brick house in 1781. In one room 
the walls are a delicate pink, made 
by mixing brick dust with the 
plaster. Jarad Jessup, an itinerant 
painter, decorated the dining-room 
walls. 

Hall ’Tavern was built in 1700 in 
Charlemont, hut was moved to 
Deerfield by Mr. Flynt when the 
Mohawk Trail was widened. It was 
dismantled and each piece num- 
bered, and even the 70,000 bricks of 
the central chimney were numbered 
and transported in boxes to he 
erected on the new site. Now the 
huge central chimney can be seen 
through glass on the 2nd floor. 
One panel of a stenciled wall was 
brought intact and a local artist 
restored the rest. A fine collection 
of Samuel Pierce pewter was dis- 
played, as well as samples of the 
old Deerfield wall-papers. Repro- 
ductions may he ordered there. 

The old Christopher Wrenn type 
brick church with its “balloon” 
ceiling was built in 1824 on the site 
of the several earlier meeting- 
houses (the first built in 1098). 
Rev. Samuel Willard was minister 
to “Calvanists and Unitarians” 
from 1809 to 1829, and lived in the 
beautiful colonial house across the 
street, and known as The Manse. 

The Parson Ashley House at the 
upper end of the street was most 
attractively furnished in period 
furniture. Members of the Acad- 
emy faculty have living-quarters in 
most of these historic houses. 

The Museum was extremely in- 
teresting, and has many outstand- 
ing collections and unusual pieces 
on the three floors, with the finest 
treasures in the new fire-proof 
wing. 

The Misses L a u r a Tolman, 
Eleanor and Louise Bancroft, Mrs. 
Mildred Noyes and Mr. Arthur 
Noyes represented the Winchester 
Historical Society.

WOMEN S ASSOCIATION 

The fall meeting of the Women’s 
Association of the First Congrega- 
tional Church will he held on Tues- 
day.

This will he a 
joint meeting with the Home 
Church Guild. Mrs. James S. 
Allen, President of the Association, 
will preside, and the worship ser- 
vice will he conducted by Mrs.

The speaker of the afternoon will 
he Rev. Margaret Henrickscn of W. 
Sullivan, Maine, who each Sunday 
serves seven churches on the curve 
of Frenchman’s Bay, churches 
which were originally closed and 
which Mrs. Henrickscn has reopen- 
ed one by one. Her work and ser- 
vice to the people of this section 
and her twelve hour Sunday with 
its sermons to these seven churches 
have won Mrs. Henrickscn wide 
recognition. 

Mrs. Henrickscn was born in 
Plainfield, N. J., in 1900 and at- 
tended Plainfield Academy. She 
graduated from the National Col- 
lege of Education in Chicago and 
for a time taught in the public 
schools. She then went into pro- 
fessional Girl Scout work, going to 
Northampton, Mass., in 1925 to 
direct the local Girl Scouts. She 
was made director of western 
Massachusetts Girl Scout activities 
in 1927. She continued to live in 
Northampton after her marriage 
until 1937 when the depression 
changed the Henricksen’s way of 
life. For the next few years they 
held positions in Albany, N. Y., and 
Boston working with underprivileg- 
ed and problem young people. 

In 1943, Mr. Henrickscn died, and 
after a year of trying to find her- 
self, Mrs. Henrickscn discovered 
the real call of her life was to the 
rural church, especially to the little 
country churches closed because 
there were no ministers to serve 
them. 

Through the invitation of the 
Methodist district superintendent, 
Dr. G. Vaughn Shcdd, she went to 
live in Maine and there consulted 
with Dr. Henry P. Van Dusen, 
president of Union Theological 
Seminary and a summer resident 
of Sorrento, Maine. He told her 
she could study theology perfectly 
well by correspondence. She com- 
pleted the conference course of 
study in five years. This included 
a thorough coverage of the Bible, 
church history, social service, and 
church administration, all the sub- 
jects that are taught in theological 
schools. While studying, she car- 
ried on the full duties of a minister, 
adding to them as one town after 
another asked her to open up their 
church. 

Mrs. Henrickscn has been de- 
j scribed ns a women whose courage 
is matched by her humilty and 
whose life is a joyful testimony to 
God. Of her work as a minister she 
has said, “This is the most glorious 
business there is on earth since it 
is only through the Christian 
Church that people can get a main 
spring for their lives. I preach a 
positive and hopeful gospel.” 

A cordial invitation to hear Mrs. 
Honricksen is extended to all the 
women of the church and their 
friends. Tea will he served at the 
end of the program with the Home 
Church and Social Service Guilds 
actings as hostesses.

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WINCHESTER SCHOOLS ENROLL 3034 

INCREASE OP 157 


FITTS AND HILLS WINNERS 


The results of the high birth rate of recent years and the increase 
in home construction are again reflected in the rising enrollment of the 
Winchester public schools. Registration figures for September 14, 1953, 
■how a total enrollment of 3034, representing an increase of 157 over 
the figures for September 10, 1952. 

The elementary schools, which enrolled 1732 pupils in 1952, gained 9G 
pupils, to reach a total of 1828. Lincoln School, reporting a membership 
of 241, as compared with 243 for last year, was the only school not show- 
ing an increase. Wyman School’s figure of 417 topped that of 1952 
by 30. 

A comparison of the figure for the junior and senior high schools 
shows a reversal of those for last year, when the enrollment of the two 
schools declined slightly. The junior high, which had 400 pupils in 
1952, is housing 417 this year. The enrollment in the high school is 
789 as opposed to 745 in 1952, this increase in spite of the fact that the 
present senior class is the smallest since 194G. 

The following table of enrollments since 1949 helps to show the 
steady increase in school population which has taken place since then.

ELIMINATION SUGGESTION 


The following is a copy of a let- 
ter Mr. Elmer Fletcher sent to Gov- 
ernor Herter on the elimination of 
the Grade Crossing. 

8 Lagrange street 
Winchester, Mass. 
August 20, 1953 

His Excellency Christian A. Herter, 
State House, 

Boston, Massachusetts. 

Dear Governor Herter: 

Reference is made to previous 
correspondence with you relative 
to the elimination of the Grade 
Crossing Project at Winchester 
Center. As I recall, you referred 
my letter to Commissioner Volpe 
whom you had just appointed and 
he replied that the project had been 
set-up and that it would be carried 
out as planned. At that time a list 
of projects was listed in the Boston 
newspapers, among them being the 
Winchester Grade (’tossing with an 
estimated cost of $4,000,000. Since 
that time Commissioner Volpe has 
decided, as I understand, that in 
addition to the raising of the rail- 
road grade, he proposes to con- 
struct a highway to divert the 
motor traffic north of the center 
crossing to pass under the proposed 
railroad, thus adding to the total 
cost of the project. 

While no definite estimate of the 
totul cost has been given the public, 
it has been stated that a very bad 
situation has developed north of 
the center as to the unstable foun- 
dation found where the railroad 
croshes the pond. While no word 
from Mr. Volpe has so far been 
given the citizens of the town as 
to what this foundation problem 
will add to the cost, yet without 
doubt it will add much to a total 
already in the millions of dollars. 

I am writing you at this time to 
say that I, and I am sure many 
other citizens of Winchester agree 
that the State is not justified in 
spending the many millions of 
dollars this project will cost, as 
now proposed, just to eliminate 
this grade crossing when the pro- 
posed by-pass, over not under the 
railroad north of the crossing 
would solve the highway traffic 
problem at a small fraction of the 
cost. 

I trust that you will take this 
whole matter up with Commis- 
sioner Volpe. Since he is a citizen 
of this town I hope that he has an 
interest in carrying out a logical 
plan at a minimum cost. 

This plan of lifting the railroad 
was an ill-conceived one, sponsor- 
ed by people who gave no thought 
as to the cost or the problem in- 
volved. Some of them may be 
political friends of yours, but I 
liope that will make no difference in 
your decision, which should be not 
to spend the taxpayers money on 
projects that are not justified. 

You may be told that the State 
has spent much money on the sur- 
veys for this project which prob- 
ably is true, but has not the State 
spent many thousands of dollars on 
surveys that were for uncalled-for 
projects. Commissioner Callahan 
did this in his plan for a thru-way 
in this town. He no doubt paid the 
Chicago Engineering Company 
much for this and other plans dur- 
ing the Democratic Administration. 
I hope that your better judgement 
will be that the project as now 
planned is not justified, for there 
is at present a strong sentiment in 
this town against raising of the 
rail roud grade and the cost entuil- 
ed.

U. S. MARINE CORPS 
PLATOON LEADERS CLASS 


| Editor of the Star: 

Because of the increase in ques- 
tions about the USMC programs, 

1 would like to give young men in 
this area, as well as their parents, 
a thumbnail sketch of the two most 

, popular programs and introduce to 
• you the officers in charge of these 
! programs, Captain Edward F. Dun- 
can and Lt. Karl Moore, Post 
Office Bldg., Boston, Mass. (Lib. 
2-5600, Ext. 224). May I suggest 
that parents clip this information 
so that they will have a slight 
knowledge, at least, of what their 
off-springs may he talking about. 

Platoon Leaders (’lass (PLC) — 
I This program is open to college 
| freshmen, sophomores and juniors 
I or a high school graduate who has 
been accepted at an accredited col- 
lege or university. The training is 
limited to 2 summer periods of 6 
weeks each; upon graduation the 
man is eligible for a commission as 
2nd Lt. USMC Reserves; base pay 
for, a 2nd Lt. is $222.30 a month 
plus an allowance of $47.88 a 
month for food; if quarters are not 
furnished, a 2nd Lt. without de- 
pendents receives $68.40 more, with 
dependents $88.50 or a total of 
$270.18 quarters furnished or 
$338.58 - $355.68 quarters not 

furnished. 

If selected for PLC a man is en- 
listed as a Private in the USMC 
Reserve and immediately receives 
a temporary promotion to Cpl.; to 
he deferred from Selective Service 
induction, a man must agree in 
writing to accept a commission if 
tendered and to serve not less than 

2 years active duty; if a man fails 
to successfully complete the PLC 
program, he is returned to civilian 
life as a member of the Inactive 
USMC Reserve and is again subject 
to Selective Service regulations. 

Training: — Summer training is 
at the .Marine Corps Schools, 
Quantico, Vu.; during the first 6 
weeks period the man receives a 
Cpl’s pay (about $149.50 a month); 
during the second 6 weeks period 
the man is promoted and receives a 
Sgt’s rank and pay (about 
$183.45); there are no allowances 
for dependents. 

Enlistment requirements: — At 
leust 17 years of age; be less than 
26 years of age on July 1st of the 
year he expects to receive his col- 
lege degree; be a citizen of the 
United States; be a freshman, 
sophomore or junior and enrolled as 
a full time student at some accred- 
ited college or university or a high 
school graduate who has been ac- 
cepted at some college or univer- 
sity. 

Next week I will outline the 
USMC program for college Seniors 
and some graduate students. 

For more detailed information 
get in touch with Captain Duncan 
or Lt. Moore. I had the pleasure 
of a visit from Lt. Moore and 
found him to be the sort of man I 
would wish my son to contact and 
while the word “charming” is not 
often connected with a Marine, I 
found him to he a charming gentle- 
man.

THANKS TO KIWANIS 


Mr. (Justin said he wanted people 
to know just what they are getting 
in the event rent control is resumed 
here, and read portions of the law, 
stating that a need for rent control 
must be shown by a community 
voting it and also that such rent 
control must he shown to he in the 
public interest. 

This “public interest” he said is 
important, because any control 
hoard set up by the Selectmen must 
have a majority of “public interest” 
members with the remainder equal- 
ly divided between tenants and 
landlords. Thus a local rent con- 
trol hoard will not he a tenant’s 
board, or a landlord's board, but a 
“public interest” board. Many 
renters of property, he felt, have 
an erroneous view of what the 
hoard is being created for. 

His reading of the law led him 
to the belief that re-establishing 
rent control in Winchester will lead 
to the creation of a local bureau- 
cracy responsible to the state for 
which the town must pay, and be 
reminded bis hearers that in con- 
tinuing rent control they do so only 
until June of 1954 anyway, for at 
that time it is discontinued by 
statute. 

Ho got a ripple of laughter when 
he reminded those present that 
there is no law in America com- 
pelling any one to pay rent, and 
though he had said lie was speak- 
ing neither for nor against rent 
control, he did say he believed rent 
control, the only control now re- 
maining, is un - American and 
against every thing America stands 
for. He stated that in 1950 there 
was a larger percentage of rental 
units in Winchester for the popu- 
lation than in 1940. 

Mr. Greer, chairman of the Se- 
lectmen, who acted as presiding 
officer, differed with Mr. Gustin’s 
interpretation of the law relating 
to the town’s financial obligation 
with regards to rent control, avow- 
ing the town can pay out no money 
except by appropriation voted at 
town meeting. 

Mrs. Woodside prefaced her re- 
marks with the statement that 
there is nothing about which people 
generally know so little as the land- 
lord’s side of rent control. She 
told a number of instances illus- 
trating her contention that a land- 
lord can expect scant consideration 
nt the hands of any rent control 
board. 

She said much of the local rental 
shortage is created by every one’s 
desire to live in Winchester, refus- 
ing to go elsewhere where rents 
may he available, and saying that 
many renters are “demanding sir- 
loin when they are in the chuck 
class.” She too got a laugh, the 
best of the evening, when she said 
“We pledge allegiance to the Flag 
with Liberty and Justice for All,— 
except the landlord.” 

Mr. Greer tried to got more ex- 
pressions of opinion, but without 
success. He asked the meeting’s 
pleasure as to a vote on rent con- 
trol, though he warned at the open- 
ing of the hearing that nothing 
could he settled by those present. 
The meeting favored a vote and it 
resulted in 43 favoring no further 
control and 13 in favor of resump- 
tion. Nearly half of those present 
expressed no preference.

CHESAPEAKE BAY COUNTRY 
PLAYS HOST TO YACHTS 


One of the nation’s great pleasure 
boating centers, the Chesapeake 
Hay country, is now in the midst 
of its annual "invasion” by folks 
seeking escape from city heat and 
bustle on its cool green water. 

The secret of the area’s appeal 
to devotees of recreation afloat, 
says the National Geographic So- 
ciety, lies in its variety of aspects. 

For the owner of a big yacht, 
there is Chesapeake Bay itself, 195 
miles long and in places thirty 
miles wide, offering sweeps of open 
water perfect 'for racing and cruis- 
ing. From almost no point on the 
Hay is a snug harbor far distant, 
while rocks dangerous to naviga- 
tion are all but nonexistent. 

In the hundreds of Bay trib- 
utaries, the vast majority of them 
navigable to the tidewater marks, 
are countless landlocked back- 
waters in which even a rowboat 
could ride out a storm, and broad 
reaches of sheltered waterways on 
which small boats move about from 
May to October. 

There are picturesque coves, 
known to cruising people as "gunk- 
holes,” so isolated that only the 
yap of a fox in a distant field, the 
call of a whippoorwill and the 
plashing of muskrats in the salt 
marshes break the stillness of a 
night anchorage. 

Just how many craft of all kinds 
are used for pleasure in these salt 
and brackish waters is anybody’s 
guess. A hint is furnished by motor 
boat registrations in the Coast 
Guard’s Fifth District, which cur- 
rently has almost 50,000 numbers 
outstanding. 

But the figure does not include 
large yachts under documentation, 
outboard rigs under sixteen feet 
long, sailboats large and small 
without auxiliary power, and row- 
boats. It does include some small 
commercial power craft, boats used 
in North Carolina and those regis- 
tered in Maryland and Virginia 
coastal, waters. 

There are regattas every week- 
end in the Bay country. More 
large sailing yachts turn out regu- 
larly for Chesapeake regattas, it is 
claimed by Bay sailors, than for 
similar events on Long Island 
Sound, the country’s recognized 
major yachting center. 

For sailormen with slimmer 
pocketbooks, racing for Star sloops, 
the new Thistles which plane like 
hydroplanes, and Hamptons is a 
regular offering from May until 
October. Smaller, cheaper Comets 
and Penguin dinghies are increas- 
ing in numbers. The famous old 
sailing Chesapeake log canoes still 
take part in the regattas. 

Addicts of waterborne speed race 
everything from tiny, snarling 
stock outboards to powerful Gold 
Cup hydroplanes. Regattas are 
social as well as competitive events, 
and there is gaiety aplenty ashore 
each evening after a day on a 
sparkling race course. 

The Bay country welcomes the 
pleasure boat "invasion,” for the 
yachting fraternity spends millions 
of dollars annually in pursuit of its 
pleasure. 


VOLCANOES ERUPT AGAIN 
IN FAMED ALASKA PARK 

New explosions in the vicinity of 
one of the greatest volcanic blasts 
of all time have showered dust and 
ashes over a wide area of Alaskan 
wilderness. 

The latest eruptions are in the 
area of Mount Katmai and the Val- 
ley of Ten Thousand Smokes, near 
the base of the Alaskan peninsula, 
about 100 miles northwest of Ko- 
diak. 

The fantastic Valley of Ten 
Thousand Smokes was discovered 
by a National Geographic Society 
expedition sent to Alaska to in- 
vestigate the cataclysmic explosion 
which blew the top from Mount 
Katmai in 1912. That blast was 
heard 760 miles away, and its vol- 
canic ash traveled at least 900 miles 
from the site of the eruption. 

The new explosions have caused 
no loss of life in the sparsely set- 
tled region as far as can he deter- 
mined, hut a thick layer of ash has 
fallen from volcanic clouds that 
rose to a height of 36,000 feet. 
Shortly after the blasts winds car- 
ried their dust as far as 100 miles. 

Airplane pilots familiar with the 
Katmai section of Alaska said the 
heavy, obscuring clouds probably 
rose from eruptions of either 
Mount Trident or Mount Mageik, 
neighbors of Mount Katmai, or 
from a new volcano in the same 
region. 

The National Geographic Society 
has sent seven expeditions — the 
first in 1912 — to explore the Val- 
ley of Ten Thousand Smokes, an 
area of strange forms and colors, 
of fire and ice. 

The Valley is surrounded by 
placid lakes and forests, broad 
glaciers and cloud-shrouded moun- 
tains. Hot gases and vapors rise 
from thousands of miniature vol- 
canoes, recalling scenes from 
Dante’s Inferno. Some of the 
steam jets rise 1,000 feet before 
dissolving. 

The area surrounding Kutmai 
and the Valley of Ten Thousand 
Smokes was set aside as a national 
monument by Presidential procla- 
! mntion in 1918. It is the largest 
of the holdings administered by the 
National Park Service, embracing 
nearly 2,700,000 acres.

BLESSING OF PET 
IS ANCIENT CUSTOM 


GEOGRAPHIC ODDITIES 
AND BRIEFS 


The next time Fido strays, you 
might search for him in church. 

Dogs, as well as horses, pigs and 
other animals, are church-goers on 
occasion in many countries, says 
the National Geographic Society. 
The "Blessing of the Animals,” an 
ancient church custom, is still an- 
nually observed in parts of Eng- 
land, Switzerland, Austria, Spain, 
Mexico, and even the United States. 

At Holy Trinity Church, Here- 
ford, England, the blessing is per- 
formed on the first Sunday after 
October 3, the feast day of St. 
Francis of Assisi. Parishioners, 
mostly children, bring everything 
from ponies to gold fish. 

Rabbits, ducks, chickens, guinea 
pigs, even white mice, have re- 
ceived the blessing at Hereford. 
During the service two years ago, 
a pair of homing pigeons escaped 
from a basket. They perched on 
the church roof until the service 
was over, then flew home. 

California Menagerie 

At the Cathedral Garden of St. 
James in Fresno, California, past 
participants in the blessing have 
included baby alligators, bees, tur- 
tles, snails, hamsters and bull frog, 
in addition to the more common 
pets. 

In Catholic countries, the "Bene- 
diction of Beasts” is annually per- 
formed on January 17, St. An- 
thony’s Day. Mexican villagers 
gaily paint their dogs, pigs, par- 
rots and burros and adorn them 
with ribbons and flowers to honor 
the occasion. 

In the tiny hamlet of Turtmann 
in Switzerland’s Valaisan Alps, the 
ceremony is held on April 23, the 
day of St. George, who is patron 
saint of domestic animals in this 
region. 

This year, for the 142nd time, 
men of Jesenwang, Austria, rode 
their heavy farm horses straight to 
the altar of the village church for 
a special blessing. In 1811, a fatal 
animal epidemic plagued the com- 
munity, and the parish priest was 
asked to invoke blessings. When 
the epidemic promptly subsided, 
villagers pledged to bless their 
livestock once each year. 

Jesenwang’s unique ritual may 
soon cease, however. The little 
Bavarian town now boasts 36 trac- 
tors, and horses are in decline. 

Special Pews 

Some of England’s oldest church- 
es still have pews equipped with 
iron hooks and rings. Here church- 
goers in medieval times fastened 
their bloodhound, mastiffs, and 
other hunting breeds during ser- 
vices. 

A few churches had a small pew 
with the chancel arch, known as the 
"hall dog pew.” This space was 
reserved for dogs. Special tongs, 
with long handles and wooden teeth, 
were used to capture dogs that 
wandered to inaccessible parts of 
the church. 

In Siena, Italy, horses are taken 
to church and blessed prior to rac- 
ing in the Palio, the world’s oldest 
horse race. An annual affair since 
the 14th century, the Palio is a 
grueling three-lap run around 
Siena’s town square that frequently 
takes a heavy toll of participants. 


The wild barrier islands of Caro- 
lina’s coast have a stormwarning 
system of their own. When marsh- 
men hear a big bull alligator bel- 
lowing in August or September, 
long after the saurian mating sea- 
son, they believe he is predicting 
a hurricane roaring up from the 
Caribbean. 


Silk thread for the coronation 
robe of Queen Elizabeth II was 
furnished by England’s only silk 
farm at Lullingstonc Castle in 
Kent, the National Geographic So- 
ciety says. 


Fish flour has been considered 
as a possible substitute for milk in 
countries where cows are scarce, 
reports the National Geographic 
Society. Odorless and tasteless 
when properly prepared, it can be 
used in biscuits, soups or mixed 
with corn meal. 


Musk oxen have provided a vital 
source of food for Arctic explorers 
and twice saved the life of Rear 
Admiral Robert E. Peary, North 
Pole discoverer, says the National 
Geographic Society. Brought to 
hay by dogs, the big animals are 
oasily taken.

Twenty-six new train and II 
trains running on faste? < hcdulc 
will he shown in tin* new fall time 
table of the Hoston and Maine 
Railroad effective with the change 
to standard time on Septcmbci 27. 

Among the improved service 
features to he shown in the new 
time-table will he Rudd llighlincr 
through service between Hoston, 
North Conway, and Intervale, 
N. II., operating on a fast schedule, 
and a Rudd llighlincr through ser- 
vice between Boston and White 
River Jct„ Vt., via Bellows Falls, 
Keene, and Fitchburg.

A widely varied background of 
education and teaching experience 
is represented in the* records of the 
17 new members of the staff of the 
Winchester schools. Twenty-five 
different colleges and universities 
contributed to the training of these 
teachers, and their teaching ex- 
perience encompasses an even 
greater number of communities 
throughout the United States. 
Competent observers, among them 
Dr. John Guy Fowlkes (he conduct- 
ed the survey of the Winchester 
schools in 1944), believe that there 
are many advantages accruing to 
the school system whose staff 
represents a diversity of training 
and experience. 

The following is a resume of the 
education-experience records of the 
teachers who began their work in 
Winchester last week. 

At the Lincoln School there are 
two newcomers. Mrs. Janet Me- 
Urath, who teaches the third grad- 
ers, received her education in 
Grand Rapids, Michigan, at the 
Junior College and at Calvin Col- 
lege; and in New York at Hunter 
College and Columbia University. 
For three years she taught in the 
schools of Grand Rapids, and, later, 
for six years in Franklin Square, 
New York.

Her varied experience in- 
cludes Bryant Pond, Skowhegan, 
and Orono, in Maine; New City, 
New York; and Fair Lawn, New 
Jersey. Teaching the second grade 
is Mrs. Marilyn Itaack, who grad- 
uated from the University of Cali- 
fornia at Los Angleles and has 
taught in the elementary schools of 
that city. 

Only one new teacher is listed on 
the statf of the Noonan School. 
Kindergarten teacher Mrs. Erik 
Gunderson is a graduate of the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin, and, in addi- 
tion, she has studied at the La 
Crosse State Teachers’ College in 
Wisconsin. Recently she taught in 
the elementary schools of Hamil- 
ton. 

At the Parkhurst School the first 
graders are becoming acquainted 
with Mrs. Frances Shackford. Mrs. 
Shaekford, who studied at Whee- 
lock College for three years, has 
had considerable experience as a 
teacher in the elementary schools 
of Billerica and Arlington, Mass. 

Beginning their first year at the 
Washington School are Miss Patri- 
cia Cogswell, Grade II, and Mrs. 
Helen Thompson, Grade V. Miss 
Cogswell graduated from Keene 
Teachers’ College, Keene, N. II., in 
1950; and for the past three years 
she has been a member of the fac- 
ulty of the Guy E. Spenre School, 
Plymouth, N. H. Mrs. Thompson 
received the B. S. and Ed. M. de- 
grees from Boston Teachers’ Col- 
lege, and she has taught in the 
elementary schools of Boston and i 
Arlington. 

Teaching Grade IV and Grade 
VI respectively at the Wyman 
School are Mrs. Phyllis Page and 


Mrs. Dorothy Hammond. A grad- 
uate of Smith College, Mrs. Page 
has studied in Europe, at the Fogg 
Museum, and at Boston University. 
A former teacher at the New York 
University Reading Clinic and at 
the Hillcrest School, Brookline, she 
has also been a substitute teacher 
in Winchester. Mrs. Hammond is 
a graduate of Gorham, Maine, 
Teachers’ College, and she holds 
the B. S. and Ed.

From the Wo- 
burn Junior-Senior High School 
comes Mrs. Catherine Hines to 
teach Home Economics. Mrs. 
Hines, the former Kay Foley, grad- 
uated from Winchester High

B. S. from Regis College in 1949. 

Also on the staff of the High 
School are Miss Elaine Roy and 
Mrs. Jeanne Thompson. Miss Roy, 
who is a member of the modern 
language department, teaching 
French, is a graduate of Plymouth 
Teachers’ College. She has also 
an M. A. from Columbia University 
Teachers’ College. Her experience 
record includes teaching at the 
high schools in Bath and Tilton, 
N. H., and in Watertown, Conn. 
Teaching Freshman English, Mrs. 
Thompson comes to Winchester 
from Sterling Township High 
School, Sterling, 111. She received 
the B. A. degree from Boston Uni- 
versity and the M. A. from Colum- 
bia Teachers’ College. 

Completing the list of new 
teachers is Miss Jeanne Loudon, 
assistant supervisor of music in the 
elementary schools. A graduate of 
Baldwin-Wallaee College, Berea, 
Ohio, Miss Loudon is studying at 
Boston University. She previously 
taught in the schools of Wakeman, 
Ohio, and Wellesley, Mass.

Dunbar L. Shnnklin of Everett 
avenue and Henry E. Cooper of 
Waltham, Mass., were tin* reci- 
pients on September 8, 1953, ( ,f 
U. S. patent No 2,661,686, entitled 
“Constant Viscosity Method of 
Lining Container Closures”. 

As is well known, glass and 
metal containers are hermetically 
scaled by caps or closures having a 
lining material that forms a di>- 
tortable rubber-like seal. In one 
common practice, the lining of 
these closures is accomplished by a 
machine that feeds them beneath 
nozzles which inject a liquid com- 
position into them, spins them until 
the liquid composition has been 
Imnked against their walls, and 
then passes the closures onto a 
drying licit so that the composition 
dries to form the' desired distor- 
table seal. These closures are pro- 
cessed at speeds of over 200 pap 
minute; and obviously, it is es- 
sential that the lining composition 
be of constant viscosity in order to 
be fed in uniform and precisely 
controlled quantities. 

According to Messrs. Shanklin 
and Cooper, difficulties have been 
encountered with the newly devel- 
oped “paste” compositions which 
have been proposed for this lining 
purpose due to the fact that they 
exhibit viscosities which vary with 
minute changes in temperature. In 
addition, many of these paste com- 
pounds suffer from the disadvan-

tage that they change upon assum- 
ing a state of rest. 

To cope with this situation. 
Messrs. Shanklin and Cooper have 
devised a novel processing method 
which, it is claimed, creates and 
maintains a constant viscosity in 
these paste type sealing composi- 
tions. As a consequence, uniform 
delivery of the composition, within 
the required tolerances, is assured 
.t all times; and, as another advan- 
tageous feature, fresh amounts of 
cold composition may be added to 
the lining machine without stop- 
ping or changing the accuracy of 
its delivery. Basically, this end is 
achieved by repeatedly passing the 
composition through a closed pipe 
circuit, keeping it in motion at all 
times, and heating it by the 
mechanical work performed upon 
it by an overcapacity pump. 

Messrs. Shanklin and Cooper 
have assigned this patent to Dewey 
and A liny Chemical Company, 
Cambridge, Mass.

At the opening meeting on Tues- 
day, September 22, Mrs. John 
Coakley, President of the Associa- 
tion, welcomed the teachers and the 
mothers, especially mothers new to 
the school. Mrs. Coakley first stat- 
ted the primary purpose of the or- 
ganization — “to promote a closer 
relationship between parents and 
teachers” — and then introduced 
the members of her Board to the 
assembled gathering. Invitations 
to join the Bowling and Book Re- 
view Groups were cordially extend- 
ed by Mrs. Francis Parsons and 
Mrs. George Sjoholm, respective 
chairmen. 

Miss Rich, the principal, spoke 
briefly on the advantages of a close 
relationship between the parents 
and teachers, especially in estab- 
lishing the right emotional stability 
in the pupil. She then thanked the 
Association for its gift of film 
strips, which were on display in the 
auditorium, and mentioned that the 
three hundredth child was enrolled 
in the school last Tuesday. 

Miss Rich then introduced Dr. 
Gilson, the new Superintendent of 
Schools, who first mentioned how 
impressed he was by the accom- 
plishments of the Winchester 
Mothers’ Associations, and follow- 
ed with a very interesting talk on 
the role of the public school in this 
country. He stated that there is 
no privilege for boys and girls in 
America that compares with the 
opportunity of attending public 
school. 

The public school system is the 
greatest democratizing influence in 
the world today and is only as good 
as the people in the community 
want it to he. Dr. Gilson stressed 
the fact that present day educators 
teach the child, not just the subject 
matter, and urged close rapport be- 
tween those who serve the school 
and those the school serves. The 
parent has the right to receive an 
intelligent evaluation of his child’s 
development in relation to his own 
capacity, rather than in comparison 
with another child. 

Mothers and teachers then gath- 
ered around an attractively decor- 
ated tea table at which Miss Rich 
and Mrs. Coakley poured.

New motor vehicle registration 
Application blanks have been print- 
ed and must be used for 1954 reg- 
istrations. The use of any other 
registration blanks cannot he per- ; 
nutted for 1954. 

The Registry will issue a wind- ! 
shield sticker which, when pasted 
on the windshield, will serve as the j 
visual evidence of a 1954 registra- 
tion. The 1953 plates will be vali- 
dated for 1954 by a new certificate 
of registration which will bear the 
1954 registration number as well 
as the Financial Transaction num- 
ber for auditing purposes. 

It is recognized that it will be 
necessary for the Registry to as- 
sign plates in 1954 to those regis- 
trants who were not registered in 
19")3 or who were registered in 
1953 and for one reason or another 
returned their plates during the 
year but wish to register for 1954. 
A special series will be used for 
such registration. 

The Registry will not be in any 
position to entertain requests for 
special numbers or any written or 
oral requests for the reassignment 
of five-figured plates except to 
present holders thereof. 

The use of any previous year’s 
registration applications for motor 
vehicles for 1954 will not be per- 
mitted, as stated above.

Blanks for the low-numbered 
plates only will be mailed directly 
to the registrants concerned as soon 
as possible, together with special 
instructions. These applications, 
properly filled out and accompanied 
by the required fee, must be re- 
turned to the Registry during the 
period from September 1 to Sep- 
tember 30, in the envelopes provid- 
ed, and preferably by mail. 

Plates Numbered 
10,001 to 100,000 

K1.001 to K10,000 

HI. 001 to H 10,000 

Plates with five-figured numbers 
and those in the “K” and “H” ser- 
ies from 1,001 to 10,000 will be re- 
assigned to present holders provid- 
ed the applications for them, prop- 
erly filled out and accompanied by 
the required fee, are received on or 
before October 16. Further re- 
quests, written or oral, for the re- 
assignment of these numbers are 
not necessary. 

To insure reassignments of the 
same five-figured number plates to 
present holders, those registrants 
concerned should pay particular at- 
tention in answering Question No. 
I on the application blank. This 
question is of special importance 
for persons holding plates Kl,001 
to K 10,000 and HI, 001 to 1110,000. 
Failure to prefix the letter “K” or 
“H” or the insertion of the wrong 
number will undoubtedly mean the 
loss of the number for 1954 which 
they now hold. 

Inasmuch as the registry extends 
the courtesy of reserving the reg- 
istration plates numbered under 
100,000 and those in the “K” and 
“H” series under 10,000 for those 
persons now holding these numbers, 
the cooperation of these registrants 
is requested to the end that a sep- 
arate check or money order cover- 
ing the registration fee accompan- 
ies each application for plates in 
these series. In those instances 
where registrants have one or more 
plates in these series in sequence 
a single check or money order cov- 
ering the fees for the plates in se- 
quence is acceptable. This detail is 
necessary to expedite the handling 
and the proper reassignment of 
these reserved numbers. 


General Registration 
By Mail (Boston Office Only) 


Registration applications, in gen- 
eral, from owners of motor vehicles 
holding number plates other than 
those mentioned above will be re- 
ceived through the mail in the Bos- 
ton office only, beginning Monday, 
October 5. No advantage is to he 
gained by filing such applications 
before October 5. 

Registration certificates, wind- 
shield stickers and plates, if re- 
quired, which are applied for by 
mail will be mailed during the lat- 
ter part of November and in early 
December. Early registration will 
make more certain that a regis- 
trant will be legally on the road by 
January 1. 

Counter Registration 

The branch offices throughout the 
State and the Boston counter will 
accept registration applications be- 
ginning Monday, November 2. In- 
surance companies, their agents, 
and the public in general should 
take advantage of this early ser- 
vice and secure their certificates, 
windshield stickers and plates, if 
required, at the nearest branch of- 
fice as soon after November 2 as 
possible to avoid last-minute un- 
certainty and confusion. 

Branch offices of the Registry 
are not equipped to personnclled 
for the mailing of registration cer- 
tificates, windshield stickers or 
plates. 

Repeated Warning 

The responsibility is on the own- 
er to see to it that the information 
contained in the application with 
regard to the description and place 
of garaging of the vehicle and his 
residential address is correct and 
that he personally signs the blank. 
If the owner wishes to avoid the 
possibility of difficulty with his ex- 
cise tax collector later on, he will 
insist on filling out the answers to 
Questions 7 and 10 personally.

TAX-FREE WINE 
FOR FAMILY USE 


Robert I). Ford, Assistant Re- 
gional Commissioner, Alcohol and 
Tobacco Tax, 55 Tremont street, 
Boston 8, Massachusetts, wishes to 
call attention to the Internal Rev- 
enue Law which requires that each 
year anyone who intends to pro- 
duce wine for family use must file 
a registration on Form 1541, in 
duplicate, with the Ass. slant Re- 
gional Commissioner, Alcohol and 
Tobacco Tax, at least five days be- 
fore commencing to produce the 
wine. 

Wine may he produced for family 
use without payment of tax, pro- 
vided proper registration is filed, 
hut such wine must he used by 
members of the immediate family 
of the producer and it cannot be 
sold or furnished to other persons. 

The head of a family may pro- 
duce not more than two hundred 
(200) gallons of wine each year 
which begins July 1, if he files 
notice on Form 1541. Any person 
residing in the States of Maine, 
New Hampshire, Vermont and 
Massachusetts desiring Form 1541 
should address communications to: 
Supervisor-in-Charge, Alcohol and 
Tobacco Tax, Room 340, 55 Tre- 
mont street, Boston 8, Massachu- 
setts.
